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PREFACE 




HE following pages contain a plain narrative 
of the cdebration of the Tercentenary 
festival of Trinity College, Dublin, from 
the first incq>tion of the preparations in 
February, 1891, to the end of the festival 
itself on July 8th, 1892. It is believed 
that such a menunr will be acceptable to several classes of 
readers. Those who took an active part in the long prepara- 
tions for the event will be glad to see a record of the success 
which attended their labours ; guests who attended the several 
functions will not be unwilling to be remindf-d of the pleasure 
which they derived from them ; and alumni of our University 
who were unable to be i)resent will welcome a connected history 
of an event in which they took a deep interest. 
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But not only to those now living will the present work, it is 
hoped, prove acceptable. It is compiled for those to come after 
~feal iaaviMvour^ uvfitfr&ai — and the Committee which shall 
have the management of our fourth centenary may find useful 
the &cperience of their predecessors of tonlay. It would have 
been of great assistance to the Tercentenary Committee if they 
could have had the example of their predecessors in 1792 or 
1794 to imitate. But whatever may have been the cause of the 
omission, the Bicentenary of Trinity College was not celebrated. 
It is not unlikely that the cause was the state of ferment and 
uneasiness in which Europe was plunged at that time. The 
Terror was reigning in I'lance : the armies of the Allies were 
contending unsuccessfully against the Republican levies of 
Dumouriez: on the 21st of January, 1793, Louis XVI. was 
executed. If ever there was a time at which men's hearts 
were failing them for fear and for looking after those things 
which were coming on the earth, it was the time of our 
Bicentenary. Had Edmund Burke been invited to such a 
festival, he surely would have replied, ' Is this a time to make 
ceremonial speeches and receive complimentary addresses?' 
And what would the Bicentenary have been without Edmund 
Burke? 

There is a record of the first centenary festival, however — 
an accurate, although a meagre, one. It is contained in the 
College Register for 1694, and has been printed both by Dr. 
Stubbs, in his * History of Trinity College,* and by Dr. Mahaffy, 
in the 'Book of Trinity College.' It has been again reprinted 
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in this volume, as it could not, with propriety, have been 
omitted.* But it is useful rather for the purpose of contrast than 
comparison. The ceremonies lasted but one day. Nearly all the 
features that added lustre to our celebration were absent : there 
were no foreign visitors; no congratulatory addresses from 
sister Universities; no speeches from the greatest orators and 
thinkers of the day. Time and space still interposed their 
envious barriers to prevent the University student, the true 
heir of alt the ages, from entering on his inheritance. If we 
could imagine a ddegate setting out from Vienna in 1694 to 
attend the Centenary of the University of Dublin, hb adven- 
tures on the journey might have made sufficient matter for 
a romance. Still the accounts which we do possess of the 
Centenary festival, though th^ tell of a ceremonial less impos- 
ing than ours, are not devoid of enthusiasm, and testify to a 
pride in the past and a confident hope for the luLure, which 
are remarkable, considering the comparative youth of the Uni- 
versity, and the small number of great men to whom it had 
given birth. Berkeley was then a boy of eight ; Swift, ag-ed 
twenty-six, and at that time absent from Ireland, was unknown 
as an author; William Congreve, ex-scholar, aged twenty-three, 
was only writing his iirst comedy, 'The Old Bachelor' ; Farquhar 
had not yet entered College; Parnell was a senior freshman. 
Among graduates of Trinity College who might be called 
eminent, perhaps none were more famous than Nahum Tate 
and Heniy Dodwell : the former, with the laureate's t>ays still

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green about his brows, had been selected by his proud Univer- 
sity to write the Centenary Ode; the latter had been ejected 
from his Oxford Professorshi|> two ye^rs before for his refusal to 
acknowledi^c the Oran_<^e dynasty. liiut thouL,di the University 
could not point to many eminent alumni in 1694, the effect 
produced by the perusal of the records of the Centenary is a 
feeling that Trinity College believed it was fulfilling its inis^on 
to be the University of Ireland. 

The warm afiection with which alumni of Old Trinity look 
back to their Alma Motet is well known. The approach of the 
Tercentenary was eagerly anticipated by our graduates all over 
the globe. In tendon, on the 17th of June, 1891, the nominal 
year of the Tercentenary, a banquet was given in the Middle 
Temple Hall in honour of the occasion. Lord Ashbourne, Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland, was in the chair, and many of our most 
distinguished graduates resident in England were present This 
feast takes precedence in point of time of all celebrations of 
the Tercentenary. In Australia a most influential commiiluc 
was appointed, and arran^^ements were made and admirably 
carried out for a celebration of the Tercentenary in Melbourne 
concurrently with its celebration at home ; and it is reij^retted 
that it is not within the scope of this work to include an 
account of the Australian celebration. Sermons were preached 
from many pulpits on the occasion, or on its ai>proach, some 
of which the editor would gladly have included in the present 
volume if space had pennitted.t

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The plan adopted in these records has been to make the 
Tercentenafy, as far as possible, speak for itself. The answers 
from gfuests and Universities ; the congratulatory addresses from 

learned bodies ; the addresses to the students ; the orations at 
the conferring of honorary dcL^rees, and the speeches of dis- 
tinguished men : these are the very voices of the Tercentenary, 
and have been t,nven as accurately as it was possible. The 
editor feels that much is owing to the Dubh'n newspapers, 
especially the Daily Express and Irish limes, for the space they 
devoted to, and the careful accounts they gave of, the various 
functions of the Tercentenary, and for the accurate reports they 
preserved of the speeches delivered, and that at a time when 
the general election seemed to demand all their space. Their 
reports of the speeches were in every instance sent to the 
speakers for correction, except where they had gone to the 
troaUe of writing them and handing the manuscripts to the 
Secretaries. This was done by many of the speakers ; and only in 
three or four instances does the speech printed in these records 
fall short of being an adequate report of the speech actually 
delivered. That it is so in these cases is, of course, a subject 
for sincere regret, especially as it has befallen some of the most 
eloquent and brilliant addresses, which, owint,^ to their rapid 
deliver}^ were least fully reported at the time, and of which 
the editor has failed to obtain an enlarged edition. 

The letters of reply from guests and from Universities, as 

Maedesfield, preached before the Univeni^ of Dublin en the subject of the Ter- 
centcoaiy. 
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wdl as the congratulatory addresses, are, with the other records 
of the festival, now deposited in the Librafy, where they may 
gratify the curious in future generations.

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CHAPTER L 



INITIATORY STEPS. 




HE first direct step towards celebrating tlie Tercen- 
tenary of" Trinity College was taken in February, 
iSqi. On the i2tli of lliat month a conference took 
place in the board Room between the Provost 
• and Senior Fellows, three delegates ^eeted by the 
Junior Fellows, and three delegates elected by the 
Professors. The chief subject discussed at this prdiminary meeting 
was the year in whidi it would be most fitting to hold the cele- 
bration. 

The years 1891, 1892, 1893, and 1894 all had their advocates. 
Probably the first year would have been selected had it not been 
felt that the movement for the celebration had been set on foot too 
late to allow the Tiecessary preparations fur holding the Festival in 
1891. The year 1591 is the nominal date of the Foundation of tlie 
University; 1591 is exhibited on our Calendar, our medals, and our 
prizes ; and, no doubt, 1891 was the year at which the public 
generally expected that the celebration would take place. But the 
objection stated was felt to be fatal, and on the question being put 
to the vote 1891 had but one' supporter. 

s 
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The year i.Sq2 had much to rehommend it. In the first place, 
i8q2 was rt-ally llirce hundred joars after 1591, old style. 'J"he 
University of Dublin was founded on the 3rd uf March, 1591, but 
the Calendar was reformed in 17^1, and the year, which had previously 
begun on March 25th, thenceforward began on the 1st of Jamiary 
The effect of the leformation was to throw the first quarter of the 
year apparently a year in advance^ and it resulted that 1892, not 
1691, was the real) though not the apparent, Tercentenaiy of the 
Foundation. It was urged that there was ample time to have every- 
thing ready by Midsummer, 1892; and in the final result, a large 
majority of the Conference voted in favour of TRqr. 

A few voices were raised for 1893; but tlie only argument urged 
in favour of this year was that it would giv« more time for pre- 
paration. To this it was replied that 1893 would, in fact, give too 
much time ; and that it would not be wise to keep the College and 
those interested in it in the excitement of preparation for so long 
a time as two years and a^half. Moreover, 1893 had no claims from 
any point of view to be regarded as the year of the Tercentenary. 

The year 1894, however, had claims to be so regarded. For, in 
the first place, 1594 was the year in which the College was first 
opened for the reception of students ; and, in the next place, the 
celebration of the Centenary was held in 1694.' The Conference, 
however, did not feel bound in any way by the precedent. It was 
urged that the public expectation would be disappointed if the cele- 
bration were so long deferred, and, although several members of the 
Conference at first supported 1894, in the end 1892 was sdectsd by 
a practically unanimous vote. 

The year having been determined on. the Conference proceeded 

• There is no record of any celebration of the 13icentenar>'. It has been suggested 
•bat it was not the habit at that epoch to oetebcate Bicentenaries. But the Shakspcare 
Bifientenary liad been celebrated in 1764. It is more likdy (hat tli« anxiety caused Ijy 
the events happening both in Ireland and Ftanoe put such ideas out of men's head«. 
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to constitute a General Tercentenary Committee,* co-opting several 
members of the University as members. 1 his proceeding was ratifieci 
by the Board on the 15th of February, and a formal resolution was 
passed by it, constituting the Tercentenary Committee of the Provost 
and Senior Fellows, the Fellows and Professors elected as delegates 
to the Conference, and the co-opted members. 

The Committee having been once formed, the work proceeded 
rapidly. The week in which the celebration was to take place was 
discussed at the first meetings held on February 17th, and it was 
decided to hold the celebration from Tuesday, tlie 5tli, to Friday, 
the 8th of July, 1892, inclusive. This was not the only date proposed. 
Some members of the Committee liiought July late, and wished for 
tlie week beginning Uie 27th of June. They urged that many German 
professors would be unable to come in July, being engaged at 
eaiaminations in that month, and, as a matter of fact, this proved 
to be the case. The absence of many illustrious German scholars 
was due to their academic engagemmts, as was anticipated. It was 
admitted that in itself the earlier week would be the better date; 
but the fact that our medical lectures and examinations would not 
terminate until the end of June finally determined the Committee to 
decide, by a narrow majority, in favour of the first week of July. 
It may be stated here that the date selected proved, save in the one 
respect already mentioned, and in one which could not be certainly 
predicted, lu be perfectly satisfactory. There was no exodus from 
Dublin of either residents or students, as some feared would be the 
cas^ as is usual at the beginning of July, both classes reniiuning 
in full numbers fm the Festival. The only thing which was over- 
looked in fixing the date was the absence from Dublin of the judgea 
and members of the Bar, which would have been caused by their 
usual d^»arture for the Summer Circuits on the 6th of July.

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This objection was removed l^y the action of the judges them- 
selves, who postponed the departure of the Circuits until Friday, 
the 8th of July, tlius permitting all members of the Bar to assist 
at a festival where their absence would have been severely felt. 

The circumstance that the general election for Parliament was 
taking place at the time of the celebration interfered to a small 
extent with the success of the festival, by causing the absence of 
a few distinguished men. It is a fact that a guess was hazarded 
by a member of the Commhtee, at its very first meeting, that this 
was likely to be the case, and the guess was unfortunately verified 
by the event. But the coincidence, though unlucky, could not havu 
been more certainly predicted for July than for any other month 
in the year 1S92. 

The first sketch of the programme of the Festival was Ii^d before 
the Committee at its first meeting on February 17th. In its main 

features this first sketch corresponded with the 

^^'^P^^l^e^ P*'**8^*"™® carried out, which will be fully 

described later on. Some important additions 
indeed were afterwards made. For instance, the dramatic perform- 
ance in the Gaiety Theatre ; the addresses of the visitors to tlie 
students ; the cricket match against Cambridge : these attractive 
items did not find a place in the first outline. Another important 
change afterwards made was the transference of the inaugural service 
from the CoU^ Giapel to St. Patride's Cathedral— the chapel 
would have been too small— and the procession from Collie to the 
Cathedral. And here it is proper to deplore the great loss and 

disappointment which befell the University. II 

Ar^^L^ofYork ^*^®' arranged that the inaugural sermon 

should be preached by the most eloquent of the 

sons of Trinity College, the Most Rev. "William Connor Magee, who, 

after filling tlie see of Peterborough for two-and-twenty years, had 

been created Archbishop of York at the beginning of the year. On 
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ihe 5th of May, 1891, he died of influenza, after a few days' tUness, 
having held the Archbishopric barely four months. 

The most important act in the early stages of the prepariitious 
was the appointment of a Sub-Committee to consi<ler what Univer- 
sities should be requested to send representatives 
Sub-Comm.ttecon ^ festival, and what eminent individuals 
should be specially invited.* This Sub^Committee 
met repeatedly in the Provost's House. They took the advice of 
the Professors of the various Faculties and Sciences ; and before the 
Long Vacation the General Committee had adopted a list of 114 
Universities and Learned bodies and 304 individuals whom it was 
thought desirable to invite. Many additions, especially to the second 
list, were afterwards made; and although tlie limits to the power 
of showing hospitality wliich the University liad at its command pre- 
vented its expanding the roll of invitation as far as was wished by 
all its members, and in spite of one or two accidental omissions, the 
list of invitations actually issued was fairly representative of all that 
was eminent in science^ literatttrOi and art throughout the world. 

Another important Sub*Committee appointed before the Long 
Vacation was the Book Committecf The object of the creation of 

this Sub-Committee is best gathered from the 

Book Committee. , . , , . , . ... 

resolution by which it was constituted, passed 

February 17th; — "That a pictorial book, illustrated with the buildings 

and treasures of llie College, should be prepared for the Tercentenary 

as a proper piescnlation to our visitors. " The handsome volume 

published by Messrs. Marcus Ward and Company, under the editorship 

of this Committee, speaks for ilsel( and it wilt not be necessary further 

to refer to it in these pages. 

Another imporUnt st^ early taken was the selection of a poet to

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write the Tercentenary Ode. The choice of the Committee fell on 



Cork. Sir Robert Prescott Stewart, Mus.D., Professor of Music, 
was, as a matter of course, asked to set the Ode to music. How 
well poet and composer performed their task is known by those who 
have read this beautiful Ode, and heard it performed by the University 
Choral Society at the Festival. 

The arrangements which have been recounted, namely, the fixture 
of date, sketch of programme, draft of invitations, provision for the 
publication of a Memorial Book, arrangements for the Tercentenary 
Ode, constitute the chief results of much anxious deliberation and 
earnest discussion at the Committee meetings before the Long 
Vacation of 1891.

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CHAPTER II. 

INVITATIONS TO UNIVERSITIES AND SOMH REPLIES. 



LI HOUGH by the direction of the Committee letters 
of invitation to the Universities had been prepared 
and approved of before the Lonp Vacation, these 
were not sent until the month of November, and 
were immediately followed by the invitations to 
distinguished individuals. Both letters were in 
Latin. Thai addressed to the Universities was as follows: —

The only difference in the letters of invitation was that in the case 

of the older and larger Universities a j;freater number of representatives 
was invited than from others. Thus Oxford, Cambridge, Berlin, 
Vienna, and the Institute of France were invited to setid as many 
representatives as ihey chose, the number not being defined {aiiquos 
dvtfos viros). Certain other Universities were invited to send two 
delegates, and dmt toolc the place of ai$pt&s — these were Edinburgh, 
Glasgow* Leyden, Victoria, Yale, Harvard, Johns Hopkins» Penn- 
sylvania. But one representative only was invited, owing to 
apprehended lack of accommodation, from the great majority, 
aliquem dochtm virum being the form in these cases. 
;. ' Only six Universities out of the whole number invit' d, n imely, 
Coimbra, Louvain, Salamanca, Turin, Wiirzburg, Zurich, decluit d the 
itu'ilation. Seventeen sent addresses, but were not represented at 
the celebration. Of the other learned bodies invited, five only 
declined. No answer was received to the invitation iu ai»out eight 
or nine cases. A complete list of the Univerdties represented 
and the delegates whom they sent will be found in the eighth 
Chapter. 

All the replies received were most courteous and complimentary. 
Many of them were in Latin ; but the majority were in the vernacular 
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of the country where the University which replied was situated. To 
print all these relies would demand more space than their intrinsic 

interpst claims, espedally as the formal Addresses of Congratulation 
from all the Universities will bo printed at full length in a subsequent 
chapter, but it is believed that Classical Scholars will be glad to peruse 
the following answers selected from those written in Latin, the cordi- 
ality of whose expnesuons, as weU as the «ccellenea of the Latinity 
in which they are couched, makes them very pleasant reading

inflations to distinguished individuals followed 
hard upon those sent to the Universities. The large 
majority were despatched before the end of 1891. 
V special letter to the Queen was drawn up in 
linglish, requesting her Majesty to be present lierself 
at fhe festival, or, if that should not be possible, 
to command some member of the Royal Family to rqwesent her on 
the occasion. To this letter her Majesty was graciously pleased to 
reply through her secretary, expressing her regret that she would not 
be able to bear the &tigue of the journey and the caramonies at the 
fSsstival, and sending her best wishes to the members of the University. 
As no reference was made in the letter to the second part of our 
request, namely, that hrr Majesty, if unable to be present herself, 
would coiiini iiiil some member of the Royal Family to come in her 
stead, room seemed left for hope that her Majesty would see fit so to 
do ; and no doubt a further effort would have been made to secure a 
visit from the Prince of Wales, or some other member of the Royal 
Family. But the lamentable death of his Royal Highness the Duke 
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of Clarence, from iiitluenza, alter five days' illness, on the 14th of 
January, 1 892, put an end to all hopes that the Royal Family woiUd 
be represented. 

The original list of invitations to individuals numbered 304. They 
were ctassified under the follomring heads Anatomists, Anthro- 
pologistSr Embryologists, and Naturalists, 21; Astronomers, 13;

Mathematicians, 25; Metaphysicians, 3; Musi- 
cians, 4 ; Obstetricians, 3 ; Ophthalmologists, i ; Pathologists and 
Bacteriologists, 5; Physicians, 15; Physicists, 27; Political Econo- 
mists, 14; Politicians and FuUic Men, 13; Semitic Sdiolacs and 
Orientalists, 16 ; Surgeons, 6 ; Theologians and Divines, 34 ; Zoolo- 
gists, 6. 

To this list additions were constancy being made, and in ^e end, 
between 400 and 500 individuals received invitations. A complete 
list of those who were actually present will be given in the next 
chapter, together with the hosts at whose houses th^ were entertained 
in Dublin.

CHAPTER IV. 



FINAL ARRANGEMENTS— REVISED PROGRAMME— RECEPTION OF GUESTS

Nine sub-committees were then appointed, with a distinct province 
allotted to each. These were (i) a Reception Committee ; (2) a Dinner 
Committee; (3) a Garden Par^ Committee; (4} a Commencements 
Committee, to make the proper arrangements for the ceremonies of 
conferring- Honorary Degrees, and the presentation of Addresses; (5) 
St. Patrick's Committee, to make proper arrangements for the Inau- 
gTjral Serv ice ; '6j the College Races Committee, to co-operate with 
the Students for the holding of the Annual Athletic Sports ; (7) the 
Concert Committee ; (8) the Ball Committee ; (9) the House Committee, 
fur the purpose of seeing that the College was properly set in order. 




HE arrangement of the Programme of the Festival 

' onstituted the main business of the (xeneral Com- 
mittee after the list of invitations had been decided 
on, and occupied them during the winter and spring 
of 1891-92. A very important act took place at the 
. meeting of the General Committee on November 24. 
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swept, anri tjarnishe<l for the occasion. To these a tenth Committee 
was subsequently addeti on December 9, namely, a Dramatic Com- 
mittee.* These Sub-Committees theaceforwaxd relieved the General 
Committee of most of its work ; and the success of the celebration 
was largidy due to the division of labour among these separate 
Sub-Committees, the members of whidi, without exception, exerted 
themselves ittde&tigably and zealously. The revised programme of 
the festival was adopted by the General Committee on die nth of 
March. Sf)ni(' additions and improvements were subsequently made 
in it, and the form which it ultimately assumed wa» as follows :—

The mobt difficult task set the Coimuittee was that of making proper 
pro\ision for the housing of the guests expected. Vox this purpose the 

Reception Committee was appointed. It contained 
Ree^HoHof among its membo's many of the most influential 
Guesis. citizens of Dublin, both lay and clerical.* This 
Committee hdd irequent meetings, and notified to 
thepublic of Dublin throusr^ the press and by special circulars, that they 
were willing to receive offers of hospitality for the University guests from 
such as were willing to extend it. The response was liberal and larg-e ; 
offers of hospitality came in everyday. Some of the hosts chose their 
own guests, or expressed a preference for this or that one ; l>ut tlu; 
majority placed their accommodation at the absolute disposal of the 

Committee. All dasses of our graduates, and not a few who had no 
connexion with tfie University, joined in willingness to do their part in 
entertaining. It would be invidious to make dbtinctions as to the seal 
and Itberality^ di^ayed by those who thus came ftwward. In the end 
the Committee found that the number of hosts who offered themselves 
was larger than they needed, and they were obliged to decline many 
kind offers.

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On« of the most useful acts perfbnned by the Reception Conunittee 
was the issuing of the Tercentenary Directory. This consisted, first, 

of a list of guests and hosts, giving the name of 
Tereentetutry guest, and that of the host at whose house he 

Dtrtdary. was to stay ; secondly, the same list re\*ersed, the 
host's name first, with those of the guests he enter- 
tained afterwards. Tb<' first edition of this Directory was published on 
May 4, and contained the first allocation of g-uests only. This alloca- 
tion was completed in a further etlition. ITie final edition, published 
* on June 23, contained a full Directory of the University guest», with 
clear directions as to all the functions of the Tercentenary, lists of those 
to whom Honorary Degrees were to be offered, with maps of Trinity 
College and its environs.

Among the numerous internal arrangements which continbuted to 
the .succe*;s of the ceremonies, probably thf most important was the 
fitting: up of the Entrance Hall as a Drawin^'-room. This Hall is 
the large room immediately over the initia fiitrance, looking out 

towards College Green, one of our handsomest 
The Jintrance A^d bttsiest Streets, with the Bank of Ireland, 
Hall, formerly the Parliament House, on the right : a 

ImUding which, in point of beauty» combined with 
originati^ of design, does not fear comparison with any structure 
in the world. The Entrance Hall was formerly known as the Natural 
History Museum; but about ten years ago the stuffed birds, beasts, 
and reptiles were removed to the Medical School or to the Geological 
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Museum, and since that time the room haj> been u-sed an Exami- 
nation-room, supplemental to the chief Halls when they are not 
laige enough fac the nutnbers of Candidates. This Hall, which 
measures 60 feet by 45, was handsom^y ftirniahed as a Dramng- 
room and Writing-room; and one of the gayest scenes presented 
at the festival was exhibited here^ as groups of ladies and gentlemen 
firom all parts of the world might be seen — some writing, others 
engaged in animated conversation, or gazing either on the academic 
throngs in the interior, or on the busy world outside in College Green. 
At the foot of the stairs below, a post-office was fitted up for the 
guests to receive their letters; and opposite to the post-office a room 
for interpreters. 

Three new rooms, of great ease and comfort to those urtio live in 
or frequent Trinity College, were, by a happy chance, just finished 
in time for the Tercentenary, and may, pechaps, be reckoned among 

the prqMtrations for the festival : the new Reading- 

Library room in the Library, and the Luncheon-room and 

and Common-room. Smoking-room attached to the Fellows' Common- 
room or Combination-room. 
The ortran in the Examination Hall was played on for tlie first 
time for many years, at the Tercentenary. Visitors to Trinity College 

are often told that this organ was taken from one 
JAff 9id OrgoH. of the ships of the Spanish Armada : if so, a remark- 
able saretna ietli indeed. The authentic account is 
that it was built in Holland for a church in Spain, but was takm from 
the Spaniards in Vigo Bay, 1762, and repaired and enlarged in 1765. 
It was presented to the College by the second Duke of Ormonde.* It 
was now again repaired. A new stop was added, and under the 
hands of Sir Robert Stewart the old organ played its part at the 
Commencements, in a manner not unworthy of the occasion. 
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The Honorary Degree of 1,T..D. was conferred on Alderman Joseph 
Michael Meade, Lord Mayor of Dublin, on Shrox r I'lu'sd.iy, the ist of 

March, the elcKiuent and accomplished Bishop of 

TAe Lord Mayvr l^erry, the Right Rev. William Alexander, being 

made an LLJ>, the only Other Tecipient of the honour on that day. 

The conferring of this d^^ree on the Lord Mayor 
at this date was plainly meant as an attempt to unite all classes. 
City and University, town and gown, in ofiering- a combined 
harmonious welcome to the guests at the Tercentenary. The Uni- 
versity and City, as represented by the Corporation, have long 
diffiTC'd widely in politics ; but not only was the occasion one at which 
political cliiffrenrcs were willingly forgotten, but Mr. Alcade had shown 
that, wliile a determined Nationalist, he maintained a loyal homage to 
her Majesty ; the toast of the Sovereign's health was duly honoured at 
lus banquets ; and the University was glad to have the opportunity of 
showing that it could respect die views of a loyal antagonist in politics. 
The brief oration oi the Public Orator introducing the Lord Mayor to 
the Senate!, was an attempt to ea^Mress the sentiments which prompted 
the conferring the degree, and may not be out of place in th^ records.

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The Corporation of the City of Dublin were not backward in 
acknowledging the compliment which the University had paitl to 
the Lord Mnyor, and they gracefully responded to the confcrrin)^^ 
of the <ieyree by oifering the Ilonorarv Frccddin of the Citv to the 
Provohi. i lie latter in his turn accepted tlie protftn d honour , and 
the Freedom was conferred on him on the 30th of June at a special 
meeting of the Coiporation in the City Hall, attended with much 
iektL The following account is taken, for tiie most part, from the 
Daify Express of July 1, 1892 : —

Alderman Meade, LL.D., the Lord Mayor, presided, and, addressing 
the Provost, said- 
it devolves os me now, in conformity with a unanimous vote of this Council, to 

present you with the Honorar)' Fn i dom of this ancient and famous city. I do so with 
feelings of pleasure, which are shared to the full by my brother members of the Town 
Council, and in which I am suie the citizens at large will sympathise. We aie awaie 
of the lustre you have reflected on our city and our ( ountry. Abstruse and remote 
from the common llmu^li: ^ of men a*; are the prohli^ms with wbirfi you liavc to jifr.ipple, 
and the sciences which you have so amply enlarged, we can all appreciate the splendour 
and rarity of the mental gifts which have qualified you for these achievements, and the 
importanc . uf ilu> labours to which your life has been devoted. We know that a yreal 
scholar and thinker is as well worthy of public honour as a great soldier, or statesman, 
or poet, or a great meclumcal inventor. In each and all of these classes of men — 
practical and speculative*-! reland bss been rich; andasloag as she produces such 
men. Irishmen will be proud of their countn-, ,ind rl.-iim for her a high intcMt cu;n! place 
among the nations of the earth. In tendering you our Honorary Freedom, it is our desire 
to associate you in our thoughts with the illustrious univetsi^ over which yon so 
worthily preside. We know liow many men of maifc that noble institotion has produced,

and continues to produce ; and we rejoice at the evidence which next week will furnish 
of the high o^nioa it has won from the most competent jiMigea ia evety countiy where 

intellectual eminence is held in honour. In felicitating you on the h.appy completion 
of the 'i'«:rct;ntcnary of I rinity College, the harbinger, 1 hope, of a future still more 
prosperous and fruitful, I cannot fail to remember that the ftiendship between your 
College and this Corporation is not a thing of yesterday. Three hundred years ago 
the Mayor and Burgesses of this Corporation presented to your University the ground 
on which it stands. That ground was then a suburb— the words, 'Juxta DubUnum' 
Sgute in your original chatter, and Temained for a long time a true deccription ; but the 
ritv hns flung around yoii her hospitable arms, and converted your outlying acres into 
a site whichj for extent and coDvenieoce, is not equalled by any university site in the 
populous cities of Europe. That ground is now fiitniafaed with stately and commodious 
buildings, in which every department of education is fidy housed. But the surest and 
saf« -,t ground on which the I'niversity stand-; is the respect and esteem of her 
country ; and more splendid and permanent than buildings made with hands are the 
intelleotoal trophies raised by her sons. Of those trophies we aiiall hear next weelc 
from your Kti^lish, American, and foreign visitor-,. Of yuur own contributions to them, 
1 can only repeat the well^itnown verdict of the learned world, that they are signal and 
conspicuous, that in those recondite subjects on which you were engaged, your 
researches have rendered obsolete the works of your predecessors, pioneered the way 
into untravelled ri-^ions, aru! lit many .') Inmp at which othrr miTt, not in themselves 
inconsiderable, have kmdled their secondary torches. 1 cannot conclude, sir, without 
gtatefidly adverting to the honour conferred on me as head of this Corporation by your 
University in rniiiniuL,' lui- on tlic list of Irt Honorary Graduates. Anumg the favours 
bestowed on me during my life — and they were far beyond my deserts — there is none 
that has touched me more deeply tiian this. I take it as a proof of the good will on the 
part of your University (o the city of which I am Chief Magistrate. That good will, 
sir, is reciprocated by this Corporation, as this cert-"mony, which i^; much mnre than a 
ceremony, attests. It gratifies, I think, any well disposed Irishman — every Irishman 
who is loyal to bis country— to find that strong sympathy connects the Corporation 
uliii h represents this capital with the University which represents so large a portion of 
Ireland's intellect. May the political questions that so often keep us apart have no 
power to abate our mutual respect and our wishes for each other's usefulness, prosperity, 
and fame. May the two Corporations, that of DnbOn and that of Tiioi^ Colle^, be 
.ihvays able, as they are to-day. to stn tch out to one aiiothcT the right hand of fellow- 
ship across the brawling, turbid stream of politics. (Hear, bear.j That we arc able 
to do so at this sharp and tr}-ing criws of public albin is due in no small roeaauie to 
the oniversal appreciation by oar fellow-dtiieoa of your genius and your chaiacter. 

I havp jn"eat pleasure now in prc^entin;^ you with the certificate of youc Honorary 
freedom, and invite you to sign your name on this roll. (Applause.)

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CHAPTER V. 

FIRST DAY'S PROCEEDINGS : RECEPTION OF GUESTS BY THE PR0V08T— 
INAUGURAL SIRVICE IN ST. PATRICK'S CATHEDRAL— SERMON BY 
THE DEAN. 



HE weather was a subject of anxious concern to those 
interested in the festival. July is in Ireland a second 

April, and often bestows more tears than smilps 
upon us. It was no small relief thr-refore to find that 
the mornint,'- of the 4th opened f.iir, and that the 
glass foreboded nothing dire. There had been plenty 
of rain during the previous week. This was followed now by a cool- 
ness of the air and an absence of dust, and except for a few showers 
and a wind which was occasionally somewhat high, the weather during 
the four days of the festival was kind and favourable. 

A few guests arrived on Saturday and Sunday; but the great 
majority came on Monday, the 4th. Some came by the North Wall 
route up the LifFey ; but most selected the mail line to Kingstown. 
Those living at the next centenary will, no doubt, boast that they are 
better than their ancestors in most things; but it is very doubtful 
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whether they will, even iii a hundred years, have surpassed the 
splendid boats of the City of Dublin Steam Packet Company, A very 
gay scene was presented by the * Ireland' as she «teameil majestically 
into Kingstown Harbour on the afternoon of the 4tti of July, her 
decks thronged with our illustrious visitors. A deputation of tlie 
students in academic attire was waiting on the pier to receive them, 
and give them any Information which they might need before pro- 
ceeding to their various quarters. 

The first Item on the programme of the celebration was the reo^ 



time before that hour was very stirring and full of mcitement, and 
already gave promise of a brilliant and successful festival. A stream 
of flags hung from the Hall to the Campanile, and from the Campanile 
to the Chapel. A military band, that of the Sussex R^moit, was 
stationed in front of the Chapel, and performed a selection of munc, in 
which our guests recognized the national airs of their various countries. 
The visitors, as they thronged from the gate towards the Hall, were 
intently watched by crowds of students. The effect produced by ^e 
variety of the Academic costumes which filled the quadrangle may be 
easily imagined. Amid the robes of many colours the semi-military 
dress of the German student-delegates attracted special attention. The 
Provost stood just within the entrance of the Hall and received the 
GTuests, who were introduced by Dr. F>ernard, one of the Secretaries of 
the Committee. The reception hi'^ted nearly an hour, and immediately 
afterwards the procession to St. Patrick's Cathedral was formed. A 
number of little girls, decked in white and l)lue, presented earh of 
the delegates, as they isi»u«d from the gate, with a small nosegay of 
tiowers.

The band of the Sussoc Regiment preceded ; the band of the Corn- 
wall Regiment closed the procession. The route taken was by Grafton- 
street, St. Stephen's Green West, York-atreet, and Btahop»street, to the 
Cathedral. Traffic by vehicles had been suspended alonpf the route 
by order of the Commissioner of the Police. It is estimated that 
there were about 1200 persons in the procession. It was watched by 
thousands of spectators, who greeted it with the most enthusiastic 
cheers and exprcs-sions of welcome, and who ga^ed with wonder at the 
quaint and various robes of those whom the four corners of the world 
had sent to do honour to the Universi^« No niilitaiy review could 
show such striking uniforms as this procession of the learned, however 
much the former might excel in regularity of march. 

The procession reached the Cathedral a few minutes after half-past 
eleven, the time fixed in the programme. It was 
^""sJZZl!!^ awaited by a large congregation, which completely 
Si.Fafrick'sQitkeiral.^^'^V'^'^ seats which were not set aside 

for those taking part in the procession, for whom 
the nave and centro aisle had been reserved. The chancel was sft 
apart for the Prelates, the Cathedral Cleriry. and members of the Ch(jir. 
The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, the Earl of Zetland, K.P., wearing the 
collar and star of the Order of St. Patrick, was in the Viceregal pew. 
Those of the general public who had tickets of admission were in the 
transepts and side aisles. Sir Robert Stewart, Mus. Doc., and Mr. 
C. G. Mardiant, Mw». Bac, who were over the music, presided at 
intervals at the organ. After the delegates had been conducted to 
their appointed seats, the Cathedral procession moved up the central 
aisle, the Choir singing as a processional hymn the Scottish version 
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of the Hundredth Psalm, ' All people that on earth do dwell.' The 
cflFcct was very solemn and moving. All present were impressed by 
the pfrandeur of the scene. It was now apparent that the festival was 
going to be successful beyond the hopes even of those who had toiled 
hardest in preparing for it, one of whom assured Uie editor that, as 
he {razed on the Cathedral crowded with illustrious men, and realized 
that the labours of himself and his colleagues were at last going to 
be rewarded, he found it impossible to listen to the stately hymn 
without emotion. Following the Choir came the Minor Canons, the 
Rev. C. W. Fleury, M.A,, and the Rev. 1". W. Mprvyn, m.a. ; the 
Treasurer's Vicar, the Rev. R. G ^^. Welister ; tlie Succentor, the 
Rev. T. E. Winder, and the Dean's Vicar, the Rev. Sterling Tomlin- 
son, M.A. The members of the Chapter present were— The Very Rev. 
H. H. Dickinson, D.D., Precentor ; the Archdeacon of Dublin, the 
Arehdeacon of Cork, the Rev. J. W. Stubbs, S.F.T.C.D., Treasurer, 
and the following Canons : the Rev. Thomas Twigg, K.A. ; the Rev. 
William B. Armstrong, M.A. { the Rev* Alexander Leeper, o.D« ; the 
Rev. R. T. Smith, D.D. ; the Rev. Ralph Sadlier, d.d. j the Rev. 
Thomas Lucas Scott, B.D. ; the Rev. Joseph F. Peacocke, D.D. ; the 
Rev. C. T. Ovenden, D.D. ; and the Rev. Georg-e Tottenham, M..\. 
Next followed the i>ishop>, of Down, Tuam, Cloirher, Kilmore, Ossory, 
Cork, Linit-r'u k, arid Muath ; then the Arelil)isho]) (-f Dulilin with his 
Chaplain, the Rev. R. .Scriven, m.a. ; and then the Archbishop of 
Armagh, with his Chaplain, the Rev. J. B. Crozier, D.D. The Very 
Rev. Henry Jdlett, the Dean, attended by his Verger, closed the 
procession. 

The choir and clergy having taken their places, the hymn, * O God, 
our help in ages past,' was sung, after which the Lord's Prayer was 
intoned by the choir. The opening sentences and respon.ses having 
been intoned, two special Psalms were sung (144th anil 145111)- 1 he 
Archbishop of Dublin read the I-esson (Proverbs viii.), after which 
the Te Dcum was sung, according to Sir Robert P. Stewart's setting, 
in E flat. 
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The Rev. Sterling Touunson, the Dean's Vicar» intoned the 
concluding prayers, which included the following collect, which is 
contained, among 'Prayers for the Use of Trinity College near Dublin/ 
in an Irish Prayer Book printed in the year A.D. 1721 

O Lord God, th« Resuncction and Life of them that believe, Who art always to be 

praised both in the Living and in the Dead, we ^ve Thee thanks for the Most Serene 
Princess Elizabeth, our Most Illustrious Foundress ; for KinjL^ James and KiogCharleSi 
our Most Munificent Benefactors ; and for our prc!>cnt Sovereign, our Most Gracious 
ConsenatM and Benefactor ; for the Right HoDOuxable the Lord Mayor, together with 
his brethren the Aldrrmf n. and the whole Assembly of rhr Citizens of Dublin, and all 
uther Benefactors, through whose Bounty wc arc maintained for the Exercise of Piety 
and Increase of Learning ; humbly beseeching Thee to bless them, their Successora 
and Posterity, both with Temporal and Eternal rewards, and grant that we, employing 
these gifts to Thy Glory, may at length with fhi m be brought to the £veflastiDg (jloiy 
of the Kcburrcctiun, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Very Rev. Henry Jellett, Dean oj St Patrick' Sy preached the 
Sermon. He took as his text— 

PSALUS» UUII. 7 : 

Because Thou hast been my help, thcri/urc in tkt shadow of 

Thy wings xcill / rejoice. 

The Psalmist had been looklr.L,' bark upon the fvi-nts ftf his past lifL. With thai 
retrospect before him, he looks onwards into the future. What shall its complexion be ? 
The past had not been without its troubles and dangers, but God had been his help. 
The future miL^ht be — probably would be no less }rrn:bled. but the sheltering wiiii,— 
the Almighty Father were stretched over him, and under their shadow he would bu 
safe, nay, more than safe, be would be joyfiil. I have taken diese words of the Psalmist 
as the motto of my address to you to-day, because the state of mind which they describe 
as beini; tlial cf the Psalmist ought t*' be thi- sta!.' nf our mind-; as wt- 'iMok hack upon 
the past joo years of our University, and look forward mto its unknown future. There 
will be other thnes and places in the coming week to tell of the triuniphs of the 
University and the great men whom she has sent out into the world, but for this one 
hour we would look back upon the past, no! to see the traces of human footsteps, but of 
the workmg of llim whose footsteps are nut known ; nut tu boast of what man has done 
or will do, but to lift our eyes to Him, and say, ' Because Thou hast been my help, 
therefore in the shadow of Thy wings will I rejoice.*

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This is not the first time that a procession of members of the University of Dublin 
has eotered within tlie walls of St. Patrick's Cathedral. In the early days <rf its 

existence, before it posscsse 1 its prcsi-nt spacious halls, it was hero that on special 
occasions its Commencements were held and its Degrees conferred. Whether this was 
done merely for the sake of tlic larger space afforded by the Cathedra], or whether 
there was supposed to be some connexion between it and the University, is not certain. 
It would not have been slrnn:,'^! if the l.ittcr hnci been the true reason, for St. Patrick's 
was the seat of the tirst University establislied in Ireland. Nearly three hundred years 
before Elizabeth founded the present University of Dublin, Alexander de Birknor. 
Archbishop of Dublin, obtained, in th.r m-.u h-'". p( rmi;.sion from the Pope to revive 
a scheme which his predecessor had sanctioned t<>r ihr rsi.ihlishment of a University 
in Dublin. A Univer&ity was in consequence established here at St. Patrick's. The 
Dean was appointed its first Chancellor, and within the walls of the Church, which 
then stood where this Cathedral now stands, its Decrees were conferred. I have little 
doubt that it is a surprise to many persons to hear that Ireland could boast of a 
University early In the fourteenth century. They probably imagine that tretand could 
not have any need of a University or any students to avail themselves of its benefits at 
such an early period. The fnct is, however, that if a country's iioi d of or rii^-^ht to a 
University is to be determined by the number and efficiency of its schools and colleges, 
no country in Europe could claim one earlier than Ireland, fiede has told us that, in 
the middle of the seventh centurj', ' numbers of the Anglo-Saxuns of all ranks resorted 
to Ireland for instruction'; and though it may seem strange that this remote island 
should have then surpassed, in the excellence of its schools of learning, nations which 
afterwards were so superior to it in civilization and culture, yet of the fisct there can 
be no doubt. f(s schools were filled with eager pupils, not only U<m\ Kngland, but from 
all parts of Europe, and we can with difficulty accept the accounts which have come 
down to us both of the members of the schools and colleges then existing^ in Ireland, 
and of the number of students who attended (hem. The invasion of the Danes in the 
ninth cenfiirv «CTtforf^fl m:inv fif students of these colleges, but Irrl.ind ret.iined her 
literary reputation down to the twelfth century, though it gradually ceased to attract 
students from other countries. The establishment of De Bicknor*s University failed to 
revive the old national zeal for learning, which had greatly died, and though it main- 
tained its existence for considerably more than a ccntur}', it came to an end, as did also 
another University which was esublishcd at Drugheda in 1465. In the early years of 
Elizabeth's reign, several attempts were made to restore the University at St. Patrick's, 
w!thfn:t s'.KTfs-;. and finally a propos.il was m.-idc to .nppropri.Ttf the riA-enur-'; of St. 
Patrick's to the endowment of two Universities in Dublin. This proposal was defeated 
by the zealous onMsition of the then Archbishop of Dublin-^Arehbishop Loftus-^bo 
afterwards manifested equal energy in the establishment of the present University, and 
became the first I\ovo"^t. Tlirni.L;!! I;;-* mv.trts, a peiiti"n w.i-i prt>MMitr.'! to Otjccn 
Elizabeth for lier Royal Charter to found a University ; and on the i jih of March, 159^, 
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the first stone of the buildinsr was laid; and on the gtb of January. 159}, the first 

students were received. The Charter of Elizabeth incorporated the CoIIepe of the Holy 
and Undivided Trini^ as the ' Mother of a University,' and j^anted it the right to 

t onfcr Degrees. 

I cannot follow the history of the University iwnag the struggles of the first 

centurv nf its exi'-^tcr.ci". In "ts rartv ynuth it h.id tn ronrrnd wrth Tn.~inv difficulties, 
in addition to those arising from its meagre endowment, some resulting from defects 
in its original constitutton. some from internal disputes, and some from the frequently 
disturbed state of the country; but, by degrees, it triumphed over them, and Ihoujch 
in the strujfgles of the jjreaf rebellion it w.is rerhu to a very low condition both 
of property and discipline, and the Revolution witnessed the desecration of the chapel, 
and the GOnversion of tiie College buildings partly into a barrack fof James's troops, 
.ind partly into a prison for some of tlic IVolestant citizens of Dublin, yi t the centenan,- 
commemoration in 1693, though of a much less imposing character than that which 
now commemorates its tcrrt'ntenary, w»s sufficient to show that peace and order 
once more reigned withm thi I ':iiv< rsii\ . There wcre many good and great men 
(•nnnrrti il with the University duinu: th.it first century of its existence — men such 
as I'ssher, and Bedell, and Taylor— who did not suffer its salt to wholly lose its 
savour, and who, strong in reliance upon Divine help, never despaired of the success 
of the University, and never ceased to labour to secure it. And thus, from the small 
grain of seed sown in 1593. has grown a noble tree, the glorious University of to-day. 
In its chequered course it has seen the rise and fall of many institutions. It has 
witnessed the disappointment of many hopes, and the failure of many plans, cherished 

hv men who thniiL.'^ht thtn' '-.uv in thorn the mr.in». of tho n i^i'nrrrifion of their country'. 
Thriving institutions have flourished for a time, and have perished, or been ruthlessly 
destroyed. Political organizations have risen and passed away^he very Church 
Hstablishment itself, tO Support and strengthen which was one of the main objects 
of if > fo-.irul itioii, h.i<; reasfd to - ; but the University "f fiilirin, with Trinity 
College, its mother, has n-mamed— the one thing of which English jealousy in the 
past never cared to deprive us ; the one thing on whidi Irish patriotism, however 
mistaken on other points, never ventured to lay destroyinir hnnds ; the one thing 
which, up to this, no English Minister, however pressed by the exigencies of party 
strife, has succeeded in despoiling. 

There was one feature in the constitution of the University which it is hard to 
nccoimt for, when we consider the time at \\hi( h th.it i ■ nstitution was framed. 
Founded, as the University was, before the passions excited by the Kcfonnation had 
subsided, tt would not have been strange if all had been excluded from a share in 
its benefits who refused to .subscribe to tli. Articles of the Reformed Church. But 
no such subscription was demanded at matriculation. Attendance at College Chapel 
was, indeed, required of all students by the statutes, but the authorities often 
connived at the neglect <tf this duty by Roman Catholics and Nonconformists ; and 
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it not unfrcqucntly happened that students of both these classes were to be found in 
the University, tbou^ the privilege of obtaiaing degrees was not granted to Roman 
Catholics till the year 1793; and thus, though durinjf the three hundred years since the 
University was founded, Ireland has been too often the scene of bitter stiifc strife 
of races and religions and parties — there has ever been one spot where all who met 
could meet as brothers— whete the Saxon could clasp the hand of the Celt, and the 
rhiirrhmin and Nonconformist and Roman Caiholir rfn;ld fr.rg-f t th- ir fHfTerences. 
In the halls and courts of Trinity all met as children of the same Alma Mater, 
brathers, if in nothing else beside, at least in this, that all were animated with the 
same love for her, and all desired to sit as learners at her feet. 

P.Tseinjjf from the history of {he- ITniversity during the first two rpntiiric; of its 
existence. I must say something 01 some of the changes which have taken place during 
the last century. I refer to those changes which have been made in the direction of 
the removal of religious disabilities. It is ju^t one hundred years since the repeal 
of the surute which bad prevented Roman Catholics from taking degrees, and now 
every office in the University and in Trinity College, except those held liy the 
Theological Professors and their assistants, is open to them, and to all Others, no 
matter what may be fhc forrti nf tlu-ir b.'li.-f. As thf ]Mi>]).^s.i1 thus to open the Collf iff 
and University to all came from the heads of 1 rinily College itself, I ought, perhaps, 
to say something upon the subject. For it may naturally be said to me— Why have 
you received and welcomed within tin >i- sacred courts the heads of a secularized 
University? Why have you invited them to join in R-peating the ol(! trted i» whirh 
the University as such no longer retains any beUef ? I have no dirticuity in answering 
questions such as these. When it is said tliat this College and University have 
tucri • si'f ul.irizi^d,' it is suppii-^fd hy manv that they have broken not mrrely with 
the Church but with Christianity itself. But this is not the case. Trinity College 
has not Ceased to be a reiigloas institution. It still has, as of old, its Catechetical 
Lectures and Exami-i.uioiis for the junior students who are members of the Church 
of Ireland It still has its Divinity School for cnnrltdatcs for the ministn,-. It still 
has, each morning and evening, the same ser\'ice as of old in the chapel where 
former generations worshipped. What means this service here to^ay ? Why is a 
week of festive joy inaugurated with a ser\ice of praise ? Why have the venerable 
heads of the University asked us to sing them the songs of Sion, and to raise to heaven 
the glorious Te Dtum ? There is but one answer to these questions. The University 
has to the utmost conceded everything that could be demanded of her in the name 
of iii<;ticf and toleration, but shr Ht; not d:vr';toii herself of her Christian ch.Tr.-irfcr. 
nor broken the union which existed between her and this Church. We cannot, 
perhaps, look fbiwatd into the future without the dread that the breach which, to 
some extent, exists already in kindred institutions between modem cullur. and 
Christianity may become wider and iTiore pvtf^ndt^d. We rar.nut, pe rhaps, wholly 
banish the thought that, should the close of another century hnd this University 
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still flourishinff, its fourth centenarj' may be commemorated without any service of 
pra\-cr and praise ; but let us, at least, be thankfiil for the past, and juyful in the 
present. Grid has been our help, and in the shadow of His wings we can still rejoioe. 
And if it should be His ivill \h.\\. in tlu- finti strui^gle between truth and error, truth 
should go into tlie battle stripped of the armour which we had thought so needful 
for ber defence, let xu not fear for the result. The issue of the contest is not uncertain. 
How \ox\f^ that contest may continue we know not, but we do know that truth shall 
triumph in the end. 

I address many who are strangers to Ireland— to whom it is practically an unknown 
country, or known only as a cooatiy whh:h baa pr^ented a problem wbidt one states* 

man after anofht-r h:i<5 in vain endeavoured to solve. 1 am sure that (o them the 
proceedings of this week will bo a revelation. They will reveal to them a University 
very different from that which they expected to find liere-^very different from that 
of which they had formed an idea derived perhaps only from the slightinj^ terms 
in whii !i th( \» may have henril it -,pi'k( ii <>f Lv persons who know nothinjj of its lif,- 
and work. Of that life and work it is not my province to speak. It is not mine 
to rehearse the names which adorn the roll of her students and tender illustriotw the 
list of Provosts and Fellows and Professors who i- loft, or are leavinj^. the marks 
of their footsteps on the various paths of human learning. It is sufficient for me to 
say. that the 300 years which have passed over the UniveTslty have left upon its 
brow no nuufcstf fallings strength, and that at no period of its existence did it give 
more prr.ofs of intpllrTfun! vicfotir thnn it dnrc; at the present. If danjjcr thrcTtens, 
it is from without, and not from within — from external violence, and not from internal 
decay. Every true friend of Ireland who is not blinded by party feeling' and a desire 
to win a party victor)' at any price must be conscious of this, that if there is in the 
1.iTid any institution in whi( li atl alikr nuiy f< c l national pride, thnt ins titution is the 
University of Dublin, and that to weaken its efficiency by crippiinj; its resources 
would be to inflict upon Ireland a grievous huirt without any compensating advantage, 
whit-' tn afti-r its constitution and deliver it up bound into the hands of some who 
claim a right to the ei\joyment of its prestige would be to mock them by offerin;^ 
them that which could not be transferred to them, and which, even if it could, they 
are not in a position to maintain. What shall be our prayer to-day for the University 
which -=0 many i f u- love, which so many more will now learn — if it fur the first 
time — to admire and respect ? Shall it be that her name may be known more and 
more as the mother of many whose names shall be written in the book of Fame ? 
Shall it be that her sons who shall po forth Tr >ni 1. '^ ^hall , vi r tarry with them a 
fond memor}' of the days they spent within her walls, and ever retain the enthusiasm 
far her which then filled their youthful hearts } Yes, surely, all this, but something 
more beside. Shall we not also pray— <ind may God in his mercy hear n»— that she 
shall ever be blessed with the Divine help, and ever lejoke in the shadow of the 
Almighty wings. 
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After the sermon the anthem * I beheld and lo ! a great muliiiude,' 
composed by Blow, was performed ; the same anthem whicH liftd been 
performed at the celebration of the centenary during the lifetime 
of the compose^ on the 9tb of January, 169! . The four solo singers 
were: Mr. John Hemsley {aUo)^ Mr. W. S. North (Amor), Mr. Thomas 
Marchant (ArrrVioyw^), and Mr. Grattan Kelly [deep bass), Affcer this 
anthem the Hallelujah chorus iirom Handel's Messiah was sung, and 
the service ended. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

FIRST day's proceedings CONTINUED : GARDEN PARTY AT TRINITY 
COLLEGE — CRICKP:T MATCH WITH CAMBRIDGE— DINNER AT TRINITY 
COLLEGE— CHORAL SOCIETY'S CONCERT — THE TERCENTENARY ODE 
— BALL AT THE MANSION HOUSE. 



FTER the conclusion of the Service at St. Patrick's, 
which terminated about one o'clock, the congrega- 
iiDii dispersed throughout the city without the order 
of a procession. The next item in the Programme 
was the Garden Party at Trinity College, which 
began at four o'clock. To this a very large number 
of guests had been invited to meet our illustrious visitors, and pro- 
bably not less than ten thousand persons were actually present. The 
Fellows' Garden was not large enough to hold so vast a number 
without overcrowding, and the whole grounds of the College were 
made use of to accommodate the throng. Large marquees for refresh- 
ment and shelter had been erected in the Fellows' Garden. Flags 
fluttered from the windovv.s of the Library, and from the principal 
buildings. The halls, the Library, and Chapel were thrown open, 
and were visited by a continuous .stream of spectators. The Library, 
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especially, was thronged, and the famous Book of Kclls was of course 
the chief centre of attraction. Dr. Abbott, F.T.C.D., tlie Librarian, and 
hilt aasistanta, wer« most kind and attentive in showing the chief 
treasures of the Library. A large number of guests made their way 
to the College Park, where, for the first time in history, the cricketing 
Elevens of the Universities of Cambridge and Dublin were contending 
together. In the Fellows' Garden the Members of the University 
Choral Society, with Sir Robert Stewart as their conductor, performed 
a selection of vocal music which was listened to by <i larg'e audience. 
Besides this vocal concert, the bands of the it^tli (Trince of Wales' 
Own) Royal Hussars and of the Royal Irish Constabulary performed 
selections of music. 

Shortly after five o'clock, the visitors began to flock towards the old 
mulberry tree in the Provosl'.s Garden, where the ceremony of planting 
a new mulberry tree to Cummemorate the event of the Tercentenary 
was to take place. The old tree is said to surpass the College itself 
in antiquity. The ceremonial was dignified by the preseiK» of 
the Earl of Zetland, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and the Countess 
of Zetland, with whom were many illustrious visitors, including the 
Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, the Earl of Ross^ K.P., Viscount and 
"Viscountess Wolseley, Lord Edward Cecil, and others. The new 
mulberry tree having been placed in its position, Dr. Haughton, 
S.F.T.C.D., addressed a few appropriate words to the asseinbly, in 
which he compared the University to the niulljcrry, which requireil, 
as well as sunshine and fair weather, the snows and winds of winter 
to caubc it to strike its roots deep into the earth. ' Dublin University,' 
he said, 'has had iti> years of adversity, but it has survived them. 
We have met with some indifference, too, but have survived that 
likewise. We have had evil times in Trinity College, when it re- 
quired even more than the wisdom of Dr. Salmon to guide it through 
its difficulties; but we know that our Provost's wisdom is sufficient 
for our purpose to-day.' 
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Then the Members of the Choral Society chaunted a Latin Sapphic 
Ode, written for the occasion by Professor Tyrrell. It is as follows: —

After dinner grace was chanted, and the Chairman proposed the 
health of Her Majesty the Queen. The toast was enthusiastically 
received, and the National Anthem was sung. 

i he Rev. J. P. Mahaffy, f.t.c.d., who was received with applause, 
then said — 

Mr. Vico-Pruvo&t, my lords and gentlemen, 1 rise to propose a toast which we 
shall give every night during the feast; for even so we camot exhaust it, nor satisfy 
ourselves with repetition. I give the Universities of the woitd (applause), and 
to-night more especially those of Continental Europe, as perhaps tin; must famous 
of all these famous scats ot learning ; and 1 am glad, sir, that it falls to my lot 
to be the first to speak on this great topic, and to select among these great 
coiponitloas those to idiom I for one feel veiy special obligations. 1 adopt one 
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great principle — the geographical, which gives me a great longitudinal zone of 
nations all famous in the hittoiy of intellect; and so I now join with my grand toast 
four nations whom we all respect and revere — Holland, Germany, Austria, and Italy 
(applause). The problem of fixinq* the nrdiT in which we rail upon the various 
Universities of the world would indeed be one beyond my power, were it not that 
the ancient Phoenicians and Greeks, my daily friends, had long ago solved it, by 
establishing with rude impartiality a rule which overrides all questions of antiquity 
or dignity with a sort of stem tiUalism . They fixed the order of the letters of the alpha- 
bet, and by this rule we decide many questions of priority and of etiquette which 
might otherwise be grave questions of diplomacy. Shall I spealc to you of Anstria, 

that ![,'rt>nt composite Empire, which has spread its culttim fivrr mnny divrrsr and 
brilliant nationalities, turbulent in their youth, and throbbing with the wine of vigorous 
UCb ? Shall I speak to you of Germany, who, coming late into the field, when other 
nations had already gained a foremost place, has forced hor way to the front, and 
now holds her own in ihe vmn of the civilised world ? And then there is Holland, 
in whose little body iht^re beats a great heart — the home of enterprise, not only 
commercial, but literary^^e land of spiritual liberty, when her neighbours still 
q-ropcd in the i^'lrnim of biLTolry and fanaticism. Lntest in the alphabet comes Italy, 
the fir^t in development — Italy, that lit again from the ashes of the past the 
bright Xvgixi of learning, and held aloft the torch to the rest of wondering Europe. 
I couple, then, wiili the tonst Professor Schipper, of Vienna; ProfesBor Knapp, of 
Strasbur;^; ProfeSM'r Oorf, of LL)iI< n; and I'rofessor Cri nion i , of Rome; nnd if I have 
a stronger feeling for any one of the great seats of learning which each of them repre- 
sents, it most naturally be for Leyden, where I was the honoured guest of the University 
at their ti rrentenary festival 17 years ago, a fact which has made me tremble for 
the last many montha, when 1 thought of the impossibility of our rivalling the splendour 
of their hospitality. I ask tliem to respond in any language they may prefer, assured 
as 1 am that their utterances, however motley in sound, will be no Babel of confusion, 
but a Pentern^t of mnnv tnnu^nr^ moved by the same spirit. .'\nd though 1 dare 
not call this inspiration divine : is it not the highest and holiest of mortal feelings — 
the feeling of honest joy at the success of others, of respect for their work of brotherly 
kindness towards us as meniln rs of that one threat family of men of letters and 
learning, which tends to make human nature larger, and loftier, and purer throughout 
the world ? (applause.) 

Prof«$sor Schipper, of Vienna, said— 

Havini; been invited to say a few words, in response to Professor Mahafly*s eloquent 

speech, on hehnlf of the lJntverst1\- ipf N'icnn.i, which I hnvc the honnnr tf> represent, I 
cannt^ help saying, first, that I regret very much that there are only so few members of 
our UniveiMQr. and none of the other Austrian l?nivefsitics present here. J should have 
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wished to see one of our fotnous professori of medicine likewise present, and speak in 

m\ p!ari- fi.r our country; let me say uur s^'^reaf surt.'-fnn. Professor T?illrf)tli, nr Professor 
Hcring, of Prague, or Professor Schuchardt, of Graz, the wcll-kao«-n Kotnance and 
Celttc achotar. As it is, this distinguished assembly has to be satisfied with a few 
words from the Professor of English Philology in the Univeraty of Vienna, who has 
been splrrtcfl, Vif h,T? no doubt, to undertake thf rhnr^'^e of roprpscntincj that ancient 
seat of learning simply on account of the branch of study he has the honour of teaching 
there. Nevettheless, let me say that I gladly accepted the cordial invitation extended to 
me, as I havebt t n a life-long admirer of this illustrious Empire and its widely-spread 
lanpoape, whirli, unduubtcdly, is fast claiming the position of the universal means of 
communication througliout the world. A teacher of this language who, after having 
instructed his popils in the diUbrent forms and epochs of the English language and 
literature, wishes t<> iiitrudcjrr them to a knouledei- of what is best in its modern 
literature, is compelled from the very riches of that literature to make a selection of 
what is roost characteristic. In making such a choice he veiy soon &lls upon two 
names prc-cmineruh ilearto English and Continental students as well— 4he names of 

Oliver roldsmith an^i Thomas Moore. Brtth thrw poets are as wfll known on the 
Continent as Shakspere and Milton, and both have exercised a deep intiuence on its 
literature, especially that of Germany. Nobody requires to be reminded of the effect 
produced on the young Goethe by his reading the ' Vicar of Wakefield,' and how 
interwoven it is with the 'Idyll of Scscnheim.' But Moore has also bis assured place 
to the hearts of all lovers of melody and poeti>', especially in music-loving Austria and 
Geimany. It is well known that * Paradise and the FM' makes the round of the world 
in Schumann's setting of Moore's text, and the Irish melodies have entered a new k'ase 
of popularity by the eOorts of my old friend Kissncr, Professor of English and Romance 
Philology, in KOnigsbetg. These two names— Goldsmith and Moore-^ll abundantly 
secure for all time the admiration and love of the whole German-speaking race, and will 
keep green forever the memorv of the^ Green Isle (applause.) Puets, it is tnie, are 
not as a rule the representatives of learning, but they are the liower of it ; therefore, in 
recalling the memory of these wof1d>renowned Irish poets, I trust I have done honour 
to this Irish seat of learning as well. M.iy 1 offer, in conclusiun, the sincerest con- 
gratulations of our country and its Universities on this occasion (applause.) 

Professor Kkapp, of Strasbur^» said^ 

Gentlemen, taking the libei^ to address you in English, I beg yov to listen more to 

the sense of my short speedl than to the problematic character of my pronunciation 
I uiyhter.) In the centre of GerTnan\ , in the stnall town called Fulda, foreis,mers used 
to \isit the grave of St. Boniface, the missionar)' of Anglo-Saxon origin, who is celebrated 
as the great apostle of Germany, having converted my conntiymen to the Giristian Gdth. 
He was a great man indeed, and the Roman Catholic Church h«s many reasons to 
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honotur U$ memoty. But Ite was not the first to undertake this task. Thete «ew 

mission.-irlcs bcfori- him, Irss rDnncrtnl with thf intcr<*sts of the ]\tA\ sr.- ^■^( Roni<'. but 
of greater merit, perhaps, becau^^e they had to work on an unprcpan-d !ii>ii. rbeir 
names are not fdrgotten with us. I speak of St. Kilian and St. Columban, heroes of the 
Gospol, too, in Upper Germany. To them we owe our rntr.iiuf into tho spiritual world 
of civilized nations. And wlu in r did thry roTn<' ' Tlipy arrived fron^ Ireland. It is 
Ireland, of course, to which we arc indebted (or the first erection of the Cro^s. lhat is 
what evefy child in onr country knows. And what every child in Germany reads at the 
age of ten years is a book writtm l,v ati mtlinr uf Irish ftriK'in, a book Jfi^^K >uM>unt 
of Gulliver's travels through remote islands — (laujihti-r and applausr} itdnbited by 
giants and dwarfs, a book partially rendered enigmatic by alhisiuns to I'artUnH'ntarx 
parties and Princes of Wales of the eighteenth oentuiy, hut yrl a htwk of ever<livimr 
actuality as lon^ as men like to be nmnspd by safirisiM lili- Swift. It is wn-'r-M i« 
English, but it is inspired by the spirit of this island. (Applause.) Aiurthet Ui'k. 
one of your co\intr>'mcn is generally known in Germanyt ahhou^h you wilt not 6a«l it 
in the hands of our children, nor women either, but only in the library of le.uned mvn 
I allude to Sti rnc's ^^osp.il nf worldly ta-^tf, of liisrbi-sr ri-linement, wit. and huiiuHK 
It is an account of a travel, too, but a travel through a t ountry nut inhabited bv dwait» 
or giants, but by Frenchmen only. This traveller cannot be raniHI i»a\>ag the 
numerous class of idle travellers, or of inquisitive or spleneii» tr,i\elli T H tKis<. l> 
are altogether of such a different < ast from any of his forerunners ihut 1 nu^ht in<.i»t 
upon a whole niche entirely to himself— I mean Laurcnre Sterne, the ImHWjvitAbh^ 
author of the ' Sentiaental Journey through France and Italy.'

the human heart. (Applause.) 

Professor OORT, of Leyden, said-^ 

My lords and g^entlcmen, the mere fact of my rising from my chair in ouU-i to 
tender thanks on behalf of the delegates of the IJutch Universities may cwivmct; y%m 
how deeply I am impressed with the sincerity of your professions of welcome. ¥ott 
gentlemen, hanng never otteied two words of Ei^lish on any public occasion, 1 nnsl 
feel assured thnt you will cor.t . rL- the solecisms and bad pronunciation I must need:* 
be guilty of when I rise to address you. (Laughter.) if your reception was a mo»t 
hearty one, we, in our turn, approach you in a spirit of we11«meaning cordiality. Some 
weeks ago the Graphic published a large engravim:, w th inscriptions undenuath, 
representing five men of different n.ittonalit-cs who h.i>l t i climb a mountain somewhere 
in Japan. The Swiss, accustomc*d to climb mountams, progressed with giant strides, 
but. forcing his big pace, remained behind eihausted; the others toiled on until 
the liifihman gave in and stayed behind, so that his rivals weie scandalited at his 
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«luggishness, (Laughter.) So, od approaching Uic top the Englishman felt sure 
that his was the day. when, lo I he saw the Irishman standing on the suounit, lustily 
roaring 'Hurra for Ould Ireland!' (laughter and appiause.) At this moment 

I feel <;rong-lv romtnfled of this engraving, because it seems to me that the universitifs 
of different nations arc in somewhat the same position as those men. Not in all points 
the engraving tells the truth. The mock-lasineM imputed to the Irishman is as great 
a slander as the presumption of the Eng'lishman, who makes sure of the crown before he 
has it. Who will be more inclined to doubt the author's perspicacity than a Dutchman, 
whose nationality is quite forgotten ? And yet we, too, will concur. But the end of 
the slmy is a prophecy bearing on the international race fur the prize of loiowledge. 

Fortunately there is sotth^ difft»renre between scaling a mountain nnd ^rnlinp; tho 
Steep of knowledge, i^ch of us, indeed, tries to give to the world most, but we do 
so helping each other, free from any desire of outstripping others. We are rivals 
ignorant of jealousy. The more, gentlemen of this Dublin University, you exert 
yourselves to obtain th'j prize and the more «iicrf^^fiillv \m\ do Khf nmri' sliall 
we rejoice (applause), though, bi'licve me, we shall not make your work light when 
you tiy to edipse us, for we, too, put all our soul into the work. (Applause.) Meanwhile, 
thoo (la)s mav be devoted, not to study, b\it ti> plia-urable enjoyment. ^^V■ lirarlily 
rejoice in your happiness, and wish you all bail in your doings. (Applause.) 1 drink, 
gentkmcn of Dublin to your wel&re, and to tiie success of your Cesttvides. 



Professor Cremona, of Rome, also responded, and the proceedings 
terminated.

Francis Savage-Armslrong, Professor of English 
Literature in Queen's College, Cork, one of our most accomplished men 
of letters. The composer is Sir Robert Pre' cott Ste\\ art, whose fame as 
a musician is world-ui'fle. From such a cnttjuiiclion great things were 
expected, and expectation was fully satisBed. The performance took 
place in the Leinster Hall, the largest in the city, which had most 
generously been placed at the disposal of the University for the week 
of the festival by its proprietor Mr. Michael Gunn. Perhaps no event 
of the Tercentenary celebrations was looked forward to with keener 
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and more general public iiUerest than this. The best musicians in 
Dublin generously volunteered their services, and helped to swell the 
chorus and orchestm, which were further augmented by eminent 
singers and instnimentalists from England. The leading solo parts 
were entrusted to Mrs, Hutchinson ^epram), Mr. Barton M'Guckin 
(/bior), and Mr. Bispham {bariione] ; and Mr. J. C. Culwick played with 
great skill on an ancient spinet the air by Byrd, found in Queen Eliza- 
beth's Virginal Book» which had been ingeniously interwoven with the 
music. 

Long before eiglii o'clock, the appointed hour, the vast hall was 
thronged in every part except that reserved for the Provost and the 
specially invited guests. The latter assembled in the foyer of the 
building, and» on the Provost's arrival, they were formed into a kind of 
processional order, and advanced up the centre of the hall. As they 
entered the whole audience rose, and cheers were given iot the Provost, 
for the author of the Ode, and for the composer of Uie music. The 
Hall, which was beautifully decorated, and which was a perfect sea of 
colour owing" to the varipd tints of academic robes and ladies' dresses, 
must have contained about four thousand people. The orchestra 
numbered several hundreds. 

In accordance with custom the proceedings were preluded by the 
singing of the National Anthem, Mr. Barton M*Guckin leading. A 
loud roll upon the kettle^lrums and side and has» drums preceded the 
opening chorus of the Ode. The poem traces the history of learning in 
Ireland from its legendary dawn, through the early Christian period 
inaugurated by St. Patrick ('the herdsman-slave') and the Norman 
and succeeding eras, on to die present day ; makes allusion to the 
various attempts to found an University in Ireland ; dwells upon the 
splendours of the Elizabethan apfc, the birth-date of Trinity College ; 
celebrates the praises of great men whom the College has produced, 
the work accomplished by the Univer.sity, and ilie labours and triumphs 
of its alumni ; and concludes with an apostrophe to the University on 
its day of Jubilee, and an mhortation to continue the struggle of 
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intellect with fearless resolution and unconquerable hope. The music 
was remarkable for its fine choruses and its splendid orchestral colour- 
ing, for the rare .skill with which it overcame the difficulties presented 
by a subject so purely intdtectual, and for the woncterfiil fre^ness and 
fidelity with which it rmdered in another art the vafying shades of 
thought and feeling in the poem. Enthusiastic bursts of applause 
interrupted Ae performance time after time, and at tfie conchision the 
composer and the author received an ovaUon. 

After the performance, the Choral Society presented Sir Robert 
Stewart with a baton mounted in gold, as an expression of their admi- 
ration of his g^eat musical achievement, and as a memento of what was 
probably the most interesting and important event in the Society's 
history.

CHAPTER VII. 

SECOND day's proceedings— conferring ok honorary degrees 
—graduates' memorial— gardkn party at the vice-regal 
lodge. 



NE of the most interesting ceremonies which take 
place wlien Universities celebrate their birth-years 
is the conferring of Honorary Degrees upon distin- 
guished men. Of late years we have known many 
such festivals, among them the Tercentenaries of 
Leyden and Edinburgh, the five-hundredth anniver- 
sary of the foundation of the University of Heidelberg, and the 
eight-hundredth anniversary of the foundation of the University of 
Bologna. At all of these a greater or lesser number of Honorary' 
Degrees were bestowed on illustrious strangers. Following their 
example, the University of Dublin conferred Honorary Degrees upon 
.seventy-one gentlemen who were eminent in different departments of 
knowledge. 

What was the proper number of Honorary Degrees to be conferred 
was a subject of much discussion within the University. The initiation 
of the grace by which the names of recipients of Honorary Degrees are

Fecommended to the Senate rests entirely with the Provost and Senior 
Fellows. On this occasion this body endeavoured to ascertain the 

general opinion of the University by consulting the various Professors, 
and listened willingly to the views of those who held strong opinions 
on the subject. Antapfonistic views were held on the question. It 
was urged by some tliat the example of Leyden should be followed. 
Leyden had conferred only five Honorary Degrees at its threat 
festival. Anoliier party favoured the view tljat all the invited uuests 
and all the Delegates should reonve Honorary Degrees. The advocates 
of this view urged that inasmuch as all the Guests were specially 
invited on account of their eminent merit, and as it might be supposed 
that all the Delegates nominated by Universittes would be selected 
on the same grounds, the larger the number of such recipients 
the more would be extended the name and fame of the Univer^ty. 
The advocatt'S of the opposite view argued that a very large number 
of Degrees would tetid to lower tlie (jstiinatiou in which the Degree 
was held. In the end, a compromise was ef}V;cted intermediate between 
these opposing views, and seveiuy-oue were selected from the lists of 
invitations. The task of selection where all were worthy was very 
difficulty and many names were reserved for future Commencements 
which had as high a claim as any to the honour of a Tercentenary 
Degree.

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The scene in the Theatre, or Examination Hall, at the conferring 
of the TDegrees, was very striking and impressive. At the top of the dais 
two semicircles of seats were uccupietl by the Fellows and Trofessors. 
The University Caput, consisting of the Earl of Rosse, Chancellor, 
the Rev. George Salmon, Provost» and the Rev. J. W. Barlow, Senior 
Master Non* Regent, «at at the table. To their right stood Dr. 
Hanghton, the Senior Proctor, who called out the names of the 
recipients of the D^rees ; and opposite was Professor R. Y. Tyrrell, 
Regius Professor of Greek, who delivered the Latin oration on the 
orrasron. The front part of the body of the Hall was reserved for 
the Delegates from Universities and recipients of Honorary Degrees, 
Behind thcso sat the invited Guests. The lower part of the Hall was 
occupied by member.s of the Senate. The gallery, which was now 
fitted for the first time with permanent benches, aiTorded accommo- 
dation for about eighty ladies. Sir Robert Stewart presided at the 
organ, and played appropriate pieces during the intervals between 
the speeches. 

Dr. R. Y. TYRRELt, F.T.CJ>., Regius Professor of Greek, in the 
absence of Professor Palmer, Public Orator, who was unable to be 
present owing to the dangerous illness of two members of his family,

At the close of the ceremony of conferring the Degrees, the students 
assembled in the vacant space lying between the Examination Hall 
and the Dining Hall, and cheered the new Meml>ers of the University 
as fhey passed out of Mr. Miller's office, where they entered thdr 
names in the College Register. Mr. Henry Irvtng» Litt. D.» was 
chaired in triumph, amid a scene of great excitement, to the Dining 
Hall steps, where, in response to clamorous appeals for a speech, 
he said — 

It is an unspeakable delight to me to be here amongst you once 
again. It was you wlio first gave me the informal Degree sixteen 
years ago, which you have made a formal Degree to-day by electing 
me as a Member of your great University. I speak on behalf of all 
my brethren— on behalf of .all my fdlow-workers» when I say that 
they ftf^ very de^Iy the great and distinguished honour which you 
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have conferred upon one of their calling" to-day. I .sluill long' re- 
member this day, and I shall long remember you, and I hope to 
see you all again very soon. (Cheers.) My regret is that I am not 
able to stop with you until to-morrow night. Nothing coulii iiave 
given me greater delight than to remain with you, but my duties 
and engagements oblige me to go back to England. I am sure you 
will have very great success. You are very good actors. (Laughtra 
and cheers.) You have been studying and preparing with great 
pains for to-morrow night, and without study and preparation you 
cannot get on in the world. You young fellows know that. (Cheers 
and laughter ) You are acorns in the forest of learning — I am not 
now speaking of Botany Bay (laughter) — and as you advance in life 
it will be f(jr you to show what Irishmen can do. (Cheers.) 1 thank 
you all for the patient hearing you have given me, and I shall ever 
remember this day, and I shall ever remember you with gratitude 
and aflection. (Cheers.) 

During the preparations for the celebration of the Tercentenary, a 
project had been set on foot for marking the event by a permanent 

Memorial Building. This movement had taken 
Mtmarial Mteting chiefly among external Uraduates, and 

was neither encouraged nor discouraged by the 
authorities of the University, who felt that such a movement should 
be spontaneous. Dr. Maha% was, of all the Fellows, the one roost 
impressed by the importance of the question, and who most earnestly 
co-operated with those external Graduates who had talcen the chief 
part in starting the s^eme. A Committee had been fonned, and 
Treasurers had been appointed, and although it was doubtful, as it 
still is, what is the exact form which the Graduates' Memorial will 
ultimately assume, a considerable sum of money had been ^subscribed 
or promised for the project before the Tercentenary week.* A Meeting

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to further the proj>ct was held in the Examination Hall at 5 o'clock, 
and was lariJ-ely attended. The Farl of Ro?;??^, Chancellor of the 
University, was in the Chair ; and among those present was the 
venerable Primate. 

The Chairman introduced the subject in the following- words \^ 

The object of this meeting is to report progress as to the efforts liiat have been made 
to laice funds towards the Giraduates' Memorial. Dr. Maha% will make a brief state» 
ment as to what has been doiu^ up to the present time. On the occasion of the previous 
mpetinp at which I presided ;i full rxplanntion wns jrtvcn a>! to the scheme, andUisDOt 
now, I think, necessary to go further into the details of that scheme. 

The Rev. J. P. Mahaffy, f.t.cd., said— 

The subscriptions have been gradually coming in, not indeed so quickly as I should 
hope or like, but still they amount to ^^6500 (applause), and almost eveiy day w« have 
additional sums i oming to hand. I beg to point out to you that the interest of this 
money, of which more than ^£4000 has already been paid, is now ample to support nl! 
the expenses of the movement in the way of printing ajid postage, so that every pound 
now pven will go strictly and completely, twenty shillings of it, to this now gfeat 
movement (npplnti-r-), Wc arc therefore niiw in no j^'reat burn,- to proceed until we 
know exactly how much we are going to get, and we have good reason to believe that 
it will be a much lar^ger sura than we have. We have had negotiations with the Board 
of Trinity College, and the memlKTs of that Board have consented to give us a Ute 
within the wrtlls of the Colles^e. You will ask me wheif that site is to be. I answer, 
' that will depend upon the money you subscribe " ;hcar, hear). It is neccssarj* if we build 
a new building inside the College walls that it should be of the moet solid and handsome 
kind, and you must subscribe handsomely for that purpose, for we shall be all unwilling 
to see anything cheap or poor within the walls of the College. At the last meeting we 
bad here, many members came with isthef contemptuous feelings towaids the whole 
thing, but I am glad to think that 'those who came to scoff remained to pay ' (laughter). 
There is only one point which seems to require a little explanation. It is felt by .1 good 
many graduates that some sort of pledge was given, or some understanding was arrived 
at with them, that if th^ subscribed five guineas, 00 matter where they lived tb^ 
would become perfect members of the Union. In the first place, we had no power to 
make any such arrangement. We only set forth what we hoped to do. And in the 
second place, it was expressly stated by the Board of irinity College that members 
resident within a short distance of DubUn must pay a laigcr sttbecription than those 
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fax away, for two reasoas— fitsti we do not want our leadingf lOoms crowded with 

Diibtin men, and secondly, because men residing near the rooms will use them a preat 
deal more than men residing far away. We were obliged, then, after consultation with 
the Board, to make this regulation, and it was one of the conditions upon which the 
Boaid gxanted the site. It is ao esseodal part of the scheme now, and I hope nobody 
win feel that we have done aoytiiiag wrong in making the anangement. 

The Ven. T. Bedi ord-Jones, ll.d.. Archdeacon of Kingston, 
Diocese of Ontario^ Canada, said — 

My Lord Chancellor, my fords, and gentlemen, 1 have laid on me the .i^tv-nhle duty 
of briefly proposing the first resolution, which I am sure you will carry with all good 
fiKling. It Is a high honour and privilege to find myself once more in this old Hall, 
with its mingled reminiscences of pleasure and pain, after forty years since my last 
Examination here, cominj^ a"5 ,i Delesjate to tha Tlmc i:ntennr\" ct-lebi ation. i Jiiring my 
thirty years life as a Missionary in Canada, my love for my A/ma Mater has seemed 
to be intendfied with the 3000 miles distance. Indeed it is hard to realise the growing 
aflfcction for dlil Trinity wliic li is felt by her sons in remote lands at their firesides. I 
presume this resolution has been placed in my hands because I live far off iu the 
greatest dependency of the British Empire, and what its extent is you may see in this 
Government map which I am commissioned to present to the College Library. (A fine 
mounted map of Canada was displayed at thr foot of the dais.) In this great country, 
reaching from the Atlantic to the Pacific — the Dominion of Canada — are many graduate« 
of this University ; among them a most distinguished Gold Medallist, my own tnshop. 
Dr. Travcrs Lewis, the Lord Bishop of Ontario (cheers). I have the honour to be 
his Chaplain and the Artlideaeun (jf his diocese situated in Eastern Ontario. N';itii. 
rally we have a good many graduates of I rinity College m these parts, and now and 
then we meet and talk with giateful feelings of the dear old University in whidi we 
received our education (cheers). Ve fight again, as it were, our old batth s, our boyish 
freaks and escapades, discuss our successes and failures, and revive memories of 
peculiarities of examiners and the old Senior Fellows, as well as the College porters 

(cheers). Representing to-day the one religious or Church University of Upper Canada, 
now the Pro\ int e of Ontario — Trinity College, Toronto (cheers) — which I assure you is 
,10 iosigoiGcant building, I find myself a Delegate in a University, and at a time, when 
history seems repeating itself. Three hundred jrears ago the very illustrious Queen 
Elizabeth founded the University of Dublin at the request of the learned and eminent 
prelate, the great Archbishop Ussher (cheers), and 260 years afterwards, in the reign of 
our equally illustrious sovereign, Queen Victoria (cheers), and at the request of a very 
heroic old pnlate, Dr. John Stiachan, Bishop of Toronto, a Royal Charter was given 
to the new Canadian Trioi^ College, founded almost on die sane lines as the old 
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Trinity College of Dublin (cheers). Strangle to say there has been a disestablishment 
and discndowmeat of the Church in Canada somewhat similar to that which has 
befallen the Church of Ireland, both occurring in the present rcigu, and the immediate 
outeoaie of this event in Canada was the fbttoding of Trinity College, Toronto, dengned 
and endowed to mriintain the principle (if rcli^^'inus truth, beinir rsn essential elcmL-Tit of 
the Higher Education. Three hundred years ago this University was founded with the 
same olject under Queen Elisabeth. In 1852 Trinity College, Toronto, was founded as 
a University under Queen Victoria for a similar purpose. With the Church dis- 
established and disendowed in Canada as in Ireland, Trinity, Toronto, has to live upon 
the support given her by, as she lives in the hearts of, her children, as I believe Trinity, 
Dublin, stiti lives and will condnue (o live for ever In die hearts of those who are the 
alumni oi so venerable ant! dear an A! ma ^fnfrr (rhecrs). To-day we have met to 
consider what is to be at least one substantial and tangible rcsiult of this great Ter- 
centenaiy Celebration (hear, hear). The proposed building, called the Graduates' 
Memorial, will, I trust, be erected to represent the feelings and afiiection of many 
grndu.itc-^ sh.iiiii,;^ the ifjiiiciii.i,' nf ;{iis i-vcnt, an event to bo for ever memorablL' in the 
history of irmity College, Dublm. And for myself 1 am most willing— and i am sure 
I may speak tex all Trini^ men in the Dominion of Canada, we shall be most willing 
to do anything in our power — to promote the success of what is clearly a great necessity 
here. It is something which should have been long before this in existence. Looking 
back to my Undergraduate days over forty years ago, 1 happened to belong to two 
or three College societies which I hope still eurt and flourisb— the Philosophical, 
the ThcotwS'i'*^'. md the gre.-it Historical Society — and others of less dignity, all 
cotistantly shifted about from one room to another, without any certain place of habita- 
tion. There should be, and there should have bees, a building which would have been 
available for the meetings of these various excellent institutions which constitute a very 
important feature in the instnicfion, properly so termed, the mental and mor.il furnish- 
ing of the students of the University (cheers). And this proposed building will be a 
kind of home to those who, when the University has been left, will, in after years, regard 
it as a subsfanti.il bond of union and good-fellowship. The meetings held in its rooms 
will never be forgotten, and a visit to the University, whenever possible, will find, in such 
a building as projected, a pleasant reading and club room within, and not without, the 
walls of the College. I do hope earnestly that this genesation graduates will leave 

to Xhvlr A'/fhi J/(/A r such a Insfing- and splendid memorial as an evidence of their 
loyalty and their atfection for Trinity College. Therefore 1 move with great pleasure ; 
*That the Graduates of the Universi^ of Dublin desire to express their warm thanks to 

the Board of Trinity College for the assent accorded by them to the cstablishmeiu uf 
a Dublin I'niversity Union within the precincts of Trinity College as the Graduates* 
Memorial of the i ercentenary of the College and the University * (cheers). 
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The Hon. W. H. Rattigan, ll.d., Vice-ChanoeUor of tlie Punjab 
University, India, seconded the motion. He said— 

On Vifhalfof tin? cr.-iduntos in the far distant land of Tndin, I nm most willing to 
consent to second the motion, for, however imperfectly I may be able to represent them, 
I feel diat there is some reason that I should act as their spokesman on Ais occasion 
(hear, hear). In the first place, I h.ippoii to hold at this moment the office of Vice- 
CbancL'ttor of a University of which the Chancellor is a distinguished graduntc of 
Trinity College— 1 refer to Sir Dennis Fitzpatrick (cheers)— and of which many of the 
Fellows are also well«known graduates of this Uaiversi^, and wtw owe their present 

pnsititm ami success in Itfp to tho teaching of the same mother University to which my 
Chancellor has the honour to belong (cheers). Chosen by them and by the other 
FcUoiis of the Punjab University to act aa their repfesentative in bringing yoo, on their 
behalf, their felicitations on the glorious festival of your Tercentenary, I feel I may also 
not inapprn]iriatcly act a«= thr-ir spokesman in support of a pmjort which should i-n?ist 
the sympathy and co-operation of everyone who is, like myself, interested in University 
life and education (cheers). Again, as an Irishman bjr descent (hear, hear), I think I 
could, at all events, act as the represent afivo of my fcllow-counfrynnin in the East in 
support of a motion which has for its object the foundation of a memorial such as you 
propose to estabfish in connexion with the University (applause), which, as has been well 
said, is the intellectnal heart of Ireland (applause), and of which every Irishman, no 
matter what his creed or political opininn'? may be. could not but feel most justly proud 
(cheers) — a University which has given to the empire so many distinguished statesmen, 
orators, and scholars, and which has so nobly fulfilled her mission of beingthe guardian 
of light to spread knowledge and culture throughout Ireland (cheers). I am sure you 
will pive, and your graduates in the East will give, a noble r«><;ponsc to this appeal -rhfv 
arc to be found everywhere in India : at the head of provincial administratiuns, on the 
Bench, at the Bar, in the Church, in the medical profession, in the civil and military 
service, and as professors of Ccinrq^i s ; and I am sure they will but regard it as a pri\i- 
lege to be able to join you in establishing a Union to which they may be able to resort 
when they return here to thnr own country, there to renew once more the friendships 
and to revive the associations of their eaily college days (cheers), and where amid the 
calm and cultured surroundings of tho proywa'I^ of Triniiv , tlu v may ho able to re-echo 
the words of Faust, and say, ' Hier wollen wir von unsrer Wandcrung raslcn ' (hear, 
hear). May your Union ' An HolBiung reich an Glauben fest * serve to strengtiien the 
bonds of love that tie to your old University all, both old and new graduates, who, 
though separated for years, it niav be by distant seas and lofty mountains, will yet 
always, I feel sure, be animated by the common sentiments of love of country and of 
association to tiieir old Univernty (cheers), and of loyalty to thehr (Jueen (cheers) and 
to thrir glorions £mpire, which so many of their anoeston have contributed in no small

measure to establish, and which so many of them are maintaining, and will continue to 
maintain, in tu diatant pattsof tiie f^lobe (cheers). I have gicat pleasure in eecooding 
the motion. 

The resolution was then put and carried with acclamation. 

Mr. J. H. TWIGG, LL.1>. (Ex-Judge, Indian, moved -> 

' That the support of all those graduates who have not yet contribotcd be invitBd to 
the Gmdnates* llemoiial.* 

He said— 

I have beon asked, in the absence of someone who probably knows something more 
about this matter than I do, to put this proposition before ynu. The graduates of this 
University are scattered over every continent. I was, perhaps, the means of bringing 
to the notice of the committee the names of some whose whereabouts I happened to 
know, and I presume letters have been written to them on this subject. The fact is, 
that when a man is to a certain extent lost on the continent of America, or in the East, 
it" is very difficult to reach him even by letter, and the voice of the newspaper is 
not at all times a '?.-itisf,ietor)' medium of communication with him. But when such 
graduates are reacheii in those far distant lands, 1 am sure the recollection of Trinity 
College will come in a much more effectual way than it does to us who happen to be 
nearer to that revered erbii ational establishment. About ciglit months ni^o ! was in 
Canada, and one or two graduates I happened to meet there were delighted with the 
idea that in connexien with this College they would have a place for reunion on their 
return to this l Onntry. I i xplaincd to them that it was not to be a club, but a uniun 
of the many societies now scattered over several rooms, and that the proposed building 
was intended to unite Cbem with all the advantages of concentration. I am quite 
sure that generous support will be accorded to the building- fund by graduates 
(hear, hear). 

Mr. Morgan Owbn said— 

My lord and gentlemen, I have very much pleasure ID seconding the resolutioa 

which hns been proposed by Mr. Twij,^. And it seems to me that I am, in a certain 
sense at least, a fit and proper person to do so, as 1 have the distinguished honour to 
be a Welshman (Cymro Glan), and therefore I belong to the same luitionality as good 
Queen IJess, who founded this illustrious University three hundred years ago, for, as you 
all know, she was the granddaughter of my namesake Owain Tudor. Whilst crossing 
the Channel yesterday I could not help pondering over the changes that have taken 
place within the space of these three hundred years. The world has been altogether 
changed ^inre then in sricnee. literature, art, habi'ts, custonT^, thoui^ht';. Dynasties 
have been swept away by revolutions, and revolutions have been succeeded by dyna-*- 
ties. The nap of Europe of to-day does in no way correspond with the map of Europe 
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in 1501. And, in our own Ji^Uvs, (ho cultured Celt has been succeeded by (hp Turlnr. 
by the tra^^c Stuart, and both by that House which is so magnificently represented 
at the present time by our Imperial Majesty Queen Victoria. And what, it may 
be asked, has Trinity College, Dublin, being doing all these years ? Well, like the 
noblp oak, sfic fias taken cTct-p root, I will not say in the affairs of Ireland alone, I 
will not say in the affairs of the British Isles alone, but 1 will say that she has taken 
deep root in the affiitrs of the whole world, and has infltienced its destiny (applause) ; 
for, during the course of its academical existence. Trinity College, Dublin, has sent 
forth tliousands of graduates who have identified themselves vritb the vety life, in all 
its phases, of the unhrefse. To mention just one or two names, we have had in 
literature a Burke, a Goldsmith ; we have had in parliamentary influence a Burlce, 
a Grattnn, a l^ntt, a Plunkr? ; we have had in tlic Cliurc h a Kn>>x. n Plunket, a 
Magce ; while in the army and navy we have had— who ? But why mention particular 
names, fbr whefever deeds of gallantry had to be done, wherever deeds of endurance 
and of duty had to be done, there were the graduates of oi:; "1 loved University of 
Diihlin to do them, Knowin;,'- what Trinity Collrije has dune, and willi our expecta- 
tions of her for the future, i think we may, at this culminating point of her history, 
venture to apostrophise ber thus ; — ' Methinks I see in my mind a noble and puissant 
I'nivcrsity rousing herself like a strong man after sleep, and shaking her invim ible 
locks. Methinks I see her as an eagle renewing her mighty youth, and Iciodling her 
undazsled eyes at the full midday beam.* Let us, gentlemen, hope and trust that this 
Tercentenary of her existence may be followed by increased effort, increased fraternity, 

increased numbers, and increased influence. Mav Trinity CoUejje. Dublin, ever continue 
to vie in a friendly spirit with her anciern sisters, UAfurd and Cambridge, and send them 
professors in their need. And, lastly, may Trinity College, Dublin, ever continue to 
identify herself with the lives, hopes, and aspirations of the Irish people, and throw 
wide her portals for the various nationalities of the earth— an admis-ien having for its 
objects the culture, the amelioration, and the happiness, both spiritual and temporal, 
of all who may come in contact with ber various agencies and influences. I have 
endeavoured, as far as I am able, gentlemen, to show why we should agree with the 
resolution I have the honour to second (applause). 

The Cha^tcellor, in putting the resolution, said^ 

I also share the hope expressed by the preceding speakers that there will now be a 

fresh flow of money for the project (hear, hear). No doubt very many are missing from 
the list, but it arises, no doubt, from the uncertainty that prevaih d as to the actual 
scheme proposed ; but now, as it has taken substantial shape, I hope there will be a 
renewed eneigy. One person said to me diat if he thought that it was to be a building 

he wotild q-ladly ronfribute, but as he thought his money nii^^ht be spent on that 
week's festivities, he would not do so yet (laughter). No doubt some are absenting 
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themselves for a like cause (laughter), but the success that has attended so far all the 
fefltiviriea of the celebadoii will, I hope, inqiire eveiyooe of you irltli eatliitsiasD, and 
Chat you will contribute eufficleot inonqr to make the meiDorial as penDaoent a* 
poMiUe (cbeen). 

The motion having bem put and carried, the proceeding» con- 
cluded. 

Thf» University was greatly helped it; etuertaining- its ji^ests by 
two Garden Parties, one given by the I-ord Lieutenant of Ireland 
and the Countess of Zetland ; the other by Viscount Wolseley, 
Commander the Forces, and Viscoantese Wolseley. The Lord 
IJeutenant's Garden Party took place at the Viceregal Lodge, in 
the Phoenix Park, «t 4 o'clock on Wednesday afternoon. More than 

a thousand guests .were invited, including all of 
'^Iwi^/^i/!*' University's puest.. I he Lord Lieutenant 
and the Countess of Zetland were t»oth present, 
and did evf-rything in their power to entertain and please the g-uests. 
Tl»n.-e military bands were stationed in different parts of the grounds 
and pl;iy<"d selections of music. A cricket match between the Bar 
of Ireland and the Viceregal Eleven was watched with interest by 
many of the visitors. The beautiiul grounds of tlie Viceregal Lodge 
looked more charming than ever, as the green sward was paced by 
gentlemen and ladies in brilliant costumes, the vivid colours of the 
academic dress not fearing to compete in brightness and variety with 
the robes of the gentler sex. The guests were hospitably entertained 
in spacious manfueesj and, in spite of one shower, a most agreeable 
afternoon weh Mpent. But of this, as of the Lord Mayor's Ball and 
similar enterCainmonts, a full account cannot be given here, and those 
who may wish for a more drlaih-d n-ctjrd arc referred to the long and 
able accounts of tht -.r- j>arti< s which ajipearetl in the daily papers, 
especially in the Daily Exprei^i and Irtsk Times, from the pens of their 
reporters. It is in their files the historian of the future must seardi 
for adequate descriptions of these (unctions. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

SECOND day's proceedings CONIINUEO— THE BANgUBT 
—STUDENTS' BANQUET— SUOKING CONCERT. 

HE Tercentenary Banquet took place at the Leinster 
Mall on Wednesday, 6th of July, 1892, at 7 o'clock. 
Six hundred sat down to table, including all the 
University guests, »cept one or two who were un- 
avoidably prevented from attending. The galleriea 
were tastefully draped, and the dais was decorated 
with choice plants and flowers. A large number of the g^uests were 
dressed in academic costume, which created a picturesque effect. The 
galleries were filled with ladies in evening dress. A plan of the tables 
will be found in an Appendix* showing position of each guest. 

The Chair was occupied by the Chancellor of the University, the

Dk. J. K. Ingkan(, Senior Fellow of Trinity College, proposed * The 

Universities.' He said — 

Your Kxci>nenL V, my l.ird--, atnl ;;rirl(Tn( n, T r.^c »n propose ;i toast which I am sure 
Deeds no words ot mine to commend it to your cordial acceptance. Looking rouud on 
this wonderful assembly, the nemoiy of which will Itmg live amongst us, I see many 
distinguished men who have come to us as ambassadors from some of the foremost 
Universities of the world, to convey to us their congratulations and good wishes on 
the occasion of our Tercentenary. I ask you to express to those illustrious bodies 
the feelings of gratitude with which we receive their friendly greeting, and the esteem 
in whirh hold them as great forces working for the benefit of mankind. I am 
instructed to associate specially with the toast the names of the University of Oxford 
and the University of France. Their greatness and their antiqaity alike entitle them 
to the distinction. It has been said of these two Universities that they can never 
celebrate a ci riti.ti.irv of .iny oiiirr; for their birth-year no man can tell; their f:rst 
origin in time has proved a more impenetrable mystery than the source of the river 
of Egypt. I will not enter into any txBmgf of OxfiNd, or of her sister of Cambridge, 
who is habitually united with her in our (Imui^hts. If I did so, I mie^ht be met with 
the old reply, Quis vituperavit ? Their history is one of the national glories ; their 
noble roll of worthies is familiar to us an, and we know what an important part 
they have pi ivi il m originating or reflecting some of the most memorable movements 
<if K[iL,'li>Ii thought. I would r.illier speak of their present. Ne\er, I bi-licw. were 
they valued and esteemed by England more than now, for never did they better do 
their duty to England. Tbey have within onr own time removed old and obsolete 
restrictions which impeded or narrowed their action ; they have welcomed new studies, 
and have offered a larger and more many>sided culture. They have placed themselves 
in closer relation with the entire intellectual life of the country. We in Trinity College 
have felt their influence ; their example has stimulated as, their kindness has encour- 
aged 11«. TfiL-y have behaved townrds tis in the true spirit of elder .sisters; .ind for 
this 1 am sure every Dublin man who hears me is sincerely gratelul, and will join with 
me in the hope that the present celebration will draw yet closer the bonds cS mutual 
regard and good-will which have hitherto happily united us. (Cheers.) The University 
of France (cheers) — as doubtless must of my hearers know- has a constitution of a 
peculiar type. Historically, it is the representative of the old University of Pans. 
France held the foremost pUice among the Western nations during the Middle Ages ; 
and the University of P.iris w.is the greatest School of Europe. Foreigners thronged 
its courts: Dante studied in it; St, Thomas Aquinas graduated in it. It was the 
model 00 which Oxford was -formed, and Oxford owned its precedence, calling herself 
not jfr/«r<i, but secatida xkUa Eccltsim. After a long and chequered eiistence, the 
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University, suppressed tor a time by the Revolutioo, was re<€onstituted on a new 
basis. We know the talent of our FreDch friends for oiganixation— how they can 
weld various elements into a clobe and compact unity under a strong centra] govern* 
ment. This, which was the character of their old political system, was now imprf^sst-d 
on liieir educational system also ; and the University became in effect the aggregate 
of all th« teaching bodies of France— with few exceptions— under the control of the 
State, rill- (]i,i;rii' uf thi> cuntrol some have thf>ught excessive, and have wished 
for the substitution of a less centralised system. That is a question which must be 
decided by Frenchmen thensdves, and it is now a subject of earnest discussion 
among them. But under its existing constitution the University has done, and is 
doing, exi-ollont vvnrk ; i'.s f.u ulttt s are thoroughly we'I manned, and Matthew Arnold 
found a much larger number of the higher and middle classes of France under 
superior histruction given by really competent men than of the coneqKMtding classes 
in England. It is possihtr that the comparison might, in these days of University 
extension, be somewhat different. But if we add to the faculties in the several local 
centres those otiier great XxsaxAaug establishments not contained within the University, 
bnt represented here to-night— such as the College of France, the Museum of Natural 
History, the Ecole des Chnrtcs and con-^idrr who arc the men who work them, we 
shall, 1 think, be ijiipre:>sed with a strong sense of the intellectual wealth uf I'rance, 
and the completeness of her educational oiganixation. (Cheers.) The remaining 
Universities, 1 am informed, will receive due honour, and will be heard through their 
representatives, on other occasions diirin;; the celebration. But I cannot pass some 
of them by without a few words ot recognition. We cannot, even temporarily, 
ignore the vast and splendid work done by the German Universities, North and 
Sduth, by which Grcik and Latin philoloi;\ liave been transformed, comparative 
grammar created and developed, and so many branches of knowledge widened or 
renovated* Nor can we omit the Italian Universities, which &sl rekindled m the 
modem worid the dormant flame of Science and Learning, and in which, in recent 
years, the enrrj^ies of a new renai'^^arn-e si-eTrt to be stirring; nor thi' Scottish 
Universities, which have rendered such services to Moral and Social Philosophy, 
as well as to ICathematics and Physics ; nor those of the greau Western Republic, 
whose growing promise prefigures the achievements of their maturity. Many which 
we caimot enumerate deser\e our respectful nr.!i( . . I.et us romprist' in one compre- 
hensive act of thought all the Universities of tlie world which have responded to 
our call, from I^ndon to Melbourne and CalcutU, from Leyden to Bologna, from Yale 
and Harvard tri Vienna and St. Petersburg. Wherever such an institution has been 
established, we ought to regard it as a stronghold founded for the defence of ttue 
Science and sovad Learning, and for carrying on the perennial warfare against 
ignorance, sciolism, prejudice, and error. Their members are all fighting the same 
battle as ourselves. \VV vfretch out to the tight hand «f feUowsbip, and hail them 
as brothcrs-in-arms. (Applause.) 
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The Lord Bishop op Oxford, in mplying, said— 

I am convinced that Dathin; I can say will eoiavey to jroo the ^ccmg sense «rfaich 

I am sure my consthut-nts— as I will call the I'niversities for which I speak— fwl 
for the honour, the pleasure, that they have had done them this nening. (Applause.) 
I am quite sure I am speakinier the sentinients of all irhen I say tbat we are indeed 
full of gratitude f r rln r: ' r: n that we have had >;iven to OS, and our congratu- 
lation'; nn<1 i,'<>n i w sht > for the fu'ur -. (Applause.) The constituents for whom I 
speak wish the Dublin L'nivei^ity, and wish heartily, health, wealth, and prosperity— 
(applause)— &r we know your faealtb, weakb, and p fwp et 'U y lies in the same lines 
as our own. (Applause.) I think that the health, wealth, and prosperity of a 
University is very much like the health, wealth, and prosperity of an individual. It 
depends very much on the state of its digestion and its conscience. In diese reject*, 
I congratulate you heartily, and wish yon God -speed for the future. (Applause.) 
I am quitr sure that, so far as conscience 'Z'^ev^ — and after all that is the most important 
matter, without which we cannot have a good digestion — we are trying to do our duty 
as Dublin Univernty is tiying to do its duty. (.Applause.) The great duty of a 
University, as it seems to me, is divided into three lines. It is a dutj' to do its 
utmost to ensure that ever)' individual scholar that comes to it is taught as well as 
he can be taught. Secondly, it is extremely important that evci>' Univeraty should 
be the centre of culture and education (or the drde in wfaidi it is living; and 
besides, that which, pprhnp>. is tho function which on the present orc.'^sion i'^ the 
most present to you— namely, that ever>' University should uke its share in the 
great work of developing and substantiating the great ends for which they live. 
(Applause.) Oxford owes a great deal to Dublin, and I ani quite sure that the 
other I Jniversitii'-i which are bound toj^ether in the erprc^^uni of i;ood wishes which 
I give voice to, will recognise that. (Applause.) We cannot go through the buildings 
of the Univenity without lecognidng the portraits and the names of men to whom 
Oxford owes a great deal. (Applause.) This morning I was obscr\ing the pictures of 
Ussher and Berkeley, two names which are inextricably connected with Oxford. 
(.\pplause.) There are other names which are present to my mind very fcn ibly 
on this occasion, more especially of those great men with mdiom I myself have been 
bti)UL,-ht into relation in (.Ttr ycTrs — men like l>r. Todd, .ind the Bishop of Down 
and Connor— (applause) — and Dr. Graves, the Bishop of Liraenck. (Applause.) 1 
do not want to mention names for fear of omitting names that 1 ought to mention, 
but I cannot sit down without saying that we all heartily recognise the great debt 
which we owe to the Provost himself— [loud ipplause)— who Is rc ally a man who, the 
more I icnow him, the better I love him, and the more I respect him. (.\pplause.) 
Then there are Profossor Tyrrell and Professor Pabner— (renewed applause)— Pro- 
fessor .'\tkinson nnd Professor Stokes— (applause)— nor should 1 omit to mention Dr. 
Mahaffy. (Loud applause.) We owe much to all these, and we most heartily

appreciate their services in the various walks which they have chosen. I never 
would bave ventured to addien this great public aasembly did I not know that the 
people of Dublin are the fiMMt iodttlgent, plea«anteit. and kindest people in the 
world. (Loud applause.) 

M. Lannelongue responded in French. He said—

chaleureux dont nous emportcrons tous un souvenir inoubliablc, il y a dans ma poitrine 
un battement de coeur qui t£moigne raieux que toutes les paroles de la ^nc£rit£ de nos 
hommag^es et dc la vivai itr de nos sympathies. N'est-il pas vraimfnt saisissant de voir 
r^mulaiion g^nerale des Universit^s du monde i coosacrer avec raus une date memo- 
rable de votre bistoire, i honoier vos fttes, 4 en lehanaser I'Mat ? On a dit du rap» 
ptodiement d'iostitutions gardiennes du savoir et des connaissances bumaineB, qui ont 
aussi la mission de preparer le projjres, l<^s di'cinsvfiics 'nntf endues, ftonnantes mrme, 
qu'il pouvait amener uo nivellerocnt des intelligences, et, chose plus grave, porter 
atteiote au particularisme— c'est m^connattie qoMl tire les origines et relive d'une 
sorte de constitution cnd^mique entretenue par un faisceau d'elements proprcs d chaque 
contrc-c. I/atmospherL' tmn'sparfntc, l.i (fmj)cral un- tiCdc, tes images bai^'nce^, de 
lumiere, qui sont le don de certains climats, la vie douce et jusqu'a I'impossibilitc dc 
•Otttenir Peflbrt qui sont ie propre des nations qui les habitent, expliquentrfclosion des 
pcnsi'cs le j^'-i'res, le goiit fin et delii de I'art, les exaltations de la poesie, la puissance 
des assimilations faciles et heoreuses— au contraire, un ciel brumeux ne laissant a^^r la 
radiation Bolaive qa'ft travers un Yoile ipais, une lumito adoude et comme mystMeuse 
(clairant pouitant un sul riant et toujoura vert, I'isolement du reste du monde entier. de 
hauts rivapes que bat de tous les c6tcs unp mor immen<5f», !r» vie rcnditc nule ct difTii i!e 
par la lutte, ne s'adaptent-ils pas k une race grande et muscl^e, bdtie pour voir de loin 
et parcoorir le sol A I'aise, concentnmt en elle-ra£me une chaleur qui se communique 
avec dclat, ardemment Uprise des causes justes et pench6e sur les pens£-es profondes ? 
En ai-je de meilleur tiSmoignage que celui des hommes qui ont illustr^ Trinity Collejfe ? 
Out, ce sont les qualit^» de la race, la vivacity dc I'intelligence, la conception rapide, 
r^loquence cbaude et vibfante, un grand art de sMuction enfin qui ont donn£ 4 
rirlande <ct!" force dVxpnnj-ion dnnt parlait St. Himard, et qui a travers^ sans 
alteration les phases d'une histoire souvent agit^o, toujours virile el glorieuse. Trinity 
Cbllege a txh avec qtielques University volstnes le lierceau d'une nombreuse 4lite 
d'hommes superieurs dans ks lettres, dans I'art de la parole, dans la philosophic, 
dans toutes les branches des connaissances humaines. Que de nomsiciter' Panni 
les romanciers. Swift et Goldsmith ; parmi les poetes, Moore, Davis, Sheridan, dont le 
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descendant represente si dififnement 4 Pant les troia royaumes ; parmi les orateurs, 
Gtattan, Burke ; parmi les ap6tres de la philosophie et de la tol£ianoe, Berkeley; p*mi 

les savants, Robert Boyle, qui di''coiivre Ic phosphore en mcme temp? que Kunckel et 
Brandt, etc., qui tirent rhydrogene de I'eau. Je m'arr^te ne voulant pas m'^teodre, 
ni parier des savants actnels connus de tons, qui hnnorent votre University. Qu'it me 
soil permis ccpendant de rappeler les noms des modcstes serviteurs de I'Humanitd qui 
me foiH-hcnt plus directement. Graves, Ic fondateur avec William Stokes de I'lu olc 
clinique en Irlandc ; Corrigan, qui a attache son nom a une maladic du ca'ur; une 
pelade enfin de MMecins et de Ckinii^eiu, Robert Adame, Philip Cramptoa, Conaa, 
Cnrmirh.ncl Ic premier correspiondant tic I'Academie de Mddecine ; Cu^.ii k, O'l'nrn, 
Montgomcr}'. Tout r^ceroment iin des ndtres se demandait ' s'il nu vicndrait pas un 
jour oA la volom^ dea Homroes unira les peuples les uns vox autres comme elle a fondu 
en une seule patrie toute la province de ta France.' Monsieur T avi^sc ajoutait qu'ily 
a moins de difFeren< e entn- In Normandie ct I'AngleterTO qu'entre la Normandie et 
I'Auvergne. Je ne poursuivrai pas raccomplissemcnt de ce r6ve, mais il me scmble 
que les University par lews an>els rfciproques, par lenrs rapptockeinents multipli^ 
travaillentd affermir dans le monde la paix ^ laquelle I'Humanite aspire, et c'est ainsi 
qu'on puurra voir se i«mpUr les foss«s qui apparent les nations, ces imsk» fussent«ils 
des oceans. (Applause.) 

The Master of Trinity College, Cambridge, in proposing the 
toast of 'Trinity College, Dublin/ said — 

On behalf <»f the as«embli il I tiivi rsitU-s I ran say that it is their ertmest desire 
that thQ greatest prosperity may come to Irinity College, Dublin. I speak to you as 
a atiaqger, who has only one qualification for attempting so difficult a task, and 
that is because of the lIusc connexion which has happily existed in the past, and 
never existed more closely than it does to-day, between Ibis great University of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and the University of Cambridge. It has been said that 
all the earlier Provosts of this College came over from Cambridge. Perhaps I may 

Venture tn think that thf -rrrrt of your prosptritv here l:e^ in fh-if f;ict. 'l.nuc^bter, 
and hear, hear.) 1 desire to express an earnest wish for the continued prosperity 
of this iBpr^at University. I will not go into details of the histoiy of this Univenity 
durin>,' tin la^t three centuries, but I may be allowed to say that your three centenaries 
have been in times of excitement — the one in the one in 1-02, and aUu the 

present one. (Hear, hear.) In proposing prosperity to this great University, I do it in 
the name, not only of the great men to whom such eloquent allusion was made by the 
last speaker, and who when you visit the Library of the Collej^e. or walk in College- 
green, arc necessarily present to the imagination of ever)' man, but even more fuircibly 
in the name of the happy days of youth, the days when men lay the intellectual and 
moral fimndatioQs of tteir after-life. (Cheers.) 
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The names of the Rev. George Salmon, Provost; the Rig-ht ITon. 
David R. Plunket, m.p. ; and Mr. W. E. H. Lerky, the eminent historian, 
were coupled with the toast, which was most enthusiastically received. 

After the toast had been duly honoured, the Provost, who was 
loudly applauded on rising, and throughout his speech, said— 

It is very good-natured of our elder s!s!<»rs to a'-'^ist this juvenile I'nivcrsitv in ket pinjj 
its thitd birth-day. I remember that, when I counted among the juveniles myself, we 
used to wonder a little that, while we were encouraged to keep our own hirth«days with 

^xrat festivity, nothing- w is s.iiil about our elders' birth-day> ; md indeed some of our 
elder sisters, when asked how old they were, did not seem to like the question, and 
preteoded they did not know. We conduded that if they had ever been bom at all 
it miiBt have heen so long ago that they had foigotten all about it. That seens to be 
actunlty the cn^c with the T'niversitii-s the rf'prcscn(;it!\ rs rtf which have preceded me 
this evening, ihey appear disposed to reproduce the old lady's excuse for not telling 
her age. that her baptinnal registry had been lost in Noah's flood. If we were now 
scorned because of our youth, I should be tempted to ask the irreverent question} le 
there really any good in being alive so long as all that .•' The elder Univcrsitio-; were 
alive a long time before us, but what were they doing then ? All the good things they 
are now proud of having accomplished, were done since we came into eiistence. We 
arc vinint.r, hut wo .ire older tli.in .■ilmn--t .ill tl'.c st iciic t- tlirtt ;s cnlfivntod \t\ ihi- pri-sr-iit 
day; older than some of the best of the hterature of every modem language; older 
than such knowledge of the ancient languages as is now honoured with the name of 
scholarship ; and in the case of some ancient languages, such as those spoken by 
Egj-plians and Ass\Tians, older than the knowledge that .iny information could be had 
about them. Our visitors may see in the building that surrounds us, a type of the 
progress which 300 years have made. The title we bear is ' Trinity College, near 
Dublin.' WTien our College was founded the city did not extend in this direction much 
beyond the Castle. The site given us was a piece of marshy land outside the city walls. 
Now the city has enveloped us round and round : streets and squares have spread far 
beyond us. and we, who were once outside, are in the very centre of the modern city. 
Thnt little circle of knowlid^^e, in which at our first institution wr \indiMlook to give 
instruction, bears about the same proportion to that which we teach now as the Dublin 
of Queen Elizabeth's days to the Dublin of Queen Victoria. And so we are tempted 
to ask: what had Universities to teach in the ages before we woe bom? Had they 
any work to do then tliat was worth doini; ? ! tv->' are several answer*; whit li they 
might give to that question. First, if asked what they were doing then, they can say 
' we were gfowii^.' Eveiy great result has to be preceded by a due period of sikmt 
growth that gives little promise of its future. The tree, whidi is to spread a migh^ 
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shade for generations, needs years of silent progress, aadhigb as it aspires to the airs of 
heaven, so low must it strike its roots into the depths below. The work of the ancient 
Universities is not to be measured by the amount of knowledge they comminucated. 
Tlsoy did n j^reifcr work in stimulatin;: tlu tiilrvt fur kr.owledpe, and the best attended 
lecturer of our day hears with incredulous en>y of the thrones of students who, in 
former days, flocked to Oicfoid or Paris ; aod if the teadien of those elder times could 

seethe classes of their successors, they would feel they had a right to scorn the poor 
and petty work we arc doing now. But if it is asked what the English I'nivi rsiti.-s 
were doing three hundred years ago, there is an answer which in gratitude wc arc bound 
to make for them : They were fosterini; our childhood. For the first half-ceatuiy of 
our I'xistf-nre our rrl.itions were closest with Cnmbritlg-c, whirh supplied us with eight 
of our first Frovosts. Afterwards, when complaints were m.ide of the laxity of our 
discipline. Archbishop Laud took lis in hands, and OifSord supplied the pattern on 
irilieh our statutps wen- moJi lied. If we had any desire to niitMmizc our obligations, we 
might say that these I'nivorsities rendtrc.l ui us ilu- st-i\ u es which bii^ i liildrm will 
cheerfully render to little children. Carabndge was good enough to help us in eating 
oar cakes, and when we wanted a whipping Oxford was so obliging as to hoist us. 
But, to treat tlie m.itter with all seriousness, it is the condition of human progress tliat 
we enter into the labours of those who have gone before us. Infancy would perish if it 
were not for the fostering care of elders. Oxford and Cambridge were our ciders, and 
we must recall with gratitude the lielp they gave us in our earily struggles Into lile. 
We cannot repay directly the bi^nefits ronferrcd on us by our cMdnrs ; we cm only show 
our sense of them by striving to do as much for our juniors. And we are proud to doit. 
Every little gid is proud when she finds herself big enough to be allowed to aiurse a baby. 
There arc a number of baby Universities at the present day, in whose eyes our poor 
three hundred years seem venerable. Young as we are we have «ent out alumni to every 
quarter of the globe, and on this occasion there are no feliciutions which have touched 
us more than those which we have received from onr graduates in distant lands, 
separated from us in Iwdy, but united in sympathy with our celebration. We look with 
some envy on those lately bom Universities : they seem to have a so much h.-jppitT 
childhood than ours. We had years of painful conflict with poverty and danger, wiien 
our main task was to straggle to keep ourselves alive. They burst at once into healtby 
vigorous activity; in their very cradles strong enough to crush the serpents of 
ignorance and error ; and we cannot too much admire their ' non sine Uis animosa 
juventtts.' To me personally it is a pleasure that it is to Cambridge I have to make 
special acknowledgment of the honour done us in proposing this toast ; for it is with 
Cambridge that my first friendships, outside my own University, were formed. A\Tien 
I was young our Mathematical School predominated here above all others, and was the 
onty one of which outsiders had knowledge. We were drawn to Cambridge by our 
common Inteieat in malh^ematics, and in time became associated widi Cambridge in a 
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publication, which did good work in its day, the 'Cambridge and Dublin Mathematical 
Journal.' Natiitally out of common woricand common interests there spraog fiieod« 

ships. It cnsts a shade of melancholy on ray recf ptioii of Cambridt;?' con^atulnt;on«; 
that age or death prevents them from being borne by many oi my earliest friends. 
LoM oC friends is the penalty <m« ftays for livings too long. 

' Each WAvc that wc tianccd on in morning ebbs from lu, 
And leavei OS at eie OB the bleak tlioie alone.* 

In particular I miss one of my warmest friends fur whom Cambridge is still mourning— 
Adama. of whom it can be most truly said, * Bonum virum fiacile crederes, magnum 
libenter.* He so impressed, with a sense of his )L,'entle goodness, all who came in 
contact with him, thai they Ifiirncd, with as much '•urpri'^r ri-^ pl(»rjsitro, that ho, whom 
they loved as a good man, deserved to be honoured as a great man. That early 
intercoune irith Cambridge teminds me what a oontiast was the isolation of all 
scientific wofki is then to the cosmopolitan aspect of our gathf rintr to-day. At that 
time scarcely any worker knew what another was doing, i remember that one of my 
teachers was regarded as a man ol singidar research, because it was reported that he 
.u til. illy 1 1 . id French mathematical memoirs, and got ideas from diCRI. Later I was 
informed that sumf thin^rs on which I prided myself as novultit's liadbcen atiticip.Tted in 
Germany, and 1 set myseit to acquire, what was then not a common accomplishment, 
a knowledge of the Gennan language. Now, the memoin of learned societies are 
supplemented by a multitude of scientific and literary periodicals ; cheap postage has 
facilitated communication by letter between men of diiTerent countries; so that on an 
occasion like this, when we see many for the first time, we greet them not as strangers, 
but meet them as old lirieods, with wh<mi we have \oog been in communication ; 

perhaps as teachers from whom \\v h.ivp lon;j been learnings. Wht-n we were issuing 
invitations for this secular festivity of ours, we could not use the old form of asking our 
guests to come to see what no living man had yet seen, and none should see again. 
1 feel disposed to borrow Wamba's joke, and complain flint centenaries make an old 
man of inc. I \\itnr-.st:d one at Edinburgh eight years affo : since then another has 
been celebrated at Bologna, and our tricnds on the Other side of the Atlantic have 
been keeping at least a half-centenaiy at Harvard. It was well that, in making 
our arrangements, we were able to profit somewhat by the experience of these other 
Universities, for we were unfortunately wanting in experience of our own. When our 
) eauiger members came to me and my contemporaries, naturally expecting that we 
should be able to tell them bow things were conducted at the last centenary, we weie 
able to plead th.it since, owinsj- to the circumstances of the countrj", no centunar}' was 
celebrated a hundred years ago, it was not reasonable to expect that our memory 
should go back two hundred years. Consequently our secietaries had to grope their 
way by their own sagacity, aided by whatever hints th^ could pick up from the 
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experirace of Edinbuigh and Bobgna. and I beliere tbey fed that ^Sat/f aic now just 
bogpnnit - ;<< find out bow things ooglit to be done, and that if anotlnr otntcnary had 

to be celebrated they would know how to arrange it. Well, the progTe";<; of medical 
and sanitary science has been such, that I will uot venture to pronounce it impossibk 
that they may take part in another seeuloMrsaiy. I am sue that anjooe wlio knows 
anMhing of thdr exertions will heartily wish k»ng life to them, and that it would be 
much for the benefit of the next centenary if the conductors could have the advantage 
of their counsels. As to a hundred years hence, one prediction we can make with 
confidutu e, that all that has been done in the last hundred years for the advancement 
of kno'Ali iV^' by the independent efforts of isolated work»T-, -a '!' Ll far surpassed by 
the results of the joint co-operation of searchers after truth in ditierent countries, who 
have now leaned to know and to assist each other. And for my own University 
my aspiration is that she may take her fitting share in this great work, and that 
those who come after us may widely extend and richly adorn the glorious inherit- 
ance received by us from our predecessors, and transmitted to them. (Loud 
appboae.) 

The Right Hon. David Plunk£T, in responding, said— 

I beg to express in the first instance my gratitude to the committee who have 

coupled my name with an institution with which all my happiest and praudest 
memories and all my brightest hopes are united and bound up. (Applause.) I have 
also to thank them for the liunuur they have dune tnc in associating my name with the 
Fra\-<osl, who has preceded me, and Ur. Lecky, wlio is to speak after me— the Fravost 
who has flung the luf^'rr cf his lii^h and world-wide reputation around it. nnd 
Mr. Lecky, my old friend and contemporary, whose triumphs as a brilliant and faith- 
ful writer of history ha\'e not, I am s^d to know, won him away from the study 
of MmUMy» io which he was no less di-ti;igui.shed in the day- nUu n he and I were 
Compani<ins and rntnpeliti >rs in tlic nld lli- ti ir.i .il S+.^i.-ty. 'T.oud .ippl.iu-i-.; I return to 
all you teamed proiessors and famous scholars who have come here, not only across 
St. Ceoige*s Channel, but across foither seas, and across the wide ocean, to do honoor 
to the three hundredth year of this old College of Trinity, Dublin — (applause) — I return 
to you, on behalf of Trinity College, our heartfelt and sincere thanks. But there are 
others here to-night — and I am one — who cannot claim the position of being a learned 
professor or a famous scholar who join in this celebration with no less enthusiasm; and 
I am led into the .,f thinkir?^ 'hnf, as wc l:o on in lif '. over and o\. r .igain our 
memories bring us back to those earlier times when, as students within the walls of 
Cotfege, we spent our lives differently from what we do at the present day r .\ pplausc .) 
It is this mingled feeling of recollection and regret that draws back ^^llil•J we 
compare ourselves as we ate with oonelves as we were— to the home of our earlier 
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experieMM and greatest bappinMs, and, a» decades roll awajr, that fediiig comes more 
stniqgljr OB the mind and on the body. 

Forty yesrs on, owing older mi o!<ler, 

Shorter in wind, (hough in memory long; 
Feeble of footi and rheamatic of riioiiMer, 

Whit will it help at tbit once we wece jonaf ? 

(Applausr). I believe there arc many men here to-nij^ht who may have achieved in 
middle life threat successes, and for whom further triumphs may yet be in siure, who 
would exchange all their triumphs and all their successes for those happier and 

more careless days — (applause; — \vl;o would join heartily in the sentiment of our own 
poet, Tom Moorc, who I ini.it;iiu\ was Jnokin;;,' b.iek on his experiences in Trinity 
College when he sang in those most meiodwus verses — 

Ne'er tell inc of glories serenely adorning 
The doM «r oar day, the calm eve of our night ; 

Give me back, give me back, the wild freshncM of morning, 
Her clouds and her tears arc worth evening's best light. 

(Applause.) There are other reasons, setting aside these, which you may call senti* 
mental, why Irishmen assembled here should job* heartily in doing honour to the 

University t f Dublin, and to Trinity College. The University of Dublin is the one ^reAl 
institution in Ireland which has flourished and survived. Now for three hundred years 
Trinity College from age to age has gathered up all that is best and strongest in the 
a-artn blood of the Irish people, and, like a true heart, has sent it out again renewed 
and revivified to fulfil its function thiuui^h tlu! life of tlic latul. Tliioui^'h all that time 
Trinity College has beheld many vicissitudes in the chequered and changing history 
of our country. Civil war and reliellioa have raged aioand her ; plague, pestilence, and 
famine have stalked through the land ; governors and rulers have come and gone ; 
legislatures have been founded, re-created, and passed away ; but Trinity College has 
alone stood, nobly fulfilling her high and holy mission for the people that she loves 
and iriio love her. (Applause.) She has sent forth (dd College men to fill the learned 
professions, to educate the society (if tin- land, ni< ii uho h.ive hen- won high renown for 
science and scholarship, the wide world over, for the Irish name. (Applause.) Ay, and 
ehc has done more. Not only these serWces has she given to those who stay at home, 
but her eons have gone ii rth to conquer and defend and to govern distant provinces, 
the great colonies and dependencies of the empire. (Applause.) T-on^, I say, may the 
University ol Uublin flourish; long may Trinity College survive, and whatever intervals 
of darkness, danger, and distrust may yet be in store for our beloved countiy, may 
Dublin University and Trinity College live on into happier and brighter days (applause), 
when at last contentment, peace, and prosperity shall have settled down upon every 
creed and class of our countrymen, and the old reproach of the ' distressful ' oountiy 
shall be forgotten in the past. (Lend applause.) 
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Mr. W. E. H. J.ECK.Y .said— 

My old University has done me a great honour in allowin^j mc to-night to spi-ak 
fur a few momcnt^i in her name. It was natural that the Provost, who has »o long 
presided over her, and repfeaents in (he meet eniaent degiee her distinctive 
leaminff. should do so, and it is not less natural (hat this task should fall f n my old friend 
&ir. Flunkct. Ho has long represented the University in Parliament, and will, no duubt, 
in a few days represent It again, and he inherits the oamei and no small sbaie ef the 
eloquence, of one of her most distinguished repMsentfttives. (Applause.) But it 1» 
TDurh loss nntural that this duty shouIJ fall upon ono who has been for many years 
unconnected with academic life, who has been engaged in studies ditlerent Jrom those 
of the University, who can point to veiy few laurels won in UniversiQr life, and whose 
small stock of academic learning, I fear it must be confessed, has grown very dim. I 
suppose, however, that in selecting me for this honourable position you desire to convey 
that Ae influence of a Univefsity on its students is only very imperfectly measured 
hy their mere academic proficiency, and also that the tie lietween a Uoiveniqr and an 

ol(! pupil i"5 one of those which neither absence nor variety of pursuits ran ever wholly 
sever. Gibbon ha*. &omewherc spoken of the advantage of grafting private consequence 
00 the importance of a great professional body. Let me say more ^mply that it must 
always be a keen pleaanre to an isolated author to think that there is a great body 
which follows his career with •fomethini^ of a paternal — I suppose 1 should say 
maternal — interest, and w hich in some future day, when taking stock of her productions, 
may not wholly forget his name or his work. How few things, gentlemen, there are 
in Ireland which could by any pn^-^iljility celebrate a tercentenary. (Hear, lu .ir.) I 
suppose there is scarcely a country in the world in which so many institutions have 
heen planted with great promise, and then withered away: sometimes they have fallen 
mildewed by corruption; sometimes they have been torn in pieces by sectarian strife; 
snmftimes they hnv»» perished thrmig-h the mn^tant fiuctuntton- and vicissitudes 
which have so peculiarly characterised the government of Ireland. It may at least 
be said of Trinity College that for three hundred years it has steadily mingled with 
most of the best things in Irish life. (Hear, hear.) It has not been merely a University 
of great mathematicians or classical scholars, of great divint-s or mi t iptiy-irians ; 
it lias also been the University of Swift and Goldsmith, and Congreve and Burke, of 
Menty Brooke, of Moore, of Lever, and of Dains. Whatever its enemies may say of it, 
it lias bt i'n the University of the nation, and not merely of a party or a sect. More 
than sixty years before the English Universiues its degrees were thrown open to Roman 
Catholics, and before that date Roman Catholics were admitted by connivance among its 
students. Hely Hutchinson, who was the greatest advocate of unsectarian education in 
Irtlaud ia the liv^htimth century, was its Provost; Plunkct -{cheers) — who took up with 
conspicuous genius the Catholic cause after Grattan , was its representative. It can count 
among its pupils men of every variety and every extreme of politkal opioioa'-Claie 
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and Grattan, Flood and Shell, Duigenaa and Wolfe Tone, Whiteside and Butt, and 
men eonnected with it have bocne a leadinjp part in elacidating the nioet distinctively 
Irish history. A FcUow of this University produced one of the few standard historlee of 
Ireland. In otjr own v'enerntion \\liat writers have explored Celtic history more surcrs<!- 
fully than Todd and Graves and i-erguson, than Stokes and Richcy, and— to name but one 
moFe^han that iliostriou* Celtic scholar Bishop Reeves ? Of all our Irish institutioas 
I believe Trinity College, Dublin, is that '.vhirh hn-, clivirlrd I.-avt, uul fxritrd 
t>eyond its borders and its connexioDS the least animosity and the largest measure of 
genuine good«dll. May the spirit that aidmaled thia Unhrersi^ in the past still 
continue. Whatever fote may be in store for us, whatever new powers may arise, 
may this University, At (past, be true to it«!^>1f. In a countrj' torn hv "sectarian and 
political strife may it continue to bring together in friendly competition students of 
diSerent creeds and diliieient political coloars, and teach them to respect each other, 
and teach them to respect themselves. In an atmosphere hot and fcveri h witli 
overstrained rhetoric and passionate exaggerations may it continue the home fif st.fK r 
thought, of serious study, of impartial judgment, of an earnest desire for truth, 
building op slowly, steadily, and laborionsly Ae noUer and more endurioff elements 
of national life. (Applanse.)

S\\ ViiAs and gentlemen, the signal honour has been done me of being permitted 
to propose a most important toast.

caused you as much surprise a.'i it has occasioned my^,elf. but tho; re?i->on of this has 
recently been confided to me. As a yachtsman, I have occasionally ' shot ' the sun, which 
implies a great anoont of familiarity with onr greatest astral body.

made a speech in dog Lattn ; and 1 have shown my devotion to Art by submitting to 
the epct a tiwi of being photographed three times. (Laughter). But if these ciedeatials 
are not comidered snfflcieat, there are otheta to which I will refer. There are present 
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to-nig^ht three illustrious personages whom I have the honour to claim as my personal 
friends (applause), who are emiBcntly fitted to represent the three divisions of my 

toast— Lord Kelvin, whose facile mathematical genius and scientific acquirements 
have translated themselves into the most practical and beneficial uses. (Applause.) 
There is a well-kDOwn prelate, my Lord Bishop of Deny, of whom it may be said 
that he i« as much heloved as he is respected, and of whom it may be questioned 
whether his writings havi- donn more pood or cis'pn more pleasure. Ar.A we have 
aUo pre««nt among us Sir Frederick Lcighton, President of the British Academy, who 
has better than any man living' succeeded in impregnating the British Fbilistioe mind 
mth some conception of the puritiei», the grace, and the dignity of ideal beauQf as 
perccivi d bv tfio Greeks. My lords and K^enttomen, it is my supreme privilege to 
call upon you to drink to Science, Literature, and Art, coupling with that toast 
the names of Lord Kei^n, the Bishop of Deny, and Sir Frederick Leighton, (Loud 
applause.) 

Th« toast having been duly honoured, 

T.ORD Kelvin, in responding^, said— 

I do not think that there is any other Universicy in the world of which it can be 
said tiiat (bur of the Fkwosts that have i^esided over it during the short period of 
a century have, everyone of them, c ontributed magniBcently to the .uU.iiu i rncnt 
of Science. (Applause). Need I mention the names of those to whom I refer? 
They are the elder Lloyd and the younger Lloyd, Jellctt, and he who so wordiily 
presides over us this evening. (Applause.) 

Tlie Lord Bishop ov Dkrky said — 

I occupy an unenviable position in replying to this toast. As a preacher of 
Sermons, which comparatively few persoiu have listened to, and a writer <rf Poems 
which no one can read eicepC my intimate Mends (laughter), 1 am unwilling to speak, 

after such a ^eat authority as the last speaker, and on such an important subject. 
The Literature of the University of Dublin has been emphatically an Irish Litera- 
ture. As we took round this Hall we see that the University of Dublin largely 
represents Literature as well as Science. It may be invidious and unpleasant to a 
certain extent to speak of men before their faces ; but we cannot help being 
reminded of one so often spoken of this evening as Professor Mahaffy (hear, hear), 
whose works are so vahiable and so massive. We can hardly refrain from 
mentioning the Classical scholarship of Professors Tyrrell and Palmer. We are not 
apt to forget the great critical sensibility and the great reading of Professor Dowden. 
(Hear, hear). I may, on the other hand, be allowed to mention the name of one 
who, as a man of Science, I, in my ignofance. can hardly say anydiing about : 
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I mean Sir Robert Ball, whose leputatioo and whose labours are truly world-wide ; 
and why should I in his presence re&ise to refer to the Prowwt of Trinity College, 
Dublin, Cbe figares in ndioae great books, while essentially heavy, are made to dance 

before our eyes with the wnndrous ttnichcs he has given to them f 1 have only further 
to say that in the future, as in the long past, I hope that Trinity College, Dubhn, 
may continue its good woiic in the paths of Literature and Science. We trust that 
the day may b« far off when any great 4^ngc shall take place in this University, 
from whatever source that chanpe may be threatened, that would tend to destroy or 
largely change this great University which is such a bright page in our history, and 
which has been so beneicial to onr country— -this University that through all the 
trnubteri history of our country has neither been blistered with tear-diops OT stained 
with blood-drops. (Loud applause.) 

Sir Frederick Leigittox sud— 

My lords ami ^^ nUemen, to be admitted to lit as a guest amongst you on an occa- 
aioo of such deep and such su^^estive interest as this, which has drawn together from 

every quarter of the cultured worJil ti) fhi^ ^rnt ntirscr\' of fnmnn'^ men .i v.ist p.itherinij 
of men of mark and leading, is in itself an honour most highly to be prized. How much 
Iteener must be the gratification of one who, himself but a very humble and a most 
inirequent intruder in the field of letters is, by the great indulgence of this University, 
privileged from henceforth to eater your gates as one affiliated, however distantly and 
however unworthily, to its illustrious body. For this honour I would wish to express 
my bnuMt sense of gnttitHde to those to wfaoro I owe it. I would tlunlt you, my hud. 

personally for the most kindly imd flattering terms in which you have been pleased to 
bid me welcome to-night, and with you, 1 would thank also this brilliant assembly for 
the hearty cordiality with which it has received your words— a covdiality in which, it 
seems tome, I feelsomeof that generous warmth which is peculiar to your r.i.e. (Hear, 
hear.) I do not know, my lord, on wh.it other artists in the past may have fallen the 
honour bestowed on mc and on my brilliant tnend and colleague to-day ; but this 1 
know, that in your inclusioa of artists in the honours of this celebration I must read a 
larger purpose and a more comprehensive thmii^ht th.tn is eonfaincil in the kindly desire 
to mark two individuals with your approving sympathy. X must read in it rather a sign 
of that growing sense which is evident in our day on all hands of the place that Iwlongs 
to ;lu- nits in the higher scheme of life ; a sense of the pure joys* many and manifold, 
that the ((uirkcned sense of the beautiful in all things brinL^s tn those who nre strung 
to respond to them, but, above all, of the high value, in these rough days of elbowing 
selfishness and materialistic leanings, of all pursuits that ate nourished in the ideal and 
withdraw us into her serener atmosphere. My lord, of the many guests w ho sit about 
youto-night, the greater numb<>r are tilled, no doubt, with such thoughts and mcmoriesas 
are naturally suggested to tfacm by the occasion and the surroundings of this moraiag. 

V 
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The spirits of some of Ireland's noblest sons haunt the air around us — statesmen and 
divines, lawyers, men of letters and men vS sdence, wit» and poets, onton, sapreme 

men, who have made and make this green island to be famous through the irorld. But 
I shall be forgiven if the flash of Irish wit and the winged fire of Irish ploquence do not 
wholly occupy my thoughts, and if, remembering that the two great Irishmen who live 
in bronze on iSlSbitt side of your portals live thera throug'h the cnfk of a foraons Irish 
si'iilptor, mv tliou;,'hts are furnefl to matters more germane to my os\r\ purt,uit5, and I 
ask myself, not without warm interest, what has the future in store for Irish art ? 
Well, my lofds and gentlemen, in following' this train of thought, the first controlling 
fact that impresses itself upon the mind is this, that you arc predominantly of Celtic 
blood. Your?, then, is that swift and supple, that keen and ardi tit Celtic spirit which 
has borne to the world in other lands such a magnificent harvest of artistic wealth. 
Imagination, that precious fpft, the noblest element in an artistic nature, has been 

implanted in abundant f .imong the sons and dau^^htcrs of this lej,,'end-hauntcd land; 
it colours their thoughts, it ioilaroes their speech, it breathes in their natiooal melodies — 
•hiH it not find permanent and lovely expression also in the garb of form and colour ? 
Yet, in the arts, though she has furnished within this century not few distinguished 
names to her roll of fame, Ireland has probably not ypt done full Justice to her brilliant 
genius and her earliest promise. (Applause.) Now, her annals in the past explain, I 
think, in gieat measnre (he fluctuations and the failures in her artistic devdopment. 
More than a thousand years ago, in times when Irish learoing and Iridi piety were an 
example to the world, Irish monks carried over every country in Europe the marvellous 
firuits of their gifts of illumination—gifts of which the supreme monument is preserved 
in your hands, the ' Book of Kelts,* on which I have gaxed irith enchantment this aftev- 
noon ; and, ng'nin, such treasures as the Chalice of Ardacfh and the Rrooch of Tara are 
there to show the excellence of Celtic metal work, even before the days of Charlemagne 
and of the great Harooo. Still ibrther back, in pre-Christian days, here, as Mnw^l 
the kindred Celtic races of Britain, designs were produced on a different principle of 
form which, to my mind, display a perhaps yet hi>,'^hrr a^stlietic quality than that of the 
ornament which eventually displaced them. Nothing known to me in metal-work sur- 
passes in subtle flower-like grace the expanding spirals, now swelling into high relief, 
and now fainting aw.iy with a w.ivc like softness, which blend in the wayward yet 
symmetrical designs known by the blaring and foolish name of the ' Trumpet pattern.' 
But both tlicse phases of design preceded the day when the study of the human form 
assumed its proper place and supremacy in art, and in that day the torch and the 
sword had, alas ! supplanted the brush and the chisel, .ind throu^^h \or\^, lurid ages of 
deadly strife the gentler arts were thrust aside and arrested in their growth. During 
several centuries the genius of Irish ait thus lay sunk in slumber; but her deep was 
not the sleep of death, and in modem times she has awakened from her long trance. 
To mention only two or three of those who ha\ e called her into new life, and who, 
though they have passed away, were amongst the friends of my own youth, I will name 
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first a man of Clare, who rose to a place in the foremost rank among the artists of our 
common country, William Mulready, and witli his name 1 will join those of another 
painter wbo achieved great fame, and of a sculptor who has richly adorned jkhit city 

with his works — T mrnn l')riniel M.iclisf, mdst lovablf of men, and Jiilin Hcnn- Folpy. 
Shall we not hope, nay, confidently expect, tliat the life thus brightly rekindled will be 
■nalntaiDcd and strengthened, and bear noble frtiit in the days to come? (Applause.) 
So, in the wreath of many golden leaves ^\ liU li Ij.nds the brow of Ii\ Ian J , one leaf shall 
never be w.int'ni^ on nh!( h arc inscribed those glorious arts for which you liave suffered 
me to speak to-night. (Applause.) 

After this speedi the banquet ended, and the guests dispersed 
about midnight. 

While the Teroentenaiy Banquet was going on in the Leinster 
Ha11» a banquet was being given in the Dining Hall of College by 

the Students to Student Delegates from other 
SMmtf S«n§M^, Universities. About one hundred and fifty gentle- 
men sat down to dinner, including all the Student 
Delegates whose names have bocn already given in the fifth chapter, 
i he banquet was a ^eat success. Mr. W. M. Dixon, the Chairman 
of the Studenis' Committee, presided. After dinner the Chairman 
proposed the toast of ' The Queen,' which was enthusiastically 
received. Mr. F. L. I,eet then proposed *The Sister Universities,' 
and Mr. G. Kempt, of Cambridge, responded. Mr. J. R. 0*Connell 
next proposed *Our other Guests,' and the toast was relied to by 
several gentlemen. Mr. Liversidge, of Oxford, then proposed * Dublin 
University,' and the Chairman responded. The speeches were of great 
wit and ^oquence, but unfortunately no reporters were present, and 
therefore, carenf Vitte .mrri>, they cannot be handed down to posteri^ 
in these records, which is sincerely to be regretted. 

After the Students' Banquet was over, the company adjourned to 
the Dining Hall, where a Smoking Concert took 
SmoJtitig Concert, place. The Editor regrets that he has not been 
able to obtain the programme of music, or even 
the names of the singers on the occasion. The Concert was not of 
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long duration, but while it lasted wa$ very enjoyable, thougb some- 
what boisterously g-ay, the Students, as it seemed, trying to compress 
into 'one crowded hour of glorious life* the diffused hilarity of three 
centuries; and, although there seems to have been a general misin- 
terpretation of Horace's line, ' Natis in usum laetitiae scyphis,' it 
was, perhaps, justified by the reflection that Tercentenaries only 
occuned at extremely rare intervals. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

THIRD day's proceedings : PROCESSION TO THE LEINSTER HALL 
—PRESENTATION OF CONGRATULATORY ADDRESSES FROM 
UNIVERSITIES AND LEARNED BODIES— SPEECHES BY THE 
PROVOST, VICE-PROVOST, THE LORD MAYOR, AND REPRESEN- 
TATIVE DELEGATES— THE ADDRESSES. 




F all the functions of the Tercentenary celebration the 
presentation of addresses by the Delegates of the 
Universities and Colleges of the Globe was the most 
impressive. The ceremonies which had preceded it 
were more of the nature of welcome or rejoicing ; 
but now came the occasion on which the voice of 
the intellectual world was to be heard testifying to the worth and 
greatness of the University of Dublin, to the work which had been 
accomplished by her sons, to the estimation in which she was held in 
every civilized country under the sun. 

Probably no University possesses within its walls a hall large 
enough to accommodate such vast gatherings as those which assisted in 
these celebrations ; and, although it would have been more Academic to 
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have held the whole ceremonial, if possible, within tlie precincts of 
Trinity College, yet it was not inappropriate that the capacioits building 
Icnown as the Letnster Hall, situated in close proximity to flie College, 
and built on its land, should become the sc«ie of the most brilliant and 
remarkable of the Tercentenary spectacles. 

Again, a procession was formed in the courts of the College. It 
even exceeded in magnitude that which had marched on the opening 
day of the Tercentenary to St. Patrick's Cathedral. As on that 
occasion, the procession w-is preceded by a military band, and was 
greeted with enthusiastic expressions of welcome by crowds of spec- 
tators. The procession was marshalled ia the same order as was the 
procession to St. Patrick's on Tuesday. The Swiss Student Delegates 
carried banners, which fluttered gaily in the strong toeese wluch was 
blowing. 

Meanti^ile hundreds of privileged persons had tibronged the 
galleries the Leinster Hall, which was beautifully decorated and 
fiostooned with pale blue and gold. The vast concourse of Fellows, 
Professors^ Ddegates, Senators, Graduates, and Students entered 
the spacious hall and slowly settled in their places, and the show 
of colour in hoods and robes was brilliant in the extreme. The 
body of the hall %\as assigned to Students and Graduates of 
Trinity College, members of the University Senate, and some dis- 
tinguished visitors, ilu: seats immediately in Irnnt of the dais being 
reserved for the Delegates who were the bearers of Addresses from 
Universities and I^eamed Bodies. The galleries were filled with 
those visitors who had been able to secure tickets of admission* The 
Earl of Rosse, K.P., Chancellor of the Universily, fwesided; the 
Provost sat to his right, the Vice-Provost to his left. Seats upon the 
dais were allotted also to Uie Lord Mayor and those members of tite 
Corporation who were present; and to tibe Fdlows and Professors 
of Trinity College ; and seats on the dais were also occupied by the 
Marquis of Dufierin and Ava, the Lord Provost of Edinburgh, the 
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Bishops of Limerick, and Down and Connor, and a few others. Behind 
the I'rovost was an anticjut' oak chest of capacious size, in which the 
Addresses were deposited after they had been presented. 

The proceedings were opened by the pRuvoiT, the Rev, George 
Salmon, d.d. He was received with an enthusiasib which expressed 
not only respect for him as the r^resentative of the University, but 
personal reverence and afiection. He sud-— 

^f\- lords and gentlemen, thf kindness of the reception which you have jsfivcn me 
enables me in some degree to recover from the very painful shock I got this morning. 
I sent for ao official pfogramme in order to ascertain the hour at which the proceedings 
should be opened, and on looking at it I found that the proceedings were to be opened 
with ' an address by the Provost.' I thought our secretaries showed themselves 
ignorant of the first principles of common law, that a penalty shoidd not be inflicted 
twice for the same ofeice. Now, if the effect of my being Frovost lie that I am to have 
inflirted on mc tho penalty of spcech-makin;,'-, I thoujrht I had suffic iently discharj^cd that 
penalty yesterday evening, and that therefore it would be an injustice to punish me 
again ; but when I complained to ^Sbn secretaries of their conduct, they said» in excuse, 
that they had told mc oF this six weeks .x'^o. These terrible young men, who never 
fufv^ef MnytliinLf tlieniselves, do not understand that to a man of my ape six weeks' 
notice is no notice at all. They proved themselves, however, to be in the right 
when on my making another complaint, they told me I had made the same complaint 
six weeks ago. My complaint was that in every other case they had the humanity 
to say a 'short address,' in my case they said 'an address.' However, there is 
one thing which they cannot deprive mc of, the right of apportioning the penalty 
to niysdf— and I suppose thqr rdied on my humanity tbat my speech would be a 
short one. 

I believe my chief function on the present occasion is the giving of thanks, and, as 
in duty bound. I b^n with the representathw in this countiy of Her Majesty the Queen. 
I must distinguish, however, between the man and the official persona jje. The Lord 
Lieutenant is an official personage in two capacities. He represents the Queen here, 
but he also rqpresents hem Her Majesty's Government. Now. of the Lord Lieutenant 
as a man I shaU say sometliing pfttsently ; as the representative of the Government I 

must avail myself of this unexpected opportunity of making a hearty growl. I have felt 
wc had cause for complaint that when the Government might have chosen any other 
week of the year for the disaolotion— fn fiict they were not limited* to this year, for I 

believe there were many of their supporters who would have been just as well pleased 

if thi y had waited for another year — they should have fixed upon this week, which we 
had six months ago given notice of as the time of our festivities. The coosequeoce 
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has been that wc have sustained a serious toss. Several eminent men who had 
promiwd their attendance have been obliged to stop away altogether, or else have 
OD^ been able tu us a mutilated visit. Passing, however, from that topic, 

I come to the Lord l.ici:ti-nant in his jirivate capacity, anJ in that respect I have 
nothing to say but words of gratitude for the kindness and courtesy which he has 
shown, for the part which he has taken in our proceedings, and for liaving given 
us the benefit of his gracious hospitality. .iro at! (.loIiL^httd to know that this 

is an auspicious season, not only for ourselves, but also from a family cvcot. for 
himself. I next come to the Lord Mayor. When I was at the Terceotenaiy proceed' 
ings in Edinburgh eight years ago, I was struck with a kind of envy and despair 
on account of thr harmony which 1 foTinrl i-xistinp bi-t\vccn the University and the 
Corporation. I thought with myself that when our proceedings took place here, as 
1 supposed wonld be in seven or eight years* time, we could not emulate anything like 
what we saw there at that time. I did not think — it was a possibility which never 
entered into my head— that I sihould preside on this occa<>ion ; and it was « (juallya 
thing wliich i did not venture to hope for, that we should have been honoured with the 
presence of, and with the co>operation of, the Lord Mayor. He has made our guests 
his .i,'iic->t'^, and in particular I must give him, wliat uc owe him, all i^ratitue!!^ for what 
at that time in Edinburgh I could never have dared to anticipate — that through his 
kindness we have the presence of the Lord Provost of Edinburgh. To the Lord ^layor, 
and for the example which he has set. i think we also owe gratitude for the kindness 
and c<mrtf"«;y wlih which, on a long procession through the streets, we were mot, 
when we went the first day of our meeting to St. Patrick's. 1 know that tliere 
were several here who looked forward to such a thing with apprehension, and I am 
gratified to think that it was very much to the Lord Mayor that we owe the fact that 
our apprehensions proved to be completely unfounded. There is another person to 
whom I should also express my gratitude — 1 mean to his Grace the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Dublin-^ho, I think, rightly fek that, whatever our diSi»ences may be, 
he was in perfect sympathy with us in rcmcmhrrint,' that we were a rclii^'ioiis foundation, 
and (hat our thanks on this occasion were due in the first place, as we rendered them, to 
the Almighty God Who had supported us in the three hundred years past, and to Whom 
we look for our support in dajrs to come. Perhaps I should mention, however, how the 
first idea occurred to us to ^-o all the wav to St. Patrick's, for our service. At the timt- 
these celebrations were first talked of, wc contidcntly hoped that a sermon would have 
been preached for us by Archbishep Magee— he was then only Bishop Magee. Re was 
warmly attached to this University. I don't know that wc ever had a graduate who 
did us more honour, and who was attached to us by stronger bonds of life-long affection. 
When we contemplated having him for our preacher, we knew that our sntall chapel 
could not possibly hold tite throng that would come to hear him, and we arranged to 
trn to St. Patrick's. Death has deprived us of the presence of that i^reat man, but we 
did not hnd that St. Patrick's was too spacious for the congregation which assembled 
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what to read. I am sure thero ate maoy in this meetinj^ who have boon brotight face 
to €aoe, who will be thankful for (he neeting, and who know that this occasion will 
•ofteQ the asperity which someliiaek ptevaili between cnltivaton vi lame braiidi 
of knowledge. I think the Bishop of Deny^ speakinf^ last night, said that theology 
was a low suburb in which we often met a great deal of bad lans'uage. Well, now 
I do not know if any of the bad language that theologians employ now-a-days 
is to be compared witii the bad language that the cnltivaton of clasdeal learning 
employed in the beginning of the century. No words could be too bad to depict 
the character of a man who had mistaken views as to the pretcrplupcrfect tense. 
I have no sympathy with that feeling. I know that when I come across a book 
where the author has been deident is care, and which he has turned out upon tiie 
world without using on it that industry- th.it he should have employed, I am apt to be 
angry, and I feel a slight temptation to make use of bad language ; but if it happens 
that tiie man is one with whom I have shaken hands and have had friendly interoooiae 
I feel a power of self-restraint that I never would have exercised under any other circum- 
stances. I feel that after such a meeting we are not likely to have the same inclination 
to use bad language to each other. I predict that in the future the amenities of science 
and literature will be cultivated and increased. I say nothing more about the delegates. 
I suppose that subject may hereafter be touched on. One word I may say to our 
graduates, and express the rcf^ret that I cannot help feeling that so many of them were 
necessarily crowded out, owing to the liberality with irfdch our sealous young people 
spread their invitations to strangers to come, without having taken into account the 
limited capacity of our halls and means of entertainment. I thank the old as well as 
the young graduates who have honoured us by their presence, and I must not omit to 
say a word about the undergraduates. Some of our English friends, who were present 
at the conferring of degrees the other day, found that they oussed something on that 
occasion to which they had been accustomed, and that there was a certain amount of 
lameness about our proceedings which made them think that Irish undergraduates 
were incapable of m^ing a noise. I only wish that Aey had been with us in the hall 
on Monday at the opening of our election. I have had a certain difficulty in under- 
standing the pleasure that undergraduates feel in making a noise. I know that all 
young animals are playful, but my kitten days are so long past that perhaps it is a 
defect on my part that I cannot now understand the pleasure. But it was not incapacity 
but good feeling that has kept them silent on this occasion, and respect for the 
many eminent men whom I am sure they feel it a great honour and a great pleasure 
to have been accorded at least the right of. I think at least the undergraduates of 
this generation have had an incident in their Universt^ career such as their fathers 
bad not, and it is to be feared their sons will not have, and to which they will all their 
lives be able to look back with pleasure, feeling honoured by the scenes they have 
witnessed on the present occasion. (Loud applause.) 
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The Lord Mayor (Mr. Joseph Michael Meade, ll.d.), who was 
warmly applauded on rning, said— 

My Lord Chancellor, my lords, and gentlemen, who Have come here as Oalugates to 
the Terceatenaiy celefaratiim of our old College of Trinity in Dublin, on the part of the 

nnicip.ility nnd the citizens of Dublin, 1 birt yon n?! a hc.irty and cordial welcome. 
The Provost has so kindly alluded to the action of the Corporation, whose chief 1 am, 
in connexion wiA the Tercentenary, that he has left very little indeed for me to aay. 
I will say, however, that it only required to be mentioned to the Corporation that it was 
desirable that they should attend and assist in promoting the «ucccss of this rck bration 
to find that they were unanimously disposed to give eHect to that desire, and as an 
earnest of their feelingr they voted with one accord the honorary fi«edam of the city, the 
highest gift we ran L;ive, to the Prr/Vnst of Trinity College. I, as a citizen of Dublin, 
feel proud of Trinity College and all its history (cheers), i feel that from Trinity 
College have gone forth leaders of thought and of action in every department of 
science, of art, and of wariare, and we Iriahnen look with pride and with pleasure 
to the teaching of Trinity and the ^^Tfrtt mrn whom she has rean-il '. h.:iT>>\ 1 fi-fl 
that in the future she will continue the good work, and tiiat no matter what change* 
may take place in parties or in men's ideas, Irishmen will continue to rejoice in her 
past history, and look wiA hope to herfuture triumphs in the world of learning. 1 fi el, 
on the part of mv r!ti/<'n«;, the great advantages tliat must necessarily arise in Dublin 
from the visit of such di!>iinguished public men as we have amongst us to-day. I hope, 
and I fed, that they will experience ftom one and all of the cilifens of Dublin, no 
matter what their positions may be, no matter what their views may hf, ix^liii» .il <-r 
otbemise, the greatcM kindness and courtesy ; and that the citizens will >>how (<> them 
that they feel prottd and that tkey ate honoured by th<- presence of lo many di^tiiigui%h«!d 
men. I hope the Delegate* will have the pieanure of taking bai'k with them none but 
the rno<!t kindly and turrlial r< < 'jll'-< ti'/fi's •)( iln-ir vt^it, I hjw .<k iit).iiii(ii'«i> fi-< Imj^' 
ol ray colleagues in the ijutynMn/ii in bi'lihiig ih«; tu W^Aifo Miui t^ui au 4 h'<4M> 
welcome.

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tts connrratulatofy addresses on this memonbte occauon, and of callinfr out likewise the 

names nf thf- distintruished and illustriou'; men -whom they have sent here ns T>elft,rntes 
— their literary ambassadors— to convey to us their kindly feelings and their cxpres* 
sions of respect and regard, their congratuladons upon the past» and their cordial 
hopes for the future. In such an assembly as this, in this laige and qiacions hall 
crowded fruiii ffuor to ct-iHnq-, I fee! iJiat it is ttii- fir-,t duty of anyone who tnkes part in 
these proceedings that he should endeavour to make himself inteliigiblc to all his audi- 
tors, and therefore it is that I am obliged to forego the use of tlie Latin words consecrated 
by Inni; ac.idemir usriire, and to fall back on mjr own tongue, which the old Roman 
orator might have stigmatized as barbarian, but which is at the present moment spoken 
hf a larger number of the civilised people of the world than any other known tongue. Yet 
we are not met together without some reference to the classical language of past times. 
Yesterday in the senate haH uf the I'nivL rsity, the Pcljlic Orator, in elofjuent and 
felicitous language, summed up in few words the various parts of the world whose 
representatives we are pleased to ^ here before us. He said :— ' Adsunt salutatriccs 
Oxonia et Cantabrigia, gcmini Angliae oculi, duae litterarum arces, scicntiae faces. 
Adsunt Academiae Londini et Uunelmi ct W'alliac et illae quibus nomen indidit eadem 
Regina (quam Deus sal vara facial !) in Hibcrnia Reginae et Regale, in Anglia Victor me. 
Adest Caledonia, altrix hrra exsuperanium virum. Mantis trans mare amiciasimas 
porrigunt (ierminia Gallia Italia fnn'i"; ill; venerand; doctrinae arti unique. Porrigil 
trans Oceanum America, a Sarmatis, ab Herculis coluninis, ab Indis miltunt Europa 
Africa Asia gratulatores ; ab ultimis terrac partibos veniunt in commtinionem gaadii 
nostri Universttates toto orbe divisae toti) c >rde coniunctae.' As so many ladies have 
graced the (u casion sv'th tlicir present e, I ^,ll.dl, for their henefii, endi'avour to reiuter 
into English the words of the Public Orator—' t riendiy hands are held out across the 
sea by Germany, France, and Italy, those revered fountains of learning and the arts. 
Across the .Atlantic America greets us. From the steppes of Russia, from the Pillars 
of Hercules, from India, Europe, Africa, and Asia, they send greetings. From the 
Uttermost parts of the earth they come to share our joy, UnivertitleB severed tram ns by 
the whole worhl bat united to us by every link <tf love.' I riudl therefore conclude by 
callini^ the representatives of these variou s bodies to show that the words of the Public 
Orator were no idle boast, but the expression of incontrovertible fact. I am sure that 
the words of these gentlemen will sink iu the minds of all those now present, and 
will remain a source of pleasure and gratification in connexion with the Tercentenary 
of their beloved I 'liiveriity. (Applause.) I shall begin with Great Ilritain, liei Colonies 
and Dependencies, and I therefore call on the representative of the University of 
London, Sir James Paget. (Applause.) 
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Then followed the jirpsfntations. The Vice-Provost railed out the 
names of the Universities and the Delegates rt jiresentiiiy ihein, and

Chaprmn, the macp-bearer from Edinburgh University, attracted 
much attention, owin^' to his hnq-c stature, which must have been 
more than six feet and a-half hiyh, as well as from the richness 
ol hi-s otiieial robes. The I f eidellier;^ Delegates were accompanied 
on to the dais by two student Delegates in their picturesque costumes. 
As each I>eleg'ate advanced to the {datform, the band of the Stissex 
Regiment played the national air of the country to which he 
belonged. Thus the 'Marseillaise' was played when the address 
from the University of Paris was presented } * Auld Lang Syne ' 
when the delegates from Scotland advanced ; M (»i«gnor Moltoy, 
representing the Catholic University was saluted with *St. Patrick's 
Day ' I and the Johns Hopkins deputation was welcomed with 
* Yankee Doodle ' amid applause and mprriment. Nothing" could 
have been more lively or ettective, nothing^ could have brought 
more vividly before the minds of the audience the world-wide 
cliaracter of the congratulations which the University was receiving 
than this feature <tf the ceremony. 

There were several scenes of marked enthusiasm. When, for 
instance, the Marquis of Dufierin and Ava came finrwaxd, he was greeted 
with immense applause, the whole audience rising and cheering and 
waving caps and handkerchiefs. The students called eagerly for a 
speech^a request which '- ■jM not be complied with. The noble 
Marquis bowed his acknowledgments repeatedly, but the cheering was

Again, when 
Professor Vamb^ny delivered, in vigorous accents, a speech in tiie 
English tongue, glowing with generous admiration of the British people 
and their empire, to the development of which Dublin University had 
contributed so much through so many of her sons, thr audience once 
more sprang to their feet as one man and cheered vociferously, carried 
away as they were by the force and vehemence of the oratr)r. A limited 
number of the t]flf'i,^;ites delivered speeches on present! njjf their addresses, 
one l)eing selected from the representatives of each country, or g'roup of 
countries, according to the following prograninie, in which tlie groups 
of Universities are printed in thtclc capitals, and their spokesmen in 
ordinary capitals.

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Sir James Paget, presenting' the Address of the University of 

London, and speaking on behalf of Great Britain, her Colonies and 

Dependencies, said — 

I have the honour, as Vice-Chancenor of fhe Univf rsity of London, and in associa- 
tion with my disting^uished colleague Dr. Holden, to present to you from the Senate of 

our University an .iddrcs^; of c()ii;^'ratuI.ition on this> glorious anniversary ; and I have 
the yet higher honour of otfcring the congratulations of the Universities of Great Britain 
and her Colonies and Dependencies. The responsibility of my duty is very great; but 
yet greater is the happiness that, in these days of political dispute, I can speak ior so 
naoy others, who, however widely they may differ on other subjects, are certainly unani- 
mous in gladness at the prosperity and renown which the University of Dublin enjoys 
after three hundred years of work in the acquirement and di Auion of knowledge. Much 
of this work has been done in the f\{\(\>\ of nearly constant Ijittcr trials of i I'lifr iM fsy, 
personal, political, and doctrinal ; and never has it been shown more clearly that the 
mighty living force of the desire for the fRomotion of knowledge can ahide and grow in its 
strength in spite of hindrances and distractions manifold. Here that force has been 
constantly widening its range of influoncp, constantly acquiring new fields fur cultiva- 
tion, and stirring more minds to the love of learning. Yes ; in respect of learning, your 
Univernty has, indeed, had a noMe career, and has, with foil merit, attained its pre* 
sent eminence. You have had in all your faculties successions of earnest, able teachers, 
always striving to maintain their teaching at the highest level of their time. And you 
have had among your profeaaors and your graduates men of rare genius, inimitable ; 
but giving to the University such lustre of renown as has made every student feel that 
he may justly bo.nst that hi- is .t Trinity College man, and that he mu^t fear lest he 
should ever bring discredit on the school which they have ennobled. And you have 
had a succession of that best class of teachers, the men eminent in research, lovers of 
enterprise in the study of arts and sciences— men who never cease to be students — 
always learninj;' while te.ichiiii,', ami tluis pruvidin;^'-, b\- their examples, that best i>f all 
teaching, the teaching how to learn, and showing by their own enthusiasm the intense 
pleasure of enterprise fbr the discovery of things unknown. Naturally concurrent with 
all this has been the just ambition that the University should be in nothing behind the 
best in the merit and the repute of its degrees. And to this end you have competed 
well with all ; raising the standard not only of your teaching, but of your examinations ; 
makii^ ttem the inal tests both of education and of acquirement ; the tests at once 

of teachers and of students. And your success is proved, not ( iily by the hicrh value r.f 
your degrees being everywhere admitted, but by the increasing numbers of your gra- 
duates, who, as teachers and examiners in other schools, an everywhere extending your 

influence and increasing your renown. These, my lord, are only part of the reasons 

for whli !i I olTi T tile hearty conf^atulations of all whom T am perTniiied to represent. 
I could tell of more but for the judicious limitation of my time. Only let me add the 
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assurance of our earnest hope that the future may be yet more bright — more fruitful 
than the past. Yoa have helped to make H sure that the power and responsibility of 

Universities is steadily increasing; and our wishes rise to the height of a fer\cnt 
prayer that the power of this Universi^ may be blessed to the true welfare of our 
country and of the world. (Applause.) 

On behalf of tlic seats of learning in the United States, Mr. 

Daniel C. Gilman, ll.d., President of the Johns Hopkins University 

in Baltimore, said — 

To the plaudits of British and American scholars the Americans add their tributes 
of grateful reverence. We bring- you salutations from the New World, a barren 

wilderness when Trinity College was founded, now a vigorous forest where acorns of 
British n.ilcs have taken root and grown. Our seats of learning greet the University 
of Dublin as an honoured elder sister, for our oldest colleges, Harvard and Yale, 
were not bom until Edinburgh and Dublin had become matuiie. We have come 

to Sfroft livincf frirnds. in whcis-f rompnnifinship our srhol.ir'; wnik fhrniiq-}-, thf fields 
of ancient and m<,Hli rn litt rature, survey the heavens, enter the abstract realms of 
mathematics and philusuph\ . and dwell in the Earthly Paradise of Science and Art. 
At the stately portal of Trinity College we have been met by your Cioldsmith and 
ntir<!, and hrnrd him <^:\y in the phrases of thf immortal Vicar, 'Here is a college to 
be chosen "as 1 chose my wife, aa she did her wedding gown, not for a fine glossy 
surflBce. but for such qualities as would wear well."' When we turned to salute the 
other guardian of the threshold, we heard the clarion voice of Edmund Burke— our 
Burke as well as yours — defending the cause of American freedom; and were set to 
musing whether, if his warnings had been heeded, we should now be present as freemen 
of ttte United Kingdom, and not as citizens of tlie United States. One alumnus of 

Trinirv Collc^q-f i-q h(*!ovi-f! hrvonrt nil others by Americans. I need not even pronoiinr(» 
his name. (Loud cheers.) Some of us have been at bis See of Cloync. We have 
looked upon bis ideal form, cut in marble, so full of life and beauty that we felt his 
presence, and uttered, &oe to &cc, our words of gratitude and honour. Therefore, 
to-day, among these scholars nssemblcil from fvery land of Christendnni, tlir ATni ricrrns 
do honour to the Univcri»ity of Dubhn for its present and for its past. 1 have spoken by 
request for all the institutions of learning in the United States, from Cambridge 00 the 
Atlintii to R. rkr?< v on thr- Pacific coast. May I now be allowed to read a letter sent 
by the I'niversity in Baltimore, founded by John^ Hopkins. It is ns follows : — 

'The Johns Hopkins University of Baltimore greets with admiration and respect the 
University of Dublin, grateful for its services during three hundred years to Science, 
Letters, and Fdtiration ; mindful also of the example and influent e of Bishop Berkeley, 
an alumnus and Fellow of Trinity College, whose gifts, words, and character are an 
abiding ioheritaoce of American scholars.' (Applause.) 
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Professor TheODOR Gumterz, having handed in an address from 
the Academy of Sciences, Vienna, said that he had great pleasure in 
presenting, in the name of his colleague, Professor ScMlPFER, an 
address from the University of Vienna. He continued*-* 

I wish to express my adnifatioii of Ae glorious tiadiUoas «f DubGn Uaiverritjr, 

and my wannest and most . irn-^st wishes t'lit it^ futurt' miv be one of jrlorj- and of 
j^atnes«, that it may continue the «nninent services it has rendered io the past to 
the threefold caase of the advancemettt of leartiingr, die proi^ress of acience. aod 
the iiDpnnrenieiit of mankind. I may be allowed, in conclusion, to pay my tribute 
of heirff!? pratitude to the members of this illustrious University for the extreme 
kindness, the perfect courtesy, and the sincere cordiality which the foreign dele^^ates 
have met with on this solemn and memonble occasion, and which has lefk an 
indelible impvesvon on our minds. 

Professor V. D'Hoxdt, presenting the Address of tiie Universi^ of 
Ghent, and speaking for the Belgian Universities, said— 

The Belgian Univerdties have the honour of sending to their sister of Dablin delegates 

for the purp*)se of presentini; to her on thi* occasion of her three hundredth anniversary 
their mo«t cordial and sincere coagr.\tuIations. The scientific world recognixes 
happily no liroits, no political diffcfeoces, no philosophical nor relij^ons sects. Among 

those who devote themselves to leamtog. there can e\ist nothini; but a noble emulation 
for the adv.-i*^rfTn«"nt of science and the spread of truth. The Bt !i,,Man l"niver>itics are 
%erj' ^lad to hnd m these celebraiioas a new ucca>ioD of recording to the world their 
independence, and the foct of their being placed nnder the protection of the great 
powers of Eurojx?, and notably of that of the I'nited Kini:iKim, «ith which on every 
occa>ton Bolcium has experieoced the most friendly and most intimate relations. Nor 
caa Uel^iuro for^^^et that part of their country owes its civilimion to an Irishman, 
the illnstrious Columban. Also «« are veiy proud to have the honour, on pccsenting 
thi$ address, to avow our most sincete wishes for the prosperity of the Univeisiljr of 
Dublin. 

Professor II. M. Saxtorph, presenting the Address of the 

Univerjiity of Copenhatren, said — 

\\*hcn the Uni^-ersity of Copenhagen receiwd your kind invitation to take part in 
this Cestinty, and when they selected me as their representative, 1 had no reason to 
refuse, C«>nsidering I wa* the only one in the l"n;vcr>;:y who had ever had any 
cunnext ni with Trir.itv ColU\;e. In fact this University is a very old acquaintance of 
mine, forty years ago 1 came to iJubiiii. and »peDi a Wa^ ume here studying surgery. 
When I came here I was so well received by the whole profession, that I qwnt a vcty

and raost of all Professor Hamilton and Robert Smith. The latter seemed to take 
a certain interest in me: in foct I mii^ht connder myself 'one of his pupils ; but now 
after foity ytMXi, coming back, all that ^feneration has died away. 1 do not see a single 
on*> of all thn5f» men ; but, aUhuuL;h we know thnt men may die, srienre will on ; 
and 1 expect, and think, and beiie^e that Trinity College will always go on making 
progress to tiie benefit of ber Students, to the benefit of the countrjr, and to the benefit 
of science. 

Professor RiCKET, presenting the Address of the University of 
France, said- 
It is with, we might almost say, paternal affiection that we are now called upon to 

express our con;:frntu1ritirin<; to one of our younj:,'i^r <5)<fers. Ten centuries a^^o Europe 
was in darkness ; but on a lonely spot on the summit of the hill of St. Genevieve was 
then glowing the light of learoing, which, conscious of its duty and responsibility, for 
eight centuries has never ceased to pour forth, with a generous spirit, tlie knowledge 
collected during those renttiries of Greek and Roman culture, and preserved by the 
great University of Paris with motherly care and jealous eye ; and now, after eight 
centuries, it is also with motherly love and satisfaction that we beg to tender our 
heartiest congratulations to a sister wllich, although younger, is not On that 
account less distinguished. 

Baron VoM Richthofbn, presienting the Address of the Universi^ 
of Berlin, and speaking for the German Universities, said-~ 

My r.i.r.l Ch.inrellor, my lord-?, and ;::( n?lemen. I have had the honour to be appointed 
tu represent on this most festive occasion the University of Berlin, and the additional 
honour has been conferred upon me to be allowed to address this illustrious assembly 

in the name <>{ Grmiany. 

On e:fluT siilv I luivc been char<:c.! to submit to tli>' Un-verstty of Dublin the most 
sincere and most sympathetic congratulations on the Tercentenary celebration of its 
existence. 

The intellectual rclatian'i bL-tweon Ireland and Germany date from a time far beyond 
the day of the foundation of Trinity College. More than other nations, we have a right 
to recall to the memoiy of this day, Qie acts <rf those pious monks who left the convents 
of the island of Erin to spread Christian religion abroad. Many a legend is intem-oven 
with their successful working in fore'jt-rind Germany, where, besides the sacred doc- 
trines, they planted and fostered the germs of scientific knowledge. It is the time 
when Dicuil, in his home country, and Virgilius, the enlightened Irish-bom bishop 
of Salzburg, propounded their advanced cusmolog^cal doctrines. Germany does not 
forget what she owes to this early Irish influence upon her civlliiation. She has never 
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been able to repay directly the benefits then received. Centuries had passed by when 
another giaad intellecttial noveinent united the two countries. It is the awalcenioff 

of the spirit of independent thoui^ht, which had its mot« in sdmlastic pliil' sophy, and 
was alone able to give origin to srimtific research. Cultivated by mastcr-mind«at some 
of those eaily Univecrities which spnui^ up on the Continent and in Eng^laod. it atlahMd 
a high standard in the sixteenth century. In this era, Trinity College was founded 
uTidrr rhp trltirious nnr! entiijhtened reig'n of Queen Eliz.iljctli . Ilistoriral rrrnrd rx- 
hibits clearly the remarkable position which this University occupied from its very 
beginning. Its paths were not smooth, and it has had to undergo stniggles severer 
than those which feH to the iot of other plact s of a ademic tcaching^. The spirit of 
Protestantism, upon which the new institution was» fuunded, as well as that of toleration, 
to which the first iihould naturally develop, have had to defend their position on Irish 
soil against opposing influences. The University of Dublin has never foiled to come 
r-ut virtoriniislv from its difficult ir=:. It has cnntintipd to grow step by st.-p, and to exert 
a powerful influence, not only within the Emerald Island, of the capital of which it is the 
brig^htcst jewel, but also generally in the Scientific world. Among its members, there 
were not lail:in>; t ininent scholars adapted to give itiustiv and briili u rs , and it can 
Kdast of h.n in;,'- oiiur.itt d others who rrmt- to hii^'li and important positions in piitit'c'<^. in 
literature, in arts, and in sciences. To this university which now looks back upon a 
successful history of three hundred years, and whose intellectuat pre-eminence is partly 
based on this long standing, I have to express the sympathy on the part of a university 
which, although among the youngest of the Continent, has grown up on ancient found- 
ations laid by German University life since six hundred years. In its name I have the 
honour to deliver their tabular gratulations. I am Airther authorized to speak in the 

name of all other I'nivor^itiL-s emanating' from this cnmmon pn-ound, .t; as <)f 

academies and .scientific institutions of Germany, which are represented here either 
personally or by having sent written addresses. May the same vigorous prosperity which 
has marked the history of Trinity College from its very origin, but chiefly irithlQ the 
last sixty years, never be clu i ki <1. M.is' the Univrr'.ity nf Dublin conlintir to art n% a 
radiant light in Ireland, and, far beyond her frontiers, to rank high in the general realm 
of intellect and in the world of science. 

Professor . i'. TitLE, presentini;: the .\ddress of the University of 
Leyden, and sptN-ikinjcr on lichalf of the Dutch Universities, said — 

1 have the honour to say a few words m the name of the Dutch Universities which 
have accepted srour invitation with the greatest sympathy. Three of them are represented 
here by their delegates — I^yden, Utrecht, and Anistcrdam. Unhappily nffit ial duties 
prevented the Rector of the Groningen University from joining our delegation. 1 hope 
you will kindly accept the apologies I make to you in bis name, and the congratulatory 
address of his Senate with which he entrusted me. Your University and those of 
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Holland, though they did oot stand in constant and frequent relations, have much in 
common. Founded within the same period of hittory— for If the University of 
Amsterdam as such is still very young, as an illustrious school it exists more than two 
centuries nnd a-li.ilf— they have sprung from the same wants, they were animated by 
the same spirit, and all of them have now developed into centres of free and thorough 
researeh and scientiBc speculation, dttected only by the love and devoted to the pumuit 
of truth. Nor do we ignore the names and \v<>rks of many renowned scholars and 
writers whom in the three centuries of its existence your College counted among its 
pupils and teachers. There is, first of all, that glorious pair whose statues adorn the 
facade of your lofty ball, the great p^litual ijlnlosii[>lu r, mighty orator, and masier 
of liltT.m' composition, Hdmunil Rurki-, .ind tliL- ih.irniing authur df thi> 'Vicar of 
\\ akcticid,' who certainly did not dream that he would be raised to that honour when 
as a poor sixar he had to sweep the court and to cany up the dinner of the Fellows, 
and when the only academical distinction he achieved, and I regret to say at that time 
deserved, was to be thoroughly caned, but who lived to be one of the most popular 
writers whose name is known throughout the world, and whose works are scarcely more 
appreciated in this, bis own countiy, than they are In ours. And why should I not add the 

namr rif tfint powerful xi nius, that ' ruin of a ^rcat tmpiti',' as Tharkrrny cn!li*f1 him, 
Jonathan Swift ; of that sw«)rn enemy of traditional scholasticism, that most subtle and 
orijirinal of English metaphysicians, George Berkeley ; and last, oot least, of the great 
pioneer in Oriental research and discover)', Kdward Hincks? AH of them belong to that 
j^loiioiis past uf uhirh ynu lia\f a ri^'ht to be prcnul. Vnu have a right t<i it, because you 
have not to be ashamed of the present. Not a few of your still living professors, by the 
depth and extent of their knowledge, and by their extraordinary talent, rank foremost 
in the several departments of science and of literature. To the old glory of your 
institution you add new fame. Therefore, when we present to you our congratulations, 
it is not out of mere courtesy we address you, but it is a salute of honour we bring you 
as your fellow<labourera in the great woffc that increases every day, and can only be 
done rtrn'ffv viribus. We attend Viuir jtibtlpf with the most cordial fpflirLT-^, as 
members of that great community which embraces the whole civilized world, as those 
who, like yourselves, have devoted our lives to the service of that true science of which 
it may be sud» Qstacumstie i»eeiit^Uit UitAras, 

Professor A. Vamb^ry, presenting the Address of the University of 
Buda-Pesth* and «peaking on behalf of the Austrian and Hungarian 
Universities, said— 

I deem it a particularly high honour to have been entrusted udth the misskm to convey 

to you the {(jUpfpal grfftinj,>-s nnd hearty con.ijratulatior.F. of the Ruda-Pcsth f 'nivcr-^ity on 
this festival occasion. There is a certain amount of similarity in the geographical 
position of the University of Ireland and of HuQgaiy. considering that one occupies the 
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most &outb-caslcrn, and (he other the most north-western point of Europe. We 
Hungariaiu have not been so happy as yoa, for, being posted on tfae gate of Europe, 

towards the liast, wc had to stand the bnint fjf Mongol, Tartar, and Turkish irruptions, 
and serving as the sentinel of the Christian West, we have just now to make good for 
the diortcomings of tbe past. It is thus that, whilst the Hungarian Univernty has only 
quite recently begun to wad fortli the rays of modern culture and science towaids 
the neighbouring East, your hicrh srhoo! has been fulfillinij tliat dutv .ilriady three 
centuries ago in a two-fold direction, namely, towards the West and the East. I 
date say everybody will admit that the beginning and tfae growth of the Great Republic 
of America is mainly due to the work of men educated in this and in other Universities 
of Great Britain. The seed of liberty sown by the children of this island in the western 
hemisphere, may have produced a tree of different form and foliage, but it comes from 
the commoD soil of the United Kingdom, and it is a common property, juit as your 
Innsjiinirc which rr^sounds with equal power in the ancient and in the modern home. 
But apart from your activity in a western direction, allow me to speak in my capacity 
of a humble student of Anatic languages and peoples, of the successfid activity of this 
University in the propagation of modt?m learning in the distant East. Your Asiatic 
Empire may have bi^ni founded by the heroic spirit of the children of thi^ insul.ir 
country, but it is kept up by the mental superiority, and by the sense of justice which 
hat been instilled by this University in tbe breast of tbe toich-beaiers of our civilization 
in the Eiist. 'J hc sword and the gun strike terror for a while, but the learning and the 
achievements of modern science overawe constantly the Asiatic, and fill his breast with 
admiration for the man who has come from thedistantWest to deliverhim from oppressive 
tyranny, and to lead him on the path of real humanity towards a better fiiture. Your 

prowrb, ' knn-.vlcd;^e is power," finds its best expres'iion in the fact thnt your l.Tncyuiiij'e 
has conquered nearly the whole of the Asiatic Continent, for there are not only over one 
million of Indians who can speak in the language of Hilton and Shakespeare, but we 
saw recently European Courts compelled to use English when receiving the princes 
of Siam, and the Sultan of Turk* y li.id to use English interpreters, when he invited the 
naval officers of Japan to his imperial table. Everybody will agree when i say that 
your Universities are the fountain of your supremacy, and the cradle of your power. It 
is but natural that every body will and must rejoice in the flourishing condition of your 
high schools, and 1 beg to express in the name of Hungarj- our most sincere congratu* 
lations on the Tercentenary festival of the Dublin University. May she live to see 
many happy retums of this glorious day, and may she continae to «pread science to 
the welfare of mankind. *Vivat. crescat etfloreat* ! (Loud apphiuse.) 

Professor Gaudekzi, presenting the Address of the University of 
Bologna, delivered a short speech in lulian on behalf of the 
Universities of Italy. 
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Professor F. Haqerup, presenting the Address of the University of 
Christtania, said — 

I came here as the representative of a small nation whote people prctenrl to be a 
sort of kinsfolk of the Irish nation — a people who used to come in ancient days to bring 
war and tniseiy to the Isle of Erin, and destroy the ancient Irish civilisation, bat who 
have sent me to-day to bring you warm thanks for the power which this illustrious Uni- 
versity has exercised in the ci\nlization of the present day. We wish that this cele- 
brated Trinity College, which has been during three centuries the pride of Ireland, may 
contlnne, duringr many coming' centuries, to he a light and a blessing to scientific 
education, to be a benefit in this place to the Irish pooplt- the noble and gifted Irish 
people — who have inscribed so many names on the roll of science and letters, and 
who in these &iys have inscribed the name of Icdand an. the heart* of foreigners, 
and for whose happiness and prosperi^ all of ns jofai In ptaying' most warmly and 
heartily. 

Dr. T. T. Martens, presenting the Address of the University 
of St. Petersburg, and speaking on behalf of the Russian Universities, 
said— 

When the Rector of my University was giving mc permission to come to Dublin, he 
said. ' Do not not make a speech at all ; because one of the aims of Great Britain is not 
to make the best speech, hat to do the best woric. Mountains and seas separate Sn, 
Petersburg from Dublin, and it is not so easy for a Rosrian to cross the seas as it ia 
for Englishmen or Irishmen. But in the field of intellectual ctiltTire and civilization 
there are no mountains and do seas. In the name of my University, 1 congratulate you 
most heartily, and I wish that the University of Dahlia may long conttnne to he in tiie 
fnture what it has been in the past, the pride of Irelaad, and an excellent gnide in tiie 
fields of learning and culture. 

Professor J. KOLLM ANN, presenting the Address of the University of 
Basle, and speaking on behalf of the Swiss Universities, said— ^

Dr. John PEfT F, Vice-Chancellor of the University of Cambridge, 

presentint^ the Cambridg-e Address, said-- 

The University of Cambridge offers its hearty congratulations to the University of 
Dublin 0« tibe occasion of this memorable gathering. The connexion between Cam- 
bridge and Dubliadatesfrom die fouitda.tioii<rfTrinityCollege. Six out of the first seven 

Provosts were graduates of our T'niversity. The policy of which Whitgift wa^ the chief 
exponent, removed from Cambridge Cartwrigbt and others of the more restless spirits 
of the early Puritan party. The care of our great Chancellor, Lord Burghlcy, who was 
also your first Chancellor, sent to Dublin, as its second (and first acting) Provost, 
Walter Triver^ of Christ's, then nf I rinitv Colli^ge, the friend nf r.irtwright, and the 
well-known author of the ' Ecclesiastica Disciplina.' The line of Cambridge Puritans 
was continued through Hen. Alvey of St. John's, Will. Temple of King's, Will. Bedell 
of Emmanuel ; and the honour was twice declined by Jos. Mede of Christ's. The rule 
of the sixth Provost, the ' native ' Rob. Ussher, breaks the chain. But it was reserved 
ibr Will. Chappell, once tutor of Christ's College, and most widely known as the author 
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of an ima^nary outrage upon John Milton, to be the probably unwilling instrument of 
Laud in the abdition of the rights given by the Charter of Elizabeth, and among other 
changes in placing the election of the Provost at the will of the Crown. I will not here 
discuss thi' truth nf Tho. Baki-r's witfv judgment — that the Crown sends to a Collcj^e 
such as will govern — whereas Colleges elect for themselves such heads as are willing to 
be governed. There have been times at all our Universities— generally those at which 
they discharged least efficiently their primary duties —at which the attention of the 
governing bodies was given chiefly to points which to later generations seem utterly 
unimportant. Such times were especially the end of the last and the opening years of 
the present century. But none can doubt the drift or the importance of the straggles of 
the seventeenth ; yet, I believe, that Trinity College, Dublin, now acquiesces in the 
power of the Crown with as little reluctance as the great foundation of the same name 
at Cambridge. One tradition Dublin has faithfully preserved. It has never encouraged 
one-sided mental development. It has accustomed its pupils to combine the study of 
liter.iiurc \v th that of exact and of expcrimi ntal science, of moral and of mental philo- 
sophy. The tendency in England is now in the opposite direction. I trust that Dublin may 
long maintain the principle which has produced scholars marked by wideness of range 
and exactness of method, and men of science who are also distinguished theologians. 
If private in< l-nation may justify me in singlinj,' out one school out of many, I would 
gratefully acknowledge the debt which England owes to-day to the classical school of 
Dublin. At no time has that school contained men whose names were more widely known 
and hooouicd in the fields of textual criticism, of linguistic science, and of historical 
investigation. Nor should I omit to mention the able si h. ) u-i who, after receiving their 
early training at Dublin, have continued their studies and increased their honours at 
Cambridge. But it is not only in this way that Dublin has repaid her original debt 
C.imbridge sends as one of her fittest delegates to-day her Professor of Anatomy, who, 
twenty years ago, at an age when most men are learners only, was an honoured Pro- 
fessor in the most flourishing medical school of Dublin. And, again, this year, Dublin 
gives us a distinguished mathematician and astronomer to fill the place vacant by the 

death of one whose loss will long mark a year too memorable for its many losses, the 
illustrious Professor Adams. The Republic of learning knows no distinction of country. 
(Applause.) 

The Re\\ Dr. Henry Boyd, Vice-Chancellor of the University of 
Oxfon], presenting- the Oxford Address, said — 

The honourable duty has been entrusted to me of presenting the congratulations of 
the University of Oxford to Trinity College, Dublin. The present is an occasion which 
does indeed call for congratulations. Founded in the reign of one of the greatest 

Queens, known for her statesmanship, lier courage, her love for learning, you are 
celebrating your Tercentenary in the reign of another Queen, her gracious Majesty 
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Queeo Victoria, who will ever be nemmbeved as one who was pure and noble b life, 
ngacioas in policy, devoted to the welfare of her people. Three hundred years seen 

a lonfT time to look back upon ; but age has not robbed your University of any of hrr 
vigour. Looking back upon the records of the pa«t, I recall the names of Ussher and 
Berketey and Robert Boyle and Butke ; but at no period of her history has she had 
moic suns ilistinguishcd for their attaininents in all branches of learning, in theology, 
pliilnsopli , bistor)-, natural science, than at the present time. A Dublin friend of 
mine, ia wruiug to mc some short time ago, spoke of this University as the ' Silent 
Sister*— a phrase not unknown to your public orator 3resteiday, a phrase taken vp, I 

see, in the daily papers, but a plirase, at any rate in those present days, applied with 
no good reason to your University; for it seems to me that your University has the 
power of gifting her sons with an eloquence beyond that granted to as or^nary mortals. 
At asy rate, we in Oiford do not consider the list of our sdect preaeheta complete unless 

we have secured the services of some of your distinpijished members; and we feci that 
we owe you a deep debt of gratitude for the pleasure and the proiit which we have 
derived from listening to such men as the Bishop of Meath and your present Ptoveet; 
and those that heard him will never fors^ct tlie polished eloquence of the late Arch- 
bishop of York. The University of Oxford has always been bound b}' closp ties of 
friendship to the University of Dublin. We accept your degrees as our own, we gladly 
welcome your sons amongst us, we rejoice in your prosperity, and I am pnmd, amongst 
many representatives of distinguished Universities from all parts of the world, to offer 
to you in the name of the University of Oxford our sincere and hearty congratulatioos 
on this auspicious occasion. (Applause.)

The Madras University attends by Delegate the celebration to do honour to the 
Dublin University, in recognition of the great services to Education, Science, and 
Literature, performed during three centuries by the Dublin University. The WOftd- 
wide high reputation of the Dublin University is testified in tht? present by the 
attendance at this celebration of the Representatives of the numerous British and 
Fonign Universities and otber leaned 1x>dieSi and by tlie pertonal attendance of many 
learned men, eminent in Education, Science, and Literature. Hiatoty teatifies to the 
services of the Dublin Universitv in the past. 

It will interest the Dublin University to know how far the Madras University 
(established in 1857 for the Southern Residency of India) has endeavoured to follow 
the noble example of the Dublin University. For that purpusf a C itrntl.ir of the 
Madras University for the year 1891-92 is presented with this address. That Calendar 
«qduns the progress in Education, Science, and Literature in the Soutbero Presidency, 
under tlie guidance and influence of the Madias University. 

One remarkable feature in such pros^ress, apparent in the Calendar, is that the 
number of candidates who passed examination at Matriculation, and those who passed 
in Arts, and thoae who obtained desrees, amounted in all during the year 1891-9» ^ 
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three thousand and eight. With slight variation the sane noiober of the caDdidates 
who annually passed has existed in and since 1887-&8. 

It is a pleasure to the Madras University to refer to the fact that Graduates of the 
Dublin University have filled the offices of Professon, FeUows, and the office of Vicre- 
Chancellor in the Southern Ftesidency.

It is very much regretted that it is impossible in this work to 
bring befiwe the reader, by illustrations or facsimiles, the great 
beauty and elegance of design which tlwse addresses externally pos- 
sess.

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It will be noticed that eight of the above addresses are printed in 
capitals. Tlie reason that these, and these only, are so printed is 
this: besides the original Addresses, duplicate printed copies were 
sent by the eight Universities from whom these addresses proceeded, 
and the edit<Mr was able to send these duplicates to the Press just as 
th^ were. Addresses drawn up in capitals came in about fifteen oth^ 
instances.

I do not intend to deliver an address, but I find that the daty now devohres on me of 
formally cmiveyin^ on the part of the University of Dublin our hearty thanks to the 
numerous distinguished men who have come, individually or as Delegates, from all 
quarters of the world, and for the readiness with which, and with great trouble to them- 
selves, they have come to celebrate this most important event. Ireland lies on the edge 
of Europe. It is not a crnfral plnce for a great mcctinjt;^, and moreover science has not 
yet got over that great obstacle, sea-sickness : but we see here to-day people from all 
parts of the world, even as far as New Zealand, and we beg to offer them all oar most 
hearty thanks for their presence on ihi>i occasion. I will only add that the occasion is 
one of two-fold importance. On the one liand. we celebrate the antiquity of the institu- 
tion of this University of Dublin, an antiquity which has given strength and stability to 
a useftd institution ; on the other hand, we wish to accentuate and draw the strongest 

attention to the fact that we in this institution take our part in and keep pace with the 
advancement of knowledge. To the Lord Mayor, and to the others who have given us 
assistance in conducting our movements through the streets, I beg to oft'cr our heartiest 
thanks. The Provost has already acknowledged our indebtedness in this respect, and 
I need say no more.

THIKD DAY'S PROCEEDINGS CONTINUED : LORD AND LADY WOLSELEY's 
GARDKN PARTY— DRAMATIC PERFORMANCE BY THE STUDENTS-

FTER the long academic ceremonial recorded in 
the last chapter, a welcome rest and contrast was 
afforded by a most delightful Garden Party, given 
by the Commander of the Forces, Viscount Wolseley, 
K.P., LL.D., and Viscountess Wolseley, at the Royal 
Hospital, the official residence of the Commander- 
in-Chief. Lord Wolseley is one whom the University is proud to 
reckon among her sons, not only by early education, but by the 
bestowal on him of our honorary degree. During his official 
residence in Ireland, the relations between him and the University 
have been of the most cordial kind ; and the great interest he took 
in the Tercentenary was shown by his constant attendance at the 
several functions, as well as by this garden party, where he and 
the Viscountess welcomed the guests with that winning and genial 
manner which is so peculiarly their own. Nearly a thousand 
guests were present, who enjoyed strolling through the gardens, and 
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inspecting the various curiosities and treasures of the Hospital, the 
Chelsea of Ireland. The great Hall, one of the finest of the sort 
in the United Kingdom, was laid out as a refreshment room. The 
collection of arms, ancient and modem, which the room contains, 
and which fbrmeriy was kept in the Pigeon-house Fort, was atten- 
tively examined by many. The Chapel, with its fine nwrf and stained 
glass windows, was also thronged. The guests were much pleased 
with their inspection of the Hospital, and many conversed with 
some of the old pensioners, who fought their battles over again. 
The old Charter granted by Charles TI. was examined with interest. 
After a delightful and instructive afternoon, the guests returned to 
the dty at about six o'dock. 

Thursday's festiinties concluded with a dramatic peifbmiaiM» in the 
Gdety Theatre. Mr. Gunn, the proprietor of the theatre, not only

It was with 
this view Aat he engaged Mr. Compton's C<Mnedy 
Company for the Tercentenary week, in order that the students might 
have the invaluable assistance of Miss Virginia Bateman (Mrs. Compton), 
and the other ladies of that Company. 

The .scene presented by the house, packed in every part, w-as 
brilliant. The balcony, the pit stalls, and tlic second circle were fully 
occupied by the guests of the University and their hosts and hostesses 
in Dublin. The students, in evening dress, with academicals, filled the 
upper gallery. The many Coloured robes of the learned professors* 
combined with the gay attire of the ladies, gave the theatre a re- 
splendent aqppearanc^ such as it had never worn before. The Lord 
Lieutenant arrived at 8 o'dock; and the National Anthem, God Save 
the Queen, was played by tibe orchestra and sung by the audience, all 
standing up, with immense enthusiasm. The scene was one to be 
remembered. 
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The fir>t piece was a farce called ' iiotany Bay,' illustrative of 
College life, written expressly for the occasion by Mr. Robert H.

Professor Max Muller, of Oxford, the well-known Philologer, 
next came forward, and was received with loud applause. He said— 

I have long been in the habit of dividing my friends and fjuaintanres — nay, tbe 
whole human race — into two classes — ^peoplc with bright eyes and people with dark 
qres. By brigbt eyes I do not mean those kindly, twinkling eyes in which no country, 
I believe, is richer than Ireland ; nor do I mean by dark eyes the people who try to 
scowl you out of existcnrp. I mean hy bripht eyes the people who seem to have eyes 
for all that is bright and good, and by dark eyes the people who see nothing but what 
is dark and bad. Of course, there is an intermediate class of well-balanced intellects, 
to whieh all nf us here present belong, but they are the result of a lon^,' discipline, and 
I am speaking at present of natural dispositions only. You all know the men 1 mean

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by dark eyes and bright eyes. If you walk with them through a picture gallery, the 
darlc eyes see nothing in a Giotto but what is stiff and out of perspective ; the bright 
eye* admire even fht uasuocessfiil elforts of the devout painter, if only the thoogbt uid 
the intention were nob!i' .iiiil -^omI. If you t.ike them to a conrcrt, the dark eyes 
delight in detecting evcrj' wrong note ; the bright eyes are so absorbed in followiog the 
9]>irit of a symphony of Beethoven that not even a wrong- note ^1) ever distufb their 
rapture. If you come out of chuvdi, the dark eyes will tell you at once all the things 
that the pre.irhrr oiic^ht not tn h.TV»^ «al !. \\hile the bright eye? are SUT* tO have 
discovered some grains of gold, even if hidden under a heavy heap of rubbish* We all 
know how often the same book Is praisMl to the skies by one review, and tnaipied 
underfoot by another. That, again, is du ' the bright eyes, or to the dark eyes, of 
the reviewer, if not to somethini: else to which we must not aUtidc in public. Nowhere, 
however, can we observe the iniiuence of the good or the evil eye more clearly than in 
the judgments passed on the various religions of tiie world. Some of yon here present 
way know that during the last sixteen years 1 have been engaged, in connexion with 
some friends, in bringing out a large collection of translations of the sacred books of 
the East. Forty volumes arc published and eight more are to follow. Still, (his is only 
a drop In the ocean. In the numeraus reviews which this coiikctioB of the sacred books 
of the Fnsf hn<; rlit itccl. the ti nilcncy nf rrtics to see the dark or thr briijht side only 
has been very conspicuous. According to some, these sacred books deserved no 
tiandatlon at all. They were pronounced mere ruhblsh, of no eaithly interest to 
anybody — nay, according to some theologians, even dangerous and offensive. Accord- 
ing to other critics, however, they wen* treasures of primeval wisdom, full of truth and 
light, and not inferior to our ovn sacred books. It seems very difficult for the followers 
of any religion to admit a single weak point in their own sacred books, and eqnaDy 
difficult to admit anything true and good in the sacred writings of other religions. It 
is only a man so strongly grounded in his own foith as St. Augustine wne who could 
venture to say. as he did, that there was no religion whidi docs not contain some truth 
—a confession all the mme startling if we consider hy what religions St. AugnstiQe 
found himself surti'unded. Eastern philosophers kiok upon whit I r.slV .'. the hnght 
cyt — that is, the power of discovering what is good, even when it is hidden by what is 
vHc and corrupt— as an ateost^vine gift, and Kixand. a Peidan poet, ^tiho i&eA in 
iiSo A.D., tells an old parable to illustrate the belief. ' The Lord Jesus, when He 
walked on earth, once p.assf f1 n m irTv' r place. A dead dog^ lay on the road, dragged 
before the door of a house. A crowd had gathered round the dead bea^t, as vultures 
gather rmind a carcase. One said. *• My brain is quite overcome by the stench.** 
.\n other said, ** What is the use ? the contents of the grave bring nusfortone upon us ! " 
Thus e\-cr\ Ane s,ir»'^ his owti s«ini:, full of loathing {>>r the de.id dog. But when the 
turn of the Lord Jesus came, lie spoke wtth<Hit loathing, kindly from His kind heart. 
" Look at the teeth." He said. <* Ibqr are white like precious pearis.** This wovd made 
all who were pccaent hot with shame, like shells glowing with fiire.' ^Shells were bmrat 
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Id the East for making; mortar.) In the short space allotted to me, 1 wish to read you 
a few veiy short extracts only from the Sacred Books 6t the East. It m not asking very 
mtich when I ask you to look upon them at least as the white teeth of a dead dog — 
white tfr-th which, in the britrht cyrs of divtrK- love and wisdom, may spcm like 
precious pearls. If wc except the Jewish and the Christian religions, there are but 
seven religions in the whole world which have preserved the sacred books on which 
they profe ss to be founded. They ail comi; from the East, for whatever the West may 
have done for us, the mother of all religions has been the East. These seven religions 
are — (i) The religion of the Biahmins; (2) the religion of the followers of Buddha; 
()) the religion of the foUoweis of Jina, the Jainas ; (4) the religion of the followers of 
Zarathushtra ; (5) the religion of the followers of Confticins; (6) the icligiOD of the 
followers of Laotse ; (7) the religion of the followers of Mohammed^ 

Neither Greeks, nor Romans, nor Germans, nor Celts, nor Slavs have leffc us any- 
thing that deserves the name of sacred books. And the same applies to J^yptlans, 
Assyrians, Babylonians, and Phrxnicians. I sTiall confine my short extracts to what 
may be called prayers addressed to the old deities by their worshippers. X leave it to 
you. whether it is possible far us to join in some of these devotional utterences. And 
first, an ancient Eg)'ptian prayer to Amon, translated by Professor Le Page Renouf — 
' I come to thee, O lord of the gods, who hast existed from the beginning, rternal God, 
who hast made all things that are. Thy name be my protection ; prolong my term of 
life to a good age ; may my son he in my place (after me); maymydignit/Vemain with 
him (and his) for i-ver, as is due to the righteous who is glorious in the house of 
his lord. Who, tlien, art thou, O my father Amon } Doth a father forget his son ? 
Sorely a wretched lot awaiteth Mm who opposes thy will ; hot Messed is he who 
knowcth thee, for thy deeds proceed from a heart foil of love. I call iqK>n thee, O 
my father Amon ! behold me in the midst of many people unknown to me ; nil nations 
are united against me, and I am alone ; no other is with me. My many warriors have 
abandoned me, none of my horsemen hath looked towards me, and when I called them', 
none hath li&tened to my vtjice. But I believe that Amon is worth more to me than a 
million of warriors, tlian a hundred thousand horsemen, and ten thousand of brothers 
and sons, even were they all gathered together. The work of many men is nought ; 
Amon will pnevail over them ' I This, after all, is not so very dilbrent in spirit from 
some of the Psalms of the Old Testament. The next prayer is taken from the Veda, 
the sacred book of the Brahmins, perhaps the oldest book in the world. It is addressed 
to a god called Varuna, who bears the same name as Ovianos in Greek—* Let me not 
yet, O Varuna, enter into the house of clay (the grave) ; have mercy, almighty, have 
mercy ! If I go along unstendy, like a cloud drivi n by the wind, have mercy, almighty, 
have mercy ! Through want of strength have 1 gone to the wrung shore ; have mercy, 
almighty, have mercy t Thirst came upon the wordiipper, though he stood in the 
midst of the waters -, have mercy, almighty, have meicyl Wlienever we men, O Varuna, 
commit an offence before the heavenly host» whenever we break thy law through 
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ttaougfitletsne». have mercy, almighty, have mercy ' I This is a voy Rbnple piayer, 
but it deariyahowl a consciousness of sin, and a belief in divine mercy. These two 
ideas come out even more strongly in thr next hymn, likewise addressed to Varuna — 
• Take away <ar from me this terror, O Varuna ! O righteous king, have mercy on me ! 
Like as a rope from a calf, remove firom me my »n ; for away from tbee I am not master 
i vi-ii iif the twinkling of an uye. Do not strike lis, O Varun.i, with weapons which ,it 
thy will hurt the evil>door. Let us not go where the light has vanished J Scatter our 
enemies, that we may live I We did fomerly, O Varana, and do now, and shall in 
future also sing ftraises to thee, O mighty one. For on thee, O unconquerable hero, 
rest all laws, immovable, as if established on a rui k. Mme far away from me all sclf- 
committcd guilt, and may I not, O king, sutler for what others have committed ! Many 
dawns have not yet dawned ; grant us to live in them, O Vanina,' I wish I could give 
you more extracts from the Veda, but 1 must hurr}' on. The next prayer is from the 
Avesta, the s irred code of the Zoroastriar'^, the muderti Parsis — ' Blessed is he, 
blessed is everyone to whom Abura Mazda (Urmuzd), ruling by his own will, shall 
grant the two everlaatlng blesslogs— health and immortality. For this veiy boon I 
Ui-'-ecch thee, mayest thou through thy angel of Piety, c;ive mc happiness, the good 
and true things, and the possession of the good mind (the holy spirit). I believe thee 
to be the best being of all, the source of light for the world. Everyone shall believe in 
thee as the source of light, in tbee, O Maida, most beneficent ipiritl Thou bast 
created all cfrtod and true thin^^s by means of the power of tliy pood mind always, and 
hast promised us a long Ufe. I will believe thee to be the powerful benefactor, O 
Mazda. For thou gtvest with thy hand, filled with supports. Thou who art good to 
the ri^liteous man as well as to the wicked, by means of the warmth of fire strengthen- 
ing all ^M")od tilings, (For this reason the vi.i^our of the s^ood mind lia'i fallen to my lot.) 
Thus 1 have believed in thee, O Ahura Mazda ! as the promoter of all that is good ; 
because I beheld thee to be the primseval cause of life in creation. Thou who hast 
rewards for deeds and words, liasf -iven evil to the evil, and good to the good. (I will 
believe in thee, O Ahura, in the la^t pinod of the world.) In whatever period of my 
life I believed in thee, O Mazda, munilicent spirit, in that thou earnest with wealth and 
with the good mind, through whose actions our settlements thrive* I 

I cannot give you any pravers from the Bi^ddhist Seripttircs, for the simple reason 
that prayers, in the usual sense of the word, or petitions addressed to the Deity, are not 
tolerated by the Buddhists. In the ancient sacred literature of China also we look in 
vain fur real prayers. There is a common saying of ConftR ius which seems to express 
the general Chinese conception of the relation of men to God. ' Reverence the spirits/ 
he says, 'but keep at a distance from them.' In more modem times, however, the 
Emperor is eipected to address a prayer to the God of Heaven. I shall give you a few 
extracts firom it:— 'To thee, Omost mysteriously wurking Maker, I look up in thought. 
How imperial is the expansive arc h where thou dwellest. Thyserwint, 1 am but a reed 
or a willow, my heart is but as that of an ant ; yet have 1 received thy lavounng decree, 
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appointing me to the government of the empire. Far distant here, I look up to thy 
heavenly palace. Thy servant, I bow my head to tlie earth, reverently expecting thy 
ahuodaot gract". Tliau hast vouchsafed, O God, to hear us, for thou regardest us as 
n f.ither. I, thy child, dull and unetdi^-lituncd, am unnble to show forth my dtitifiil 
feelings. 1 thank thee that thou has accepted the intimation. Honourable is thy 
great aame. With reverence we spread out these gems, and, as swallows rejoicing in 
the spring, we praise thine abundant love ! ' For an Emperor of China this is very 
creditable. The next specimen is taken from a famous chapter from the Koran—' God, 
there is no God but he, the living, the self«sabsistent. Slumber takes him not, nor 
sleep. He is what is in the heavras and vAat is in the catth . Who is it that intercedes 
witli him s.ivp by his petmission ? He knows what is heforo them and what behind 
them, and they comprehend not aught of his knowledge but of what be pleases. His 
throne extends over the heavens, the earth, and it tires him not to guard them t>oth, 
for he is high and great.' The last extract shall be fnim a prayer that may be heard 
in Indin to the present day — ' Whatsoever has been made God made. Whatsoever is 
to be made God will make. Whatsoever is, God maketh ; then why do any of you 
disquiet yourselves ? I believe that God made man, and that he malwth everything. 
He is my friend. O, foolish one, God is not far from you. He is near you. You are 
ignorant, but he knowcth everything, and is careful in bestowinp. \\c that believeth 
not in the one God hath an unsettled mind ; he will be in sorrow, though in the posses- 
sion of riches ; but God is without price. God is my clothing and my dwelling. He is 

my ruler, my body, and my soul. Cod ever fostereth his creatures, c\ en as a mother 
serves her offspring, and Iceepelh it firom harm. O God, who art the truth, grant rac 
contentment, love, devotion, and fnitfi. Thy servant praycth for true patience, and that 
he may ever he devoted to thee.' Surely our hearts ought to beat with joy whenever 
we meet with such prayer? in the Sncred Books of the Fast. A sudden htii;titnev<! 
seems to spread over the darkest valleys of the earth when we read them. \S c should 
leam from them that no human soul was ever quite forcotten, and tliat the rays of 
eternal truth can pierce even through the darkest clouds of superstition. 

I am quite aware how easy it is to find fault with these childish gropings, and how 
readily people join in a laugh when some strange and to us grotesque expression is 
pomted out in dw ancient prayers of mankind. We know how easy it is to pass from 

the sublime to the ridiculous, and nowhere isthis more the case than in relijjion. Here, 
too, we want bright eyes, if wc wish to understand the often childish language of reli- 
gious devotion. I shall quote in conclusion one more legend from a Persian poet, 
jellaladin, who lived about the same time as Nizami, from whom I quoted before 
the legend uf ilie dead dog. lie may perhaps teach tho«c who come to scoff at the 
Sacred Books of the East, to take off their shoes and pray, even in the temples of 
strange religions, for this, too, is hdy ground. Jellaladin was a true poet, a mystk 
p( . 'ane who had discovered for himselfwhatwa» the deepest secret of all religions. 
Thu is the legend which he tells of Moses: * Moses once beard a shepherd praying as 
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fullows, "O God, show mc where Thou nrt, that I may become Thy sen-nnt. I will 
clean Thy shoes and comb Thy hair, and mend Thy coat, and fetch Thee milk." When 
MoM« heard him praying in this senseless manner he rebuked him sajing, " O fboUsh 
one* though yuur father was a Mussulman, you have become as infidel. God is a spirit 
and needs not ^uch gross ministrati^ms ns in ynur ipfnorance you suppose." The shep- 
herd was abashed at his rebuke, and tore his garments and tied away into the desert. 
Then a voice (h>m Heaven uras heard saying: " O Moses, wbeiefbire have you driven 
away My ser\'ant .■' Your office is to reconcile My people with Me, not to drive them 
away from Me. I have given to each race different usages and forms of praising and 
adoring Me. I have no need of their praises, being exalted above all such needs. 1 
regaid not the vroids that are qiofcen, but the heart thatoiers them. I do not requiie 

fine words, but a burning heart. Men's ways of showing dovotion to Me arc vnrious, 
but so long as the devotions arc genuine they are accepted. " ' Here we sec once more 
the meaning of bright eyes of divine pity. We all are lioni with bright eyes, but as we 
grow older they are apt to grow dim and doll and dark . All I can say to you, the young 

students of this old University, is, keep your eyes bright as long as you can. It IS 
better to have trusted and to have been deceived than never to have trusted at all.

II est des heures dans ta vie oA Ton se demande si toate la peine que I'on a prise, 
tous les longs efforts que Ton a faitspout ajottter un mince contingent d'observations 
nouvelles A I'immense tr6sor intcllectuel de Thumanite, n'unf pas de la peine et des 
efforts perdus. En ces jours de doute et d'anxieie, s'il vous vicnt dc loin, d'amis 
inoonnus et compitents, une marque spontanfie et impr<vue d'approbation, c'est nn 
reconfortant, c'rst un nouvcau courage qui vous vient au ooBur, c'est un nouveau sang* 
qui s' infuse dans les veines. 

L*Universtt£ de Dublin, en me eonfirant. il y a quclques jours, le litre de doctenr 
honoraire» en m£mc temps qu'clle me fidaait un grand honneur, m'a rendu ce 
pnV-icuT, cct estimable scr\-ice. Aus.si, messieurs, c'est le ctEur ^mu, I'esprit confiaot 
ct joyeux, que jc remercie 1' University de Dublin. 
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Professor Blass, of the University of Kiel, next delivered an 
address. He had, he said, at fir.st intended to address the students in 
Latin, but beitig told that English would be preforred by the nudionce. 
as a mailer of fact his address was partly in English, partly in Latin. 
We are, however, enabled to print here the address which he had 
originally prepared : —

Nam sicut corpora nostra ctiam scicntiae nostrae, ut vcrissime 
Plato docet, mortales sunt, oeqae conservari pMsunt ni« hac una ratione, ut et in 
corpocitius in locum decedentis particulac statim rili;i suk i d.if, i t srientia oblivionc 
evanescens memoria semper renovetur. Quare doctuni hominem nihil magis decet 
quam modestiu, nihil magis dedecet quam iactantia sui, qua quidem declarat se oc 
principinn qiudem pkHoeophandi adhuc assecutum esse.

Derclinquamusni' igitur studia nostra ut inutilia steri- 
liaque, et id e/jo nitnr von hurtor ? Minime RcntUiin. Trahunt ad sc res ipsac quibus 
operam navamus splendore suo et pulchritudine neque Ucsuri ac a nobis facile patiun- 
tur. Ne Socrates quidem itle ideo quaeiere desiit, quod nihil siU adhuc satis firmiter 
invenisso vidcbatur, sed tam diu in eo studio persevcravit , quam diu vita ei suppetiit. 
Hacc est fiAo<r»<^<o, amor sapicntiae, innatus hominis naturae, quern qui propter tor- 
porcm ct incrtiam cxuerit non potcrit vcrc dignara homine vitam vivere. Keque ca 
cat res, cuius nulla pars unquam inveniri possit : immo multae partes particulaeve et 
inventae sunt pt cotidic invrniuntur, ct quanquam totiim ntin(!t;:im tiTirljimus. non 
ideo parvi faciendum, si quascunque particulas e diuturaa ablivionc situque tcmpomm 
nostra xolIeTtla nortroque ingcnio proirahere potuerimus.

General FRANCIS AlfASA WALKER, of Boston, was the n^ct 

spenkor. He said — 

When I set out from home to attend these interesting exercises, I left a rnuntry 
which holds more men of Irish blood than Irdand itself contains, and 1 sailed from a 
port which is the lai^gest Irish city in the world. We were told many times yesterday 

in the I>oinster Hall thnt learning is without n.it:rinn!tt\', and that srhfaarshifi kno^vs 
no divisions of race or speech. In a way, and that a long way, and in a sense, and 
that a large sense, this is true. Yet blood is thicker than water— ^nd T come before 
the under<,'raduatcs of Trinity this mommg' With an added t oiJklence in their kind 
recfptii n i f me be* atise I am an Amt-riran. I cannol Init believe that you will be glad 
to get a mt ssago from over the Atlantic — the wide, wide Atlantic, which so many 
hundreds of thousands of your countrymen haye crossed in what was, at the first, a 
wears- and heartbreakiii;,'^ (-xile, as sung by your own tender poet, Moore, but who 
found io the New World a home and friends, and achieved there comfort and wealth 
such as they could not even have dreamed of in the old. There is one reason, and one 
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only, why I nf al! xhv American delegates, stioulcT roiivi y fliis mcssat^e to you. 1 y>c^ you 
to believe that it is not to boast my own humble services that I make mentiun of it, but 
solely to solicit your interest, and to make myvtAt at home for the moment with you, tf 
I may. For two and a half years of dc spcr.i')- war. it was my privilege to 8er\'e as the 
Adjutant-General of that Army Curps, J< siL;n.-itt <J as the Second in the armies of the 
United States, which comprised both of the two distinctively and exclusively Irish 
brigades— which were formed for the maizrteoaiice of the unity of the American nation 
— the brigade of the impulsive, eloquent, picturesque Thomas Francis Meagher, and 
that of the severe indumitable Miuhat l Corcoran. During a!I that time I wore upon 
my breast as the official cognisance of my corps, the shamrock of Ireland. In those 
two and a«half years what prodigies of valour were witnessed on the part off those 
licrnlr re^nments ! Even their very numbers \\o'.\- tlio- e In st known in the military 
history of Ireland. Had we not our own 69th, our own 8Slh Regiments, in which every 
man was an Irishman, from the colonel to the youngest drummer-boy ? Never, while 
• memory holds her seat, shall I fbiget the ringing cheer mth which, on the field of 
Fredericksburg, the brigade of Meagher — even- man with a ^prv^ of green in his cap, 
the Green Flag of Ireland waving side by side with the Stars and Stripes — swept over 
the low crest which bad sheltered it in its fbmation, and charged forward over a plain 
swept from end to end by direct and enfilading fires, up a^^ainst the sunken road and 
the stone fence held by four ranks of veteran riflemen, the flower of the «uperb Southern 
chivalry. 

Gentlemen, you &Mibt1ess know Iqr heart the story of Irish valour as illustrated in 

India, on the Flemish frontier, in the Crimea, and on a hundred battlefields. But, I 
fear, you know little of what your countr}iucn did to maintain the ini^rity of the great 
nation of the West, and to rescue the cause of human liberty from one of the direst 
perils it has ever encountered. Glad am I, after carr)'ing these memories in my heart 
for nearly thittyyearK, f<) 'i-ll ibis brii.f stiTy for tlie first time to an audience of Irishmen 
in Ireland. But, gentlemen, what Irishmen have done for America in arms— splendid 
and honourable as that has been— is yet little in comparison with lAat Irishmen in 
America have done for the upholding of great free States, magnificent in tlieir present 
wealth and strength, and with possibilities of greatness and glory for the future which 
transcend imagination. The boundless energy, the splendid enthusiasm. Hie daring 
enterprise of Irishmen have largely contributed to enable us to conquer the wilderness, 
to raise mijifhty eitieq out of the ooze of inland seas, and to cany* the banner of 
civilization continuously forward against savage nature and savage man. If the 
American people have pressed their frontier two thousand miles hi length, forward and 
westward, by so much as two and «vno time degrees of longitude in a single decade, 
in so brief a spare occiipytng^ for the first time a territory as large as Swi den, with all 
its barren mountains, as large even as the great historic kingdom of Spain, it has, in 
no small measure, been due to the courage, the exuberant energy, the unfaltering iaith 
of American Irishmen, seeldng in the New World opportunities and privileges which 
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had not been accorded them in the old. I know it is not unusual in academic circles 
to disparage, if not to despise, the triumpiis of material power, even in useful and 
beneficent directiona; but yfnx will, peih&ps, excuse a pcofesuona.1 economist and 
statistician for thinking that tht-rc^ are few thinffs in science or art finer or j^rander than 
this building up uf a great nation in the wilderness ; and in that gigantic achicvemeat, 
gentlemen of Dublin University, )rour connttymen have bonie an always conspicuous 
part. Words would fail me to tell with what interest and pleasure the delegates and 
represi^iitntivos of Amnrsr.m lenraed sort<'fi«'s- nn(i American FniviT-itu s, fri.m Boston 
to San Francisco, have come to this place at tiiis time to join in these exercises in 
celebration of the tbree-hundredtt annivenaiy of Trinity College. To many of us this 
has been our first real visit to Dublin, even if as tourists we may beforr have walked 
its streets, and sun'eyed its ancient and venerable buildings. Now we have entered 
its homes, met its people, bera W8k»med to these classic halls, and have received, 
and, I think I may say, have noUy sustained that famous Irish hospitality which is as 
comprehensive as gravity, as warm as the sun in the summer ht^avpns, and as seductive 
as ' the wine of the country.' Thus far, at least, we have borne this last tremendous 
ordeal without any loss to oar numbers ; and I trust we shall all be mtiaculously 
preserved to the end, to go home and tell our conntiysien what a Tercentenaiy in 
Ireland means. We congratulate you, gentlemen, undcrgraduntc^ of Trinity, upon 
this auspicious opening of the fourth century of the College. We in America have 
been accustomed to think— you can tell us if we have been wrong^that among the 
many distinguished seats of learning in the Old World there has alwaj's been somethin>j 
peculiarly fine and high about Trinity College. It has seemed to us that here art 
mingled with wisdom, and grace with strength, in a perfecdoa of harmony perhaps not 
elsewhere or ever before attained. Here the traditional studies ''of the Qrilege 
currirulum lijve become in ver>' deed 'the humanities'; poctrj' and eloquence have 
flourished equally with science and philosophy. Here divine Humour, and even 
glorious Fun, *widi Laughter holding both his sides,* have had their place amongtbe 
great gods of your pantheon ; .n d ill the world has been, not wiser only, but happier 
and merrier, because of Trinity LOllrt^e. May her bounds be cnlari^Lii, may her tribe 
increase, may her sons be ever faithful, however widely fortune may sunder them from 
each other and fl^om her. Peace aad pnoqperity to Ireland, to Dublin, and to Tiiai^ 
College. 

Professor Arminius Vamu^ky, the tilustrious traveller, of Buda- 
Pesth, was entbosiastically received. He said— 

On the previous day, in the Address which I took the liberty of addressing to thia 
College, I alluded to the greatness of your Empire in Asia. I pointed out diat die 
Crown of Great Britain is radiant and rcspk ni!cnt all over the world, and I said it 
la a Crown which elicited the admiration, and, I may say, the envy of others. Yoii 
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should not care much about the envy ; but, however rich and glorious and beautiful 
this CrowD is. it is sometimes beavjr — heavy because it iavoives duties and entails 
obligations ; but if you wish to govertt India easily, you ihoald know India. In my 

position as a Profe-sur of Oriental languages, I should say that you should study with 
great care the languages of the Hasit. The sword and the gun ma}' strike severely into 
the breast of Asiatics, but to govern them the governors should show mental superiority 
and superiority in scientific achievements. In order to know the East you should study 
the Fast. The time allowed me is too short to tell yon how different the Kast is from 
the West. We, Europeans, say that time is money, but tlie Asiatics say lliat ' hurry 
came firom the devil, and that slowness came Arom God.* The difference » not limited 
to everyday topics. It extends to all that concerns the investigation of the secrets of 
the world. The Oriental says that this world resembles xery much an old book, the 
first and concluding pages of which arc lost. I believe that Darwin and Huxley did not 
agree with that, and they were quite right. The duty of man is to penetrate darkness 
and ii^-nornncc, and that is p.iitii ul.irly the work of men of the Universities. If the 
British people will persevere in the study of the East, and endeavour to imitate the 
exploits of their fellow-countiymen in the past, the Empire will last as long as the sun 
lasts in the heavens. 

Prufui,sor Stockvis, Rector Alagnificus of the University of 
Amsterdam, was the next spealcer. lie said — 

Being called upon thus late tn speak to you, 1 will not detain you very long. Hours 
ate runnings £ast, and other joys than listeiung to our words are awaiting you. In some 
minutes one of the most noble aims of human youth, om tlu tnuvt miblc nims for 
students, will lay claim upon you — it is that exercise by which the learning and the 
learned endeavour to keep up the harmony between the soul and Che body; that 
exercise that all over the world is designated by a national, nay, by a true international 
expression, by tlie i.-\pr*-ssion ' sport,* a tlir,r<'.'UL;hl_v British word, becTHse n'mce ,tI1 times 
the Britons were the leading men in that imc, and gave their example to the whole 
civilised world. In a short time the Umversiiy Kaces— again a word which cannot 
and will not be translated— because it again shows how Uritnimia is not only ruling the 
waves, biit friving an example to the world how thr- stu-ngth of the body must be 
ruled by manly exercise. In a short time the University Races will take place, and you 
are all eager to show us the strength of your muscles, the agility of your movements, 
the trrn;ii:i- for the harmony of that most beautiful of all i n Kioiiv, the human body. 
So 1 will only saj' a few words. First to make my excuse for my unpolished and incor- 
rect English speaking. I know myself too wdl not to be aware that in speaking 
English I more resemble a dancer on a tight rope» who, doing his best to keep his 

equilibrium, is ever}* TTtomcnt in d.-ini^er of falling to the ground, than aman who by his 
Steadfast energetic movement forward shows that he can lead the way. But, on the 
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other side, 1 am so lirmly and convincedly aware of your benevolence, of your well-tried 
hospitality, that the perfect attunement between auditoiy and speaker will not be 
endangered for one single moment. In the second place I have to thank you most 
heartily for the undeserved honour you conferred upon me in asking tne to speak to you 
on this most illustrious occasion. Here, again, I know myself too well, that it is not 
for my sake, not for the sake of the insignificant and unmeritorions contributions I may 
havf madp to the brmr hi ^ of binlni^y and medicine, that I am n-q-irstctl to deliver an 
address to you, students of Dublin. It is only for the sake of the countr}' which I 
have now the honour to represent that I was called upon, for the sake of that countiy 
in which Science, Art, and liberty of thought wcro ami an- considered the greatest 
human hlt'««ini:^«, in which they flourish, since little Holkuul sti ui^j^K-d for indi pt iulmce, 
and fairly won the battle. Yes, Mr. Provost, and students of Dublin, 1 feel it with all 
the intensity of my deepest heart's feelings that I was called upon to express on this 
)jlorious ocra>iiJU how .sIkhi^'^ i-, the link that binds this grand University of Dublin to 
my beloved mother country. Here is the foundress of your I'niversity the Maiden 
Queen Elizabeth, occupying not only the chief place in the history of Trinity College, 
but reverently named and cherished in the history of the Rise of the Dutch Republic ; 
for almost in the samt" time k?ic fniindnd thi^ ren;>\vncd >cat of Icarnint^ she sent to 
the Burghers of Holland her most beloved favourite, Leicester, to help and assist them 
la getting rid of the Spanish oppressors. Here, again, is King William III., (me of our 
most celebrated • St.idhouders,' at the same time a most beloved king in past cen- 
turies ir Irelntid, uhusc statue in Dublin holds yet in tliis century the spot where the 
best wishes for the progress and the liberty of green Erm were uttered. There may 
be a great many Trinity Colleges all over this great Empiie of Britannia, but I think 
there is, in reality, but one Trinity College— that of Dublin in Ireland ! 

Here, nq^ain, isooeof the greatest benefactors of humanity, comforting the sad, 
unwrinkliag the wrinkles from the brow of the mourning; here i& the author who, lietter 
than all others, knonrs how to combine wit with wisdom { here is Oliver Goldsmith, the 
fine genius, the extra vni^ant student, who could compare himself with a modem Faust, 
having applied himself to — 

' Phiknophle 
Junslerci und Mcdizin, 
Und Icider ! auch Theologic,' 

but not being able to say with Faust that he studied tlu ni .ill, 

■Ourcbausund roit beissem Bemuii H, 

for he was a most irregular student, the true type of a * Wanderbursche ' in olden 
times, having but one clean shirt and a flute in his wanderings through the Continent 
of Europe. Of nil Continental countries he came first to Holland, .md almost at the 
same time, as the great physiologist, Albrecht voa Haller, was in Lcydcn, to hear Boer- 
haave, almost at the same time as Voltaire, hai^shed from France, came to Gxaveaend 
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to learn the Newtonian system, Oliver Goldsmith came to Holland to study medicine 
and hear Boecliaave. 

But I cannot proceed in this way. We are here to celebrate the Terccntcnar)' of 
Trinity College, havinpf come from all parts of the world to congratulate you, students 
of Dublin, that your Alma Mater has worked so meritoriously on behalf of humanity in 
modern and in olden times in extending- human knowledge, in inwarding the study of 
Science, in enrnar.i^nni,'- Art. If I call to mind the great and illustrious names in the 
branches of science alone, in which i am myself a scholar, who in this centuiy were 
some of the leaders of the medical students, I congratulate you with all my heart on 
beiiiig students of that same University in which Graves held his celebrated clinical 
lectures in th.it Me.ith Ho<;pit.t! which is known by all the world through his fame. Ilis 
lectures, even to this day, are a model of clear, scientific, eloquent, and elegant writing, 
in which one does not know what to admire most, the French lucidity, the German 
thonmi^'liiicss. the English practical sense, all which this graduate of Dublin Trinity 

School possessed in perfection. 

I congratulate you, again, that in the history of your Medical School in the nine- 
teenth century, you may name as yours that renowned and skilful physician William 
Stokes, tin' auJtinr nf the classic * Diseases of the Heart,' .iiid ' Diseases of the Chest.' 
He was the first to follow Laennec, and understand all the significance of the great 
Frenchman's discovery ; he was the first to find out all the use that could he made of 
percussion and auscultation for the exact diagnosis of the circulatory and respiratoiy 
organs. 

The histor}' of Medicine is proud of these men ; they are not national ; they are 
iotematiooal glories ; and, so Ion; as human suffienng shall he relieved hy medicine, so 
long- will the names of Graves and Stokes be honoured all over the world. 

Professor Bonet-Maury, of the University of Paris, .said— 

On arriving on the soil of Ireland my first feeling has been one of gratitude to God, 
our Almighty Father, and the Ruler of human events, who, in olden times preserved 
this Island from the invasion of the barbarian tribes, in order that it might be the 

inviolnti" risylum of rhrisi:,->nit v, .mr! nf rl.issii- litt^rn'Mrr. Tl'.n-iks to St. Prt'rirk. the 
intrepid but pacific missiunar)', the true son of the Apostles, who brought here both 
Latin civilization and Christian faith, your country became the Insula Sanctorum, a 
centre of knowledge, and a seminarj' of bold missionaries for the whole West of Europe, 
an<l pnrtintlnrh' for ntir h.ilf-w a-^tcd G.iuls fa!I<>n again into Papani-m. Since the days 
of St. Patrick Ireland was always hospitable to French exiles from every part of our 
land, whatever raig^ht have been their religious or political ofdnions, as well in the time 
of rclifjiiHis 1 onflicts, when Queen Eli/abt-tli, tlic glorious foundress of this University 
of Dublin, admitted our Odet de Coligny as her guest in Hampton Court, or when the 
Duke of Ormond permitted the Huguenot refugees to make their industrious settlements

at Lisbum. Waterford, or Portarlington, as during the great Revolution of the last 
c«.-ntur>', when m> many Catholic and Royalist families found here so gea«iou5 aad

mt.-mbcr of unr Protestant faculty of thtolog)-, to pay to the Irish ap<^stU% and tc»

Professor ADOLF Wagner, of the University of Berlin, said — 

Not beinjf exercised cnou;jh t" 'p- ik vm] in vour Knr'i'^'h langua^fe, I will venture 
to speak some wordis on political economy in Germany, on method and German 'state 
socialism* in my own lan^^ma^'u.

The Addresses having been concluded, the Provost said- 
it b 1^ bfvn "iii-^^^i-^^tfd to mp that I should ask you all to wifni *;- annther ceremony, 
but m view of the rival attractions outs»ide, 1 will ask you to remain only a few minutes- 
There were two Lloyds Provosts «f Trinity College-^he first was Baftholoraew Uoyd, 
who, I may say. made this cosmopolitan gathering possible. Before his time scientilic 
workers in this University knew »carccly anything of what was done elsewhere. Lloyd's 
own works, valuable as they were at the time of their publication, have suffered the fate 
contnoii to all works of sdeBce. and have been superseded by the works of later 

labourers in the snme field. Tint we feel to this day the benefit of the <;cnice he did 
in bringing the students of this University into touch with men of science abroad. 
Being^ iftvll acquainted himself with the works of foreign mathematicians, he not only 
made known here some of their most important results, but he taught our iiudt tit^ 
themselves to cultivate acquaintance with the labour^ of Cimtincntnl writrrs. Iksidc-- 
this he did good work in discovering genius, and in ailording an opportunity for the 
display of genius amongst the members of this University. He discovered M'Cutlagh, 
and afforded him a field for the exercise of his great mathematical genius ; he 
discovered Archer Butler ; he discovered O'Brien. Of his son, Uumphrey Uoyd, I can 
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speak with personal knowledge. Many of the old members of the University well 
remember him. Lord Kelvin ^dce of his contiibiitioas to the new science of mngnetinn. 
By the work which he did in connexion with this branch of science be is iKSt known to 

the outsifle wnrld, THs widow wrote \r> mo to s.iy that she wished to entrust the bust of 
her husband to the University. For months we have been awaiting it, but it is only just 
now that I bear it has arrived. If It had come earlier we should have arranged for the 
fcirinal ceremony of unveiling it. On goings into the Library this momin;,'^ I Unm\ that 
the bust had arrived, and it is there now. I do not care to have the bust covered again 
to have it again unveiled, but I would recommend you all to go and sec it. The 'mitis 
sapientia ' is shown in the features. It is a gift of great value, and we are deeply 
grateful to Mrs. Lloyd for giving us a bust of one who was so great an honour to the 
College. You will also see in the Library the Addresses— at leasts some of them— 
which were sent to us yesterday. 



In accordance with the Provost's invitation a large number of 
those present next proceeded to the Library to inspect the bust of 

the late Provost Lloyd, which had been just placed 
there. The Right REV. CHARLES GRAVES, Bishop 
of Limerick, as one of Dr. Lloyd's oldest friends, 
and one the most honoured members of the University, was 
requested to express on behalf of those present their appreciation of 
this valuable addition to the memorialii of the College. He said — 

You have heen asked to visit die library to<day in order to inspect for yourselves 

the bust of a great man — a m:in as ^oor\ ns he was great; a man who was not 
less admired than beloved for his goodness and moral excellence by all who 
knew bim. Himself the son of a great man and former Provost, be, as Fellow and 
Provost, shed honour upon the histor)' of the University, and to his labours and those 
whn h.iMj fulldw c d in nfTicf we Inri^'ply f we the brillant success of this present 

Tercentcnar)- celebration. Look at the bust fur yourselves, and sec if it does not recall 
to you vividly the grand intellectual bead, the calm and sweet expression, the noMe 
features that many of you so well rcTTK rr.bcr. While it stands within thcsn walls it \>. ill 
speak to all of one of the greatest, best, and ablest Provosts who have ever adorned 
this College ; and as long* as marble lasts it will be a memorial also of the genius and 
skill of our great sculptor, whose statue of Bishop Berkeley — now in its tltting place, tlK 
Cathedral of Cloyne — hns won tlic .ndmiration of all, and has entitled Mr. IJnice Joy to 
the highest rank among artists, and made us all justly proud to claim him as a 
countryman of our own. 
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After the addressesi were over, the scene changed from grave to gay 
—from the Examination Hall to the Park, where the annual festival, 

long dear to inhabitants of Dublin under the 
Tke College Raetx. name of the College Races* was held with more 

than usual splendour. It is not necessary here 
to attempt to describe the well-known spcctnclo, which our foreign 
visitors watched with interest and curiosity.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 1 present for your enthusiastic acceptance the toast of 
Her Majesty the Queen» the best of womeii and the best of Sovereigns ; and also that 
of the Earl of Zetland, one of the best and most successful representatives of Her 
Majesty in this countrj'. I av.iil myself of the opportunity to give a hearty welcome to 
this goodly company, so varied and so representative, assembled to assist in the celebra- 
tion of the Tercentenary of our gieat UaiverBity, met together in this noUe hall, 

ricdicatctl to the law, tliat ,1.,-reat learned profession that owes so nuu li to the T'tiivc rsity 
for its teai hini,^ and < ulturc. I give you the toast of ' the Queen and the Lord Lieu- 
tenant.* (Appiavise.) 

The Lord Lieutenant briefly replied, and expressed his great 
gratification at tlie warm welcome which he, as the representative of 
Her Majesty, received, not only in that hall» but wherever he went 
in Ireland. 

Professor Edward Dowden next proposed the toast of the 
Universities. He said^ 

1 have the pleanRV and the honour to propose the toast of the Universities. We 

are sometimes toid that all new and all great ideas have their source in the uneducated 
or Ipss educated masses, and that the Universities are the opponents of everjihin^ that 
makes for light and human welfare. Perhaps we may be pardoned, in consideration of 
our unfortunate position as members of varioas Universittes, if we are not quite pre* 
pared to accept this new and luminous idea. Perhaps we maybe pardoned for a feeble 
prejudice in fiivour of culture, of learning, of literature, and science. (Laughter.) 
In the group of teamed sisters, the elder and the younger of one great femily, the 
Uaiventty (rf Dublin occupies a midnHNt place as fegacda ttt yean. It stands, by 

SM 
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virtue of its origin, between the medieval and the modern worlds. It received at the 
close of the sixiei-nth century a great gift, a great inheritance and tradition from the 
past, owing mucli even in its infancy to the experience and the love of its elder sisters ; 
and now, when our University comes of age — for three hundred years in the life of a 
learned institution mean only that the days of pin.ifon-s and short dresses arc past 
(laughter)— Trinity College, Dublin, looks forward into the future with the same eyes of 
hope and wonder as her youngest sisters. (Hear, hear.) Our chief tonioe <rf pride and 
rejoicing this week is not for anything that we have done apait and alone, but that oar 
Univorsity is t>ni' of a glorious fiimily, and that our kinsfolk, both the cider and the 
younger, have stniled upon us with favour, may I not say with affection i What would 
our gathering this week have lieeo bat for the evidences of esteem and regard which 
have been so lilwrally granted to us hy tiie united sdiolarship and scienoe of all parts 
of the earth ? 

Placed, as we are, in our little nook of Ireland, we have yet been made to feel 
that we are in the highway of the world, that we are part of a great spiritual and 
intrllci tual unity. It is slran^^'i- th it thr solitude of the student, dealing, as hi- does, 
through silent days of toil, with ideas or with facts, should yet result in the truest 
socie^, in tlie deepest and fullest communion with his fellows. There is a communion 
of scholars as well as a communion of saints, and it will not mar the happiness of our 
banquet if I add, that of that communion of scholars, the illuslrious dead — ours and 
yours, and all the world's— form a part. (Applause.) I have sometimes dreamed of 
an intellecttial life for Ireland which, while it should lose none of the better charac* 
teristics proper to our place and our people, should yet be cosmopolitan in the highest 
sense of the word. Goethe, in his elder days, spoke often of what he called ' world - 
literature,* a literature in which national features should not be elGiced (for the great 
German was himself a true son of the soil), but which should appeal to the whole nace 

of mankind, and shovild ])ass beyond the parish and the province. Whether a world- 
literature be possible or not, there is surely a world-si icnce, which already ser\'cs, 
as in past centuries the mediseval theology and philosophy ser\'ed, to bind in closest 
brotherhood the seekers for truth in every portion of the j^lobe. This week, through 
the cordial good-will of our Incthrt n .ill ovi-r the wotUi, it hiou^'ht home to us that 
something more than a provincial or parochial life has indeed been going on in this 
our little centre of activity ; that by virtue of our efibrt to seek finr light and to spread 
the light, we belong to the European movement, or, I should ratlu r say, the intellectual 
movement of both hemispheres. It cheers us, it enlarges our life to feel that we are 
not isolated— not isolated, but rather incorporated with the spuritual life of the whole 
civilized world. The intellectnal culture of Auope, a great Fkenehman, whose absence 

wedi plore, M. Renan, has said, and he might have Mtended it beyond Europe, is a 
vast exchange, where each in turn gives and receives, where the scholar of yesterday 
becomes the master of to^lay. It is a tree, each branch of which participates in the 
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fife of an tfae other tmnchea, and «f which the only frultlew tx^ng'hB are those which 

isolate them«plvf>«;, and ri!t thrmsclvf"; oflF from the comrminion of thr whole. Ir. wishinjf 
well to all the great institutions which arc reprvsented at this Tercentenary festival, we 
are wishing well to ounelve*; eveiy discovery, eveiy result attained by any one of 
these institutions, is a gift for all. In Bacon's philosophical romance, the ' New 
Atlantis,' he tells of a rolleE|^«», wliu h hi- names Solomon's Ilousr, and describes as 
the veiy eye of the kingdom. VV'c carry on a trade, says one of the Fathers of 
Solomon's House, but it is a trade for God's first creature, light. VVhen one of the 
Fathers of the House enters the capital city of the Island, the whole city is in festival. 
He holds up his hand in blessing? as he is borne along in bis chariot, and, says Bacon, 
he had ao aspect as if he pitied men. Our capital city has been honoured by the 
presence, not of one Father of Solomon's House, hut of such an assemblage as has 

never beforp met in Irrland t!troiij;fh nil its !onp histor\'. The m.iss of brntTi-prnver in 
Dublin and in this room at present alarms me. (Laughter.) Dynamite is dangerous ; 
but there is nothing so terrible as brain. (Laughter.) I tremble for our illiterate 
voter. Finding it impossible to propose this toast in all the length and breadth of 
its dL'tail, finding it impossible to name all the nations and Universities that have 
honoured us by the presence of delegates, I will include them all under the title 
invented by Bacon, and ask yon to fill yoat glasses in honour of * SoIoommi's House ' 
in its various hranrhes throughout the world. And I have been instructed to couple 
this toast with the names of two distinguished men — one representing a land whose 
vnee has gone forth through all the earth, and her words to tli« end die woirld-^ 
Ftofessor Crenona of the Univernty of Rome ; the other, reprascntiiig' a vast Empire, 
which, like Great Britain, connects the cast and west, which is now doing *ueh work as 
was formerely done by Imperial Rome, and bears the gifts of order and civilization 
firom Europe to many wild, remote, and untutored tribes^Dr. Martens, of the Univeruty 
of St. Petersbuis^. (Applause.) 

Professor Cr£MONA, of Rome, in reply, said—

CiA deve indinvi, illustri Signori, ad tvuttt 
mcco doppiamente iodulgenti. 

Crtdo di averc un lerzo tnotivo per invfvare la vostra indulgcnza. Tiu\>o i numerosi 
e geniali discorsi che tanti oratori teliciAsiiai ed efficacissimi, i:on plauso universale, 
proaaneUrono in qoesti giorai, specialmetite al Terceateiuuy banquet, e jert in 
occasione dolia prescntazione degli Addresses, che cosa pud rimaiMre a me, setnplice 
matematico, per esprimcre i scnttmeoti di amtnirazionc per la potente e floiida 
Unhfeiwtl di Dublino, e di gratitudine per raccoglienza splendidamcntc ospttalc che 
qui A Btata fiato ai rappmeatanti delle altre Univentti ? Nulla rimaiue, dovete

Credcte voi forse che cio sia una difflcotti per gli studenti italiani ? Niente affatto. 
Da moiti anni noi, professori italiani, andiamfv predicando ai nostri piovani che, ohre 
allirancese, 4 indispcnsabile di sapcr Icggere I'inglese ed i) tedesco, per mettersi in 
grado di studiare le opeie classiche di Hamilton, di Salmon, di Caylcy, di William 
Thnm<;on (Lord Kelvin), di Clerk Mavuvll, di Iltdmholtz, di Gauss, di Janln, dl 
Weierstrass, ecc, ecc. E i nostri studenti imparano il tedesco e I'inglese, almeno 
qoanto basta per intendeie Ic opere magistiali della scienta. 

Come ho detto dei libri di Salmon, potrei dire di altri ,- nessuo autore per^ e 
popolare come il vosfro tllustrc ed otiimo Provost da molti anni amico mio carissimo. 
Non ho dunque io ragionc di dire che 1' Italia deve molta gratitudine al Trinity 
College di DuUino? 

Part. ndo di qui, noi portcremo e custodiremo nci HOitri cuori I'indimenticabile 
ricordo deile feste di Dublino, le quali ct hanno fatto nnovamente scntite che la scienia 
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togiic o<Tii soita di confini e abtnaccia tutU gli studied in una sola famiglia. Ma non

Ewiva per sempre 1' Universita di Dublino ! (Applause.) 

Dr. Martens, of St. Petersburg, also briefly responded. 

The Bishop of Oxford then proposed the toast of the University 
of Dublin. 

Professor Tyrrell, in reply, said— 

My I.nrd Chancrllor, my lord?, and gentlemen, I use no merclv furmal phrase when 
1 say that I am truly glad, notwithstanding my sense of my own inadequateness, to 
have the opportnoiQr, which the kindness of the Lord Chancellor has put into my 
hands, of giving a voice to the gratitude and happiness of Tnnity College on this day. 
The Ailu nian orator, whose speech on a great crisis of Athenian historj', preserved for 
us by Ihucydides, is surely the noblest specimen of Greek eloquence which has come 
down to us, told each Athenian citisen that it was his dutjr to he eoamoated of the 

fame of Atlu ns. Such, I think, is thf feelinq- which should animnte evfrv true stm of 
his Alitui Mater. He should not merely prize, regard, love her fair fame, but he 
should be enamouied of it. The thought of it ahoutd stir his poise and flush his 
cheek. And, If thtt is so, what must have been the feelings of a Trinity College man 
during the pn5t week ? My lords and gentlemnn, the brillianc y of the celebration, so 
largely dependent on the kindness and sympathy of our guests and friends, has far 
transcended oar most sanfotne hopes. What a delight it has been to us to see in the 
flesh before us those who materialise and incarnate for us all that is conveyed by those 
great words, Oxford and Cambridge, thuse who carry on the succession from the great 
Cambridge scholars and mathematical philosophers, and thoi>c who remind us that it 
is still as true as ever that quid^md maothir Oxonid sentH An^ia. May the pulse 
(if Eni^Innd ever make temperate music with every throb of th.-it Kreat he.Trt. We have 
had the delight of listening to the virile tones of that eloquence which America has 
made so much her own, die silver cadences of France and Italy, and the wild clarion 
call from a land instinct with every element of romance, a land of soldiers and patriots, 
the l.md whieh has found such .1 resonant mouthpiere in N'ambL'f}'. We have been 
able to admire the vigour with which the Church can wield the spear of Ithuriel in the 
defence of truth, and the grace and sweetness and light under which 

A (cntkr desfh dull folaehood die, 

Smit thtoufjh and duoogh by amnhig woidi. 

We have heard the burning words of our own representative, David Plunket — words 
which have so often made St. Stq>hen's ring with applause^ and which are seconded 
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by the scarcely less eloquent gesture, as truly and naturaiiy as music by its echo. 
We have experienced bow ddHallj- oor ofwn ftovost caa inlbse into plmMS of doquent 
wisdom and deep moral fervour a piquancy all their own by an m * n^icnal dash of the 
very best vinegar. And u e have bad from the Master of Irinit)' and the President of 
the Royal Academy fresh reason* to mooAert if nlence n golileii, vliat metal can give 
a name to speech when it comes fitom their lipe. I think are nrast honov the wofds 
of the I ntin p " t. ind say, A nulla nomen posuit Xatnru mttatlo. To speak for 
myself, there was but one thinj^ that 1 missed. I re!;n'<^tted that we had not the 
cqpiportunity of bearing from the great actor, Heniy Irving, his impcesttoos about an 
occarioo which, I know, h i> b> en to him a most interesting one, and aboat wlucb, I 
■••fn sure, he would have had much that was interesting^ to say. 1 am r»oi aware that 
any other actor, however great, has been the recipient ol an honorarj- degree. His 
position in this respect is oniqiie, but his service* to his proCesdoo are uniqiie also. 
My lords and gentlemen, that which has made the celebrations of this week an event 
of national importance is the hearty hand of good fellowship stretched out to us by all 
the world. It is pleasant to us to find that even those who come from the Universities 
which are the homes of such poetic beauty, from those 'Queens of Romance 
whisprrin:: from their towers the last enchantment of the middle ages' — it is pleasant 
to find that even they see a certain bigness, a certain amplitude in our comparatively 
iHRnely halls which does not &il to appeal to the artistic instinct. We were reminded 
yesterday in the Leioster Hall how the Vicar of Wakefield chose his wife, as she did 
her wcddin;^'- f^nwn, not for a fine glossy surface, but for qualities that would wear well. 
I don't know how far a man chooses his Alma Mater. He certainly cannot choose his 
natural mother, and I am inclined to think that as regards the choioe of his wife we are 
in the habit of exaggerating the limits of his volition, but the qualities for which the 
Vicar of Wakefield chose his wife are those for which we choose our Alma Mater, 
or which having chosen her for other reasons we admire as existing in the object of 
our choice — a not uncommon sequel of the choice of a wife too. None of our visitors 
.-ire .i\v.'iri\, I am stin-, Iiow iiuich their kind visit to us has transformed ourlcmn. Our 
streets, for the first time, are bright with all the gay liveries of the academies, and ' sober* 
suited Freedom,* while she plods to the polling booths, casts a wondering eye on the 
butterfly garb of those sisters. Science, Literature, and Art, whose garments, as Lord 
DufTcrin reminded us, are ustially rather scanty than paudy. I, for one, hope that we 
may take example by our visitors, and in future not be so chary of showing our livery 
to the world. Dublin Is, of course, not a Univeru^ town, but a town which coDtalas 
a University. Rut for the last week it has been a University town. It ia too smch 

to fxprrt fb-T if will in.iinfniii that appearance after our friends have pone, but many 
and many a happy memento of their brief but delightful presence with us it will surely 
retain. This week will never be forgotten by us, and win never be called to mind 
but with feeHnga of tiie heartiest pleasure and pride. (Applause.) 
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Sir RonF.RT Ball, F.U.S., late Astrunomer Royal of Ireland, now 
Lowndean Professor of Astronomy at Cambridge, also briefly replied, 
and after his speech tiie company separated. 

The last event of the festival was the University Ball. The I.einster 
Hally which had been the theatre of the Banquet, and in which the 

scene had been rapidly shifted for the Presentation 
The University Bail, of Addresses, now went through its final transfor- 
mation for the closing act of our academic pan- 
tomime. The decorations, which had been carried out by tlie Ladies' 
Committee in concert with the Ball Committee, were very tasteful and 
effective. At the back of the dais a mass of beautiful plants and flowers 
from Messrs. Ramsay's nursery gardens furnished a good background 
to the gay dresses of the ladies and the bright uniforms of officers 
on the platform. The balcony was draped and festooned with gold 
and white cloth on a red liaokground. The music was supplied by 
Mr. Liddell's famous band. The Lord Lieutenant and the Countess of 
Zetland danced in the first quadrille, which included also the Marquis 
and Marchioness of DufTerin, the Lord NLayor and Lady Mayorps*!, Sir 
West Kidgewav, Under-Secretary tor Ireland, anil Lady Rid^n-way, 
Sir Andrew Reid atid Lady Retd. .Supper, provided by Mr. Mitchdl, 
was laid out on long tables in the Annexe. Dancing was kept up until 
four in the morning, when the guests reluctantly separated, and the 
Tercentenary was over. The ball was pronounced by everybody to be 
a brilliant success. The editor was assured by an Oxford ^cholar, who 
was present, that he never had been at a ball which was ko thoroughly 
enjoya!;le ; and that the ball given by the Lord Mayor was the <m1y 
one which could compete with It. 
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ME story of the Tercentenary has now been nearly 
told ; it only remains to add a few particulars 
which have been omitted in the preceding chapters, 
l irst, a word must be said summarising the part 
taken by the students. Our younger members 
looked forward with interest and enthusiasm to the 



approadi of the Tercentenary, and expressed a very strong desire to 
contribute their share towards making the celebration a success. A 
Students' Committee* was formed* and students rqiresentative of the 
English, Scotch, and Foreign Universities were invited; not in such 

large numbers as the natural hospitality of our students prompted, 

owing to the very limited accommodation which the already strained 
capabilities of the College placed at their disposal, but in sufficient

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numbers to evince their fellow-feeling for their o»mrades in other 
Universities. And very important help wa» given by our younger 

members in making the Tercentenary a success. To them was en- 
tirely due the entertainment of the student del^fates; and the Cricket 
Match with Cambridge, the Dramatic Prrformanoe at the Gaiety 
Theatre, th(! College Races, and the brilliantly succe^ssful Ball with 
which llie festival tiuUMJ, were either entirely, or in great part, managed 
by the stuilents. All these functions have been desciibed in their 
proper place. They also provided afternoon teas in the Gymnasium 
on the two last days of the Cricket Match and the day of the College 
Races, and thdr ho^telity was v»y wetconne to large numbers of 
guests. 

Very important aid, too, was given by the fair sex. A committee 
of ladies was formed.* To them many of the nicer mundtHts of the 

festival were due, as was to be expected. To this 
Commidee. committee is to be ascribed the very tasteful 

selection of furniture for the decoration of the 
reception room, and its daily ornamentation with flowers. They 
adorned the Leinster Hall for the Ball, as has been already stated* 
They arranged the very interesting ceremony of the presentation of 
bouquets to the delegates by twelve little girls on the day of the 
procession to St. Patrick's Cathedral. They took on their shoulders 
the very difficult task of providing luncheon in the New Buildings 
for our guests on each day of the festival; and notliing in tlie 
whole arrant^eiTients gave greater satisfaction than the manner in 
which these luncheons were conducted. 

Although not directly connected with the University, it would not 
be proper to omit an account of the address presented to the delegates

The French delegates were much gratified by this address, and 
Prc^ssor Beljame returned thanks In their name in an eloquent 
speech, at a meeting arranged by the French Consul, M. Paul Larrouy, 
at his residence, 22, Burtington-road. The meeting took place at 
10 o'clock on Thursday morning, and nearly all the French delegates 
and guests were present. Messieurs Cadic and Billet, and Mdlles. 
d'Amarzit and Pelissier were present on behalf of the signatories of 
the address.
